Delay Raises Defendant’s Hopes. 

The fajlure to return a verdict after so long 
a consideration of the evidence, of course, 
raised great hope in the minds of the defend- 
ants that a disagreement would be the out- 
come. 

Judge Ball's instructions that the jury, the 
most expensive in the alstory of the Crimi- 
nal court, should. exert its utmost endeavor 
to come to a decision of some kind, however, 
may have some effect in averting this con- 
clusion. It is lkely the twelve men will be 
held together for many hours yet unless they 
reach a verdict. 


First Ballot Long Delayed. 


The jury went out at 10:30 o'clock in the 
morning. No ballot was taken until 4 o'clock. 
The first vote showed a wide divergence of 
opinion among thetwelve men. Six were said 
to be ready at first to convict, while the 
other six stood out for an acquittal. Three 
of the latter were declared by the defense 
to be union ‘sympathizers. 

Ballots were taken thereafter at intervals 
of half an hour until 9 o’clock. The only

It was immediately afterward that the jury- 
men came toa deadlocked position. Argu- 
ments failed to move either side, and no 
other ballots were taken until after 12, when 
the yote was found to. be unchanged. 


| " Judge Ball Goes to Bed. 


Judge Ball left the courtroom at 9 o'clock 
Pp. m. and went to the Sherman house. He 
told his bailiff to call him if the jury reached 
a verdict any time in the night. Then he 
retired to bed in Parlor A. At 10 o'clock 
Daniel Cruice, one of the counsel for the 
defendants, went home but returned later. 
At 12:80 a. m. Attorney Jacob Le Bosky, 
also for the defendants, went home, leav- 
ing word that he could be notified there if 
the jurors finished their labors. Shea, the 
chief defendant, was not in the courtroom 
after 10 o’clock p. m. 

Hope was aroused among those waiting in 
the building at 11:30 o’clock, when a bailiff 
wae called to the jurors’ room. He left hur- 
riedly in search of Assistant State's Attorney 
Miller, who had led the prosecution. It was 
believed the jurors had about reached a ver- 
dict and desired some information as to the 
form it should have. It was rumored also 
that Judge Ball had been asked for further 
instructions. This latter proved untrue, and 
the assistant state’s attorney was not found. 


Wait Proves Wearisome. 


The defendants, the lawyers, and the crowd 
of interested spectators, who never left the 
courtroom, were surely impressed with the 
idea that the jury was taking itstime. Judge 
Ball sat in his chambers talking with the 
attorneys hour after hour. An _ effort to 
ameliorate the wearisome wait by swapping 
stories was exhausted by 6 o'clock in the 
evening. Then the jurors’ supper was 
brought in. This was a little diversion. 

Baliliffs G. A. Coffman and J. P. Woods 
made visits to the jury room every few min- 
utes. Every time they returned the at- 
terneys and defendants arose in expectation. 
It always was the same story, however, of 
“no verdict yet.’’ 

Reports of things that were tranepiring, 
within were eagerly sought, but the twelve 
men were so closely guarded in their delib- 
erationg that information was scarce The 
precaution of destroying the ballots after 
each vote was taken was resorted to, so that 
the bailiffs themselves were practically as 
much in the dark as anybody else. How- 
ever, the belief that the jurors stood 7 to 5 
was general. 


Jurors’ Minds “Plotted.” 

During the hours of waiting the attorneys 
for the defense made a psychological plot 
of the jurors’ minds, in an effort to show 
that ten of the twelve men were favorable 
to an acquittal. The theory of Shea was 
that Jurors Sommers, Hayes, Schultz, Choate, 
Bauman, Faust, Williams, Wells, Depke, and 
Nelson were “ favorable’’ to him and his as- 
sociates. Jurors Roberts and Wendier, the 
latter said to be foreman of the jury, were 
declared to be “ psychologicaily ’’ hostile to 
the defense. 

Choate is a union carpenter, while Depke, 
Faust, Schultz, and Sommers were said to 
have pro-union leanings. The other “ fa- 
vorable’’ jurors were put in the category 
by the attorneys for the defense because of 
various alleged ‘“‘ hobbies.”” One wae a so- 
cialst, another an inventor, a third was a 
faith healer, while a fourth, it was asserted, 
was an advocate of the “ simple life.”’ 

Assistant State's Attorney Miller said he 
preferred to consider the jury from a legal 
rather than a psychological standpoint. 


Jests to Relieve Suspense. 

The long watch in the courtroom was not 
without its amusing side. “‘ Steve ’ Sumner 
created a diversion by entering into a loud 
controversy with Assistant State’s Attorney 
Holt. 

“Mr. Holt,” said Summer, “I am 58 years 
old and I never did a dishonest thing in my 
life.

Duke to Retain Blenheim. 

According to. the present arrangement the 
duke and duchess will live apart, the duke 
retaining Blenheim palace entirely and con- 
tinuing to enjoy the $100,000 a year settled 
upon him by the duchess’ family, with the 
custody of their two sons for six months 
each year, the control of their education 
until they become of age, and the choice 
of their profession. On the other hand, the 
duchess will enjoy the use of the Marlborough 
family jewels and will have precedence as a 
duke’s wife with the right to take her sons 
with her to any part of the continent dur- 
ing their holidays, but without interfering 
with their studies after the age of 14. 

It is also said that the agreement exacts 
that the boys shall not be taken to Amer- 
ica for an extended period until they reach 
the age to choose a place of residence for 
themselves, 

The younger son of the duke and duchess, 
Lord Ivor Charles Spencer Churchill, has been 
ill at Blenheim with measles and his aunt, 
Lady Frances Gresley, the duke’s sister, 
Was sent there to nurse the boy. He spent 
Christmas at the palace with his brother, 
the marquis of Blanford, and they eubse- 
quently left on a visit to their aunt, Lady 
Sarah Wilson, who was to have undertaken 
their care previous to the present arrange- 


ment. 
Duchess with Her Mother. 


Wow, however, Blerihéim will Hot be closéd, 


as at first intended, and the duke will con- 
tinue to live there instead of at Woodstock 
house, where he proposed to make his head- 
quarters when he decided to let his ances- 
tral home. The duchess, however, has with- 
drawn her collection of Sevres china, books, 
and bronzes, antique furniture, and pictures 
by Lancret and Watteau, which she took 
there at the time of her marriage. 
Mrs.OliverH. P. Belmont, who has been with 
the duchess for the last five weeks, has done 
her best to further an understanding between 
her daughter and the duke. She is still with 
the former at Sunderland house, where Mr. 
Belmont is also staying. Although every- 
thing has been arranged that the duchess 
should join her brother at Villefranche for 
a cruise on the Valiant, Mrs. Belmont in- 
duced the duchess not to leave London until 
the present arrangements had been made. 


Cause of Trouble a’ Mystery. 

The estrangement of the duke and duchess 
of Marlborough was first publicly announced 
last October. News that they had parted and 
that negotiations were under way looking 
either to a separation or divorce was the 
social sensation of the hour in both England 
and America. Since October innumerable 
stories assigning cauges for the rift have been 
circulated, but on neither side has a single 
authoritative statement been made. Cou- 
pled with the first announcement of their 
estrangement was a vague story of a beauti- 
ful young Woman, whose-presence as a guest 
at Blenheim was suddenly terminated by the 
duchess when the attentions of the duke 
came to her knowledge. 

To this was added a story of the duke of 
Marlborough’s increasing dislike for his 
wife's family, a dislike alleged to have been 
intensified by the second marriage of his 
wife's father, W. K. Vanderbilt. The duke’s 
dislike for all American guests of the duchess 
at Blenheim was proverbial. Friends of the 
duke, however, have steadfastly refused to 
admit that the cause of the separation was 
any other than growing incompatability. 
The duke’s father and mother were separated 
for this cause. 


Married Eleven Years Ago. 

The final separation comes after more 
than eleven years of marriage. The wed- 
ding of Consuelo Vanderbilt, who is W. K. 
Vanderbilt's daughter by his first wife, now 
Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, to the young duke 
of Marlborough took place in St. Thomas’ 
church, New York, Nov. 6, 1895. 

Miss Vanderbilt was given a dowry of 
$5,000,000 by her father, and there was every 
prospect that if she survived her parents 
she would come in for the larger part of the 
vast estate of her father, William K. Van- 
derbilt. His wedding to Mrs. Rutherforda 
few years ago is said to have dashed the 
duke’s hopes. He confidently expected that 
he would one day control the Vanderbilt 
millions, and with this idea in mind had built 
casties in the air. He wanted to go into poli- 
tics, and had planned a brilliant future for 
himself with the aid of his father-in-law’s 


millions, 
Duke Owes All to Wife. 

The duke’s extravagant desires within «a 
few years got him into trouble both with the 
duchess and her family. Despite her enor- 
mous dowry the duchess Was constantly 
forced to appeal to her father for money. 

In the first | egg of her married life the 
devotion of duchess to the welfare of 
her husband and her own charming person- 
ality established her firmly in the affeetions 
of the most exclusive society. Her social 
conquest was rapid and complete,.not end- 
ing until she had conquered the reserve of 
royalty and reached the highest pinnacle 
of social advancement. 

With her own social progress she was inde- 
fatigable in her seal for the advancement 
of the duke, and to her alone does he owe 
what honors and prominence he has achieved 
political and pee 


Destroyed Almost in Instant, 
Near Terre Haute, Ind, 


DETAILS OF FOWLER WRECK. 


“Queen City” Flyer Runs Past Danger 
Signal and Crashes Into a Heavy 
Freight, with Terrible Results, 


VICTIMS CREMATED IN BLAZING CARS, 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Jan. 20, 8 a. 
m.—({Special.)}—A second frightful wreck 
on the Big Four railroad in twenty-four 
hours happened at Sanford, nine miles 
east of this city last night. 

Highteen hours after @ collision — be- 
tween a fast passenger train and a freight 
at Fowler, which cost at least sixteen 
lives, a local passenger train running be-. 
tween Indianapolis and Mattoon, IIL, 
blown to fragments by an explosion of 
powder in a freight car on an adjoining 
track a few minutes after 10 o’clock. 


At Least Twenty-five Perish. 
In this second rail horror of the day 


on the same road at least twenty-five per- 
ished, many of them being blown to 
atoms, and every one who escaped alive 
injured. 

Officials of the road here admit that 
this second wreck was “a frightful catas- 
trophe in which at least ten persons were 
killed.” 

The wrecked train, No. 8, west bound 
from Indianapolis, was made up of four 
coaches. Every car on the train is re- 
ported to have been shattered by the ex- 
plosion and the wreckage consumed by 


was 


fire. 
Both Trains Blown to Bits. 

The train left Indianapolis at 4:40 p. m. 
and reached a point nine miles east of 
Terre Haute about 10 o’clock. Here, 
a sidetrack a freight train, in which 
was a car loxded with powder, was drawn 
up to let it pass. At the moment when 
the freight and passenger were abreast 
‘on the freight train ex- 


on 


the powder 
ploded. 

Both freight and passenger train were 
shattered into fragments by the terrific 
explosion. Telegraph and telephone wires 
for half a mile east and west of the ex- 
plosion were blown down. 

Scene a Desolate Spot. 

The scene of the explosion is a deso- 
late spot and with all means of commu- 
nication cut off it was more than an hour 
before the first report of the disaster 
reached Terre Haute. 

The first news was brought by a boy 
who walked from St.. Mary’s, four miles 
from the scene, and ran back. His re- 
port was that both trains had been de- 
stroyed and burned. He declared that 
every one on board had beem killed. 


Explosion Heard for Miles Around. 

The shock of the explosion was heard 
here in Terre Haute and over all the 
country for forty miles around. It was 
not known until the report of the wreck 
came in what had caused the explosion. 

As quickly as possible relief trains were 
made up and rushed to the wreck. 

The work of the rescuing party was 
hampered by the blazing timbers, whica 
were ignited immediately after the ex- 
plosion.

Fragments of Bodies Everywhere. 

They declare that fifteen bodies had 
been recovered up.to the time the en- 
gine left, but that fragments of the 
dead were scattered about for hundreds 
of yards, 

The only theory advanced for the ex- 
plosion is tfat the car of powder was 
standing over a leaking gas pipe line and 
that the gas had filtered into the car. 

Sparks from the engine of the passen- 
ger train as it passed are believed to 
haye ignited the gas and exploded the 
powder. 

600 or 800 Kegs of Powder Explode. 

G. M. Armstrong, agent at Sanford de- 
pot, stated that he thought the car on the 
freight train contained about 600 or 800 
kegs of powder. He was standing in the 
door of the station when the explosion 
occurred and at once called some section 
hands and they secured an engine. They 
then broke an interlocking switch and 
went to Paris, Lll., for a train, 

All means of communication between 
this city and Sanford were cut off, 
since the men from Sanford had

stopped to ascertain how much damage 
was done, the passengers received no aid 
until the relief trains reached the scene. 
The entire passenger train was a mass 
of flames and the relief party was able to 
reach only the passengers who had been

Rescuers Watch Victims Burn. 
Two of the men who were cremated 


were still alive when the relief party from 
this city reached the wreck, but the res- 
cuers were unable to reach them and 
were compelled to stand and watch them 
burn. They were lying under a mass of 
burning wreckage which could not be 
reached or moved.

He is acquisitive, and charmed with novel- 
tles. He is bright and quick, remarkably 
intelligent. He readily acquires new lan- 
guages, and it is no uncommon thing to find 
a Congo Bantu who can speak six or seven 
languages besides his own. In disposition, 
variable and emotional, he quickly forgets 
his sorrow. I saw hundreds of natives who 
were working happily, living in good houses, 
dressing in good clothes of European stuff 
and pattern, and saving property. That 
this number will rapidly increase I have no 
doubt. 


SURPRISED AT CONGO HUBBUB. 

And now on my return, after having many 
of my preconceived ideas completely shat- 
tered, and feeling on the whole that things in 


ment is the ovter of the day, I am startled 
to find the greatest excitement. Pages of 
newspapers are filled with stories of atroci- 
tidés, many of which never happened, some 
of which are ancient, and a pert of which, 
recent in date, are true. 

I find a fierce excitement about the Belgium 
lobby; vigorous resolutions presented in the 
senate, and the president of the United States 
outrunning his most urgent supporters and 
advisers, ready to take some drastic action 
to ameliorate the conditions og the suffering 
millions in the Congo Free State. The sur- 
prise is so much the greater as my latest in- 
formation regarding the American official at- 
titude had been gained from the letter writ- 
ter by Secretary Root some months ago. .. 

What can be the reason of such prodigious 
and sudden change? 

What has happened in the Congo since 
April to produce the present state of mind? 
What is the motive underlying the bitter at- 
tacks upon Leopold and the Free State which 
he established? Is it truly humanitariani 
Or are the laudable impulses and praise- 
worthy sympathies of two great people being 
used for hidden and sinister ends of politics? 


WILL TELL WHAT HE SAW. 


I do not claim infallibility. I do claim that 
my having spent a year in the Congo Free 
State, independently, should quaiify nié to 
express opinions on the conditions. I have 
heard both sides. I have traveled thousands 
of miles in Congo territory. I have visited 
natives of twenty-eight different tribes. No 
interference has been placed in my way. I 
have gone where I pleased, and when and how 
I pleased. No preparations have been made 
with reference to my visits. I believe no 
changes in practice have been produced by 
my presence. 

In the series of articles before us it is my 
intention to present in detail what I have 
seen, and much of which I have heard in 
the Congo independent state. I may make 
errors, but I shall tell no intentional faise- 
hoods. I shall criticise what deserves crit- 
icism. I shall praise what is praiseworthy. 
I trust that those who are interested in 
forming a true idea of Congo conditions may 
find something useful in my observations. 

NEGRO RACES DESCRIBED. 

At this point it is necessary for us to know 
something of the Congo native himself. In 
dark Africa—for northern Africa is and 
always has been a white man’s country— 
there are three negro or negroid masses. 
There is little doubt that the original inhab- 
itants of the continent were dwarf people, an- 
cestors of the pygmies of the high Eturi for- 
est, and the batua of the upper Kassalt: 

Today the pygmies are mere fragments, 
scattered and separated, but retaining with 
tenacity their ancient life. They are the same 
today as they were 5,000 years ago, when 
they were objects of interest to the old 
Egyptians, Little in stature, scrawny in 
form, with a face ‘shrewd, cunning, and sly, 
the pygmy is a hunter. With his bows and 
poisoned arrows he kills the game of the 
forests and makes no pretense of doing 

rht im agriculture, He is universally 
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his game for agricultural products with his 
large neighbors. 

In the Soudan and neighboring parts of 
western Africa live the true negroes, notable 
for their thick lips, projecting sower faces, 
and dark skin. 


Throughout southern Africa we find a group ; specimens. 


of population much lighter in color and on 
the whole more attractive in appearance 
than the true negro, These tribes, plainly 
related in’ language, are no doubt of one 
blood, and are called Bantu. The name is 
unfortunate, as the word bantu simply means 
*“‘men” in that group of languages. Prac- 


tically the whole of the Congo population 


are Bantu—there being almost no true negro 
and but few pygmies in the area, 


POPULAR IDEAS ARE WRONG. 

It would seem as if the Congo native should 
be so well known by this time that the cur- 
rent description of him in the text books 
would be accurate, yet, at least in two re- 
spects, these stereotyped accounts are wrong. 
The Congo Bantu are not long headed, and 
it is not true that they differ from the rea] 
negro in the absence of a characteristic and 
disagreeable odor. There are scores of Bantu 
tribes, each with its own language and minor 
peculiarities in appearance and life. It 
would be untrue to say that all smell badly, 
but I have often wished the writers of the 
books could be shut up a while in the same 
room with, for example, a group of Boflangi. 
It is certain that no type of African smelis 
worse. 


It would be, however, a mistake to think 


that the Bantu are dirty. Far from it, I 
have repeatedly observed my carriers when 
we came to some brook in the forest set their 
loads aside, strip themselves when necessary 
—and bathe in the fresh cool water. They are 
scrupulous in attention to their teeth, and 
use, often several times a day, a little stick 
of wood, somewhat larger than a lead pencil, 
shredded at one end, to clean their teeth. 
The instrument, by the way, serves its pur- 
pose far better than our own tooth brushes. 
WHAT NATIVES ARE LIKE. 

According to his tribe the Bantu may be 
short, medium, or tall. King Ndombe of the 
Bakuba measures six feet three in stature, 
and is well built, though not heavy. Among 
the Bakuba, Baluba, Batetela, and Bakete, 


tall statures are common. It is rare, how- 
Ly ee nal ees atone itera 


call finely developed forms; their chest is 
often flat and sunken; their shoulders not 
well thrown backward; and the musculature 
of their back, their chest, arms, and legs is 
poor. Of course, there are exceptions, and 
one sometimes sees magnificently developed 
In the lower Congo, where on 
the whole the men are shorter, they make 
excellent carriers. In the old caravan days 
the .standard burden was sixty or seventy 
pounds, and a man would carry it without 
difficulty all the working day. The Kasai 
tribes are poor carriers, and indifferent 
workers. The chopbox of sixty pounds 
weight, which the lower Congo man shoul- 
ders easily and carries without complaint, 
will be slung to a pole to be borne by two 
carriers among the Baluba. 

In life the Bantu population, so far as the 
Congo is concerned, present notable general 
uniformity: The general pattern is the same 
everywhere, though there are local and tribal 
differences of minor sorts. Thus, almost 
every tribe has its own triba] marks cut ints 
the fiesh of face or body. 


SOME NATIVE CHARACTERISTICS. 


Similarly, the members of one tribe may be 
distinguished by their mode of dressing the 
hair. To a less degree the form to which 
the teeth are chipped and broken mark 
tribal differences. It may almost be said that 
no two tribes in all the Congo build houses 
that are just alike, and almost every tribe 
has its characteristic mode of arranging. the 
houses in a group. Thus, in one tribe the 
houses will be arranged in continuous lines, 
one on.each side of a straight road; in an- 
other the houses may be grouped around 
the three sides of a square, the group be- 
longing to a single chieftain and being suc- 
ceeded in the village by other similar groups 
of buildings; in another the houses will be 
arranged in two curved lines, leaving the 
open apace in the center of the village oval] 
or elliptical. The chairs or stools of one 
tribe will differ in form and decoration from 
thoge of another; so will the wooden spoons, 
the stirring sticks, the con»bs, the dress and 
ornaments. 

The Congo natives for the most part still 
jead a tribal life. A chief is the head of a 
little community, clustered about him. He 
may not be tne cuief of a whole village; for 
example, at Bomanih, on the Aruwimi, there 


re three chiefs. Each one as his own 
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cluster of houses, and though the three clus- 
ters are arranged continuously in two paral- 
lel straight lines, every native of the village 
knows precisely where the domain of the 
individual chief ends or begins. 


CHIEF’S POWER IS GREAT. 


The power and authority of the chief has 
been greatly weakened by contact with the 
whites, but he still retains great influence. 
At least over the members Of his own house- 
hold, including, of course, his slaves, he had 
the power of life and death. In large affairs, 
interesting a considerable number of people, 
he usually acted on the advice and opinions 
of his fellows as expressed in a village or 
tribal palaver. The chief was, and still is, 
distinguished from the common people by his 
dress and ornaments. He is usually a man 
of wealth, and has a considerable number of 
people actually dependent upon him, sub- 
ject to his orders, and a force upon which 
he can depend in case of war or trouble, 

When I first entered the Congo my heart 
gank, for it seemed as if the native life was 
gone. In fact, in letters written from Ma- 
tadi I doubted whether I had not come too 
late for aught of interest. My spirits be- 
gan to revive, however, with the railroad 
journey from Matadi_ to Leopold ville, 
Groups of natives, with scanty dress and 
batbaric ornaments, replaced those who at 


| Matadi and ite neighborhood gathered at 


the station to see the train pass. 

In my first walk from the mission house 
where I lodged at Leo, within three min- 
utes’ walk of the mission I found a little 
cluster of Bateke houses which, with its 
inmates, much @elighted me. 

Almost naked women, with abundance of 
beadr and teeth, hung at their neck ag or- 
naments, with hair elaborately dressed and 
bodies smeared with red camwood powder, 
squatted on the ground, were making native 
pottery in graceful forms. 

In the shade in front of the door of one of 


the houses was a true barbarian, lora » 


the place. By rare good luck he spoke a 
little English, so thet we might carry on 
a conversation. When I asked him who the 
women were, he replied that they were his 
wives. I think there were three of them, 


and it was my first introduction to African 


polygamy. Each of these women occuvried 
a separate house. Each of them had a 


garden patch in which she worked. All of 
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them contributed to the importance and sup- 
port of their husband. 


POLYGAMY IS GENERAL. 

Polygamy, of course, prevails throughout 
Dark Africa. But do not misunderstand me. 
Il do not use the word “ dark ”’ to character- 
ize polygamy. It is a settled institution 
which seems to work’ quite well. Later on 
I saw the wives of Ndombe, thirty-four in 
number. Ndombe is a really important 
chief, but compared with some whom we 
met or of whom we heard in the Upper Congo 
he was but scantily equipped. Sixty, sev- 
enty, a hundred, or hundreds of wives and 
female slaves, which count for much the 
same, are in possession of great chieftains. 
There is, of course, always one favorite or 
principal wife. When Ndombe used to come, 
as he frequently did, to my house to see the 
stereoscopic pictures, he frequently brought 
his favorite wife with him. She wasapretty 
ecreature—young and plump, graceful and 
modest. She wore good cloth and any quan- 
tity of beads and brass arm and leg rings. 

In every case the women of a chief or rich 
man live in separate houses, each having her 
Until a man is married he is but little 
thought of. The greater the number of his 
wives, the more important he becomes. As 
each one cultivates a field and does other 
productive labor, it will be seen that the 
man with the most wives is the richest man. 

The man has his own house, but visits and 
lives in the houses of his wives inturn. The 
child in Africa is rarely weaned before it is 
2@or 3 years old, and during the period of 
time when a child is unweaned the father 
has no marital relations with the woman. 
On the whole, there is less qua?tgeling among 
the wives of a polygamic husband than one 
would expect. Bantu women, however, are

DOMESTIC SLAVERY FLOURISHES. 


Domestic slavery -still flourishes. The 


state, of coursé, has done much to end the 


actual slave trade for supplying white men 
and Arabs. It is, however, difficult to dea] 
with the matter of domestic slavery, and in 
fact is scarcely worth the candle. 

Every chief or man of any consequence 
has slaves. Calamba, my interpreter, at 
Ndombe, though a young fellow, probably 
not more than 25, had two. It is rare that 
the lot of the domestic slave is unhappy. It 
is usually women or children who are 
bought and they are treated in all respects 
as if members of the family. Little is re 
quired of them in the way of work and sery- 
ice, and they must absolutely be provided 
for by the master, who is also frequently 
responsible before the public for their mis- 
deeds. Formerly, of course, there was the 
possibility of being killed upon a festa] oc- 
casion, the accession of the chief to increased 
power, or to grace his funeral. Within 
those districts where the state has a firm 
hold and strong influence this possibility is 
done away with, and the most serious dis- 
advantage in being a slave is thus removed, 
Slaves may become rich men and not infre- 
quently themselves hold slaves. 


THE BANTU AS HE Is. 

Perhaps the most striking characteristic 
of the Bantu, as of the true negro, is his 
emnotionality—one instant joyous, the next in 
tears. Vowing vengeance for an injury to- 
day, he is on the happiest terms with his 
injurer tomorrow. He laughs, siugs,/dances. 
Of all the introductions of the white man, 
perhaps the accordion is the favorite. Men 
use it, but women play it constantly. Most 
of them play one song piece only, and one 
may hear it from one end of the state to 
the other at every hour of the day and night, 
Of course, there are native instr ts, in 
plenty; drums of every size and form, from 
the small hand drum, made by stretching a 
skin across an earthen pot three or four 
inches in diameter, up to the great cylin- 
Grical, horizontal, drum made by hollowing 
logs & yard in diameter and.ten feet long. 
There are — ‘fites, pipes, and whistles, 


and a great series of stringed instrumenta

A call to arms was sounded yesterday by 
a masemeeting of citizens called by the 
Municipal Voters’ league, proclaiming the 
need of a more efficient city council and the 
supremacy of honest politics in the coming 
spring election. “ 

The meeting was held in the league's head- 
quarters, 228 South Clark street, in the aft- 
ernoon. ‘The majority of the speeches dealt 
with the need of more able men for aldermen 
and with the shortcomings of the present in- 
cumbents. 

After considerable demonstration along 
this line had been made one lone alderman 
who was brave enough to be present made a 
ringing defense of the city counciiand sald 
it was the people and not the aldermen who 
needed reforming. He was Ald. Adolph Lar- 
son of the Twenty-eighth ward. 


Dr. Favill Strikes Note. 

The importance of the occasion and the 
hoped for resuk wase . by Dr. Hen- 
ry B. Favill, president of the league, who 
presided at the meeting, in the opening ad- 
dress. 

He said: 

“The next council will be chosen under 


aldermen will be more pronounced than it 
has ever been before, because of the pro- 
posed adoption of a new charter with its 
large powers and broad administrative func- 
tion. On the other: hand, the selection of 
aldermen is likely to be embarrassed by the 
fact thet the campaign for the election of a 
mayor, coupled with the intense feeling on 
the subject of traction settlément, is lable 
to cloud the real issues relating to alder- 
men. With a greater need for good men and 
an unusual likelihood that poor men may 
slip in, the interests of Chicago demands that 
all forces which can, be mustered to obviate 
this misfortune should be thoroughly 
aroused, 
Plans for Better Council. 


Sigmund Zeisler, a member of the charter 
convention, proposed that the work of the 
municipal league branch out with a subordi- 
nate order in every ward of the city. He 
urged that each one present be active in form- 
ing a good government club in his ward, 


| which should search out able aldermanic can- 


didates who should be forced before the 
primaries. There were numerous other speak- 
ers and numerous other theories as to what 
would tend to improve the ‘‘ personnel and 
constructive ability’ of the city council. 
Among them were: 

“ Take the ring off the ballots and eliminate 
party lines in municipal elections.,”’ 

* Rout the bosszes.”’ 

* Direct primary law for municipal elec- 
tions and nomination by petition.” 

“Threaten grafters and ‘ the gray wolves’ 
with prosecution.”’ 

‘* Pass a state bill prohibit churchesand 
charitable orders from ‘ grafting’ off candi- 
dates and aldermen for all their benefit enter- 
tainments.”’ ’ 

“* Educate the people to pay more respect to 
the office of alderman.” ; 

** Not pay so much attention to finances.” 

“ Prosecute the grafters.’’ 


Defend Council Members. 

Bix-Ald. Raymer offered a defense for aléer-~ 
men generally on the “ graft’’ insinuation 
laid down In the league’s call. He criticised 
Building Commissioner Bartzen far his re- 
cent ‘‘ graft ‘’ charges against aldermen, de- 
claring they were without foundation and 
that he had no doubt but that the report 
would entirely exonerate the aldermen. 
~ Ald. Larson of the Twenty-eighth ward 
was incensed at the attacks on the city fa- 
thers, and said if there is a lack of ability in 
the city council it is due to the people. 

Tt is hard to get good men to serve be- 
cause the people do not stand behind them,’’ 
he said. “In my own case I have lost heavily 
fn my private business during my service.in 
the council and have only received $1,500 a 
year recompense for the two years. That is 
not the worst of it, however. I have been 
abused by people who thought differently 
from me on important public questions. 
What the people should do when they elect 
aldermen of honest motives is to stand be- 
hind them.” 

Other speakers were ex-Corporation Coun- 
sel E. B. Tolman, Representative John. P. 
McGoorty of the Seventh ward; and George 
Cc. Sikes, secretary of the Voters’ league. 


Resolution Urges Action. 

The intention of the meeting was to stimu- 
late a widespread interest in the coming 
campaign. To this end the following reso- 
lution, read by Lessing Rosenthal, was 
adopted: : 

Citizens of Chicago assembied at a conference 
called to discuss methods of stimulating interest 
in the campaign for the nomination and election 
of aldermen, recognizing the great importance of 
the office of alderman, recognizing the large powers 
vested in the city council of Chicago, recognizing 
the control properly exercised by that body in the 
direction of the municipality’s affairs, and recog- 
nizing that our city council is one of the most im- 
portant legislative assemblies in the United States, 
possessing more extended authority and rights 
that the common council or board of aldermen of 
any other large city, and that it legislates for the 
second most populous city of this nation, call upon 
the different political parties, the various organ- 
izations interested in municipal affairs, the ward 
clubs and other associations, and the people of 
Chicago in general, to endeavor to secure and put 
in nomination for aldermen the most capable men 
that may be found in the wards. 

Chicago is about to enter upon a new era. Though 
already possessed of a large power of home ‘rule 
this power is, without doubt, presently to be in- 
creased. The men elected to the city council in 
April next will most of them be dominant factors 
in the new scheme of government soon to be inaug- 
urated. The work demands talent. Chicago should 
have a counci) conspicuous for its efficiency as 
well as for its honesty. We need a larger number 
of capable men as well as men of integrity. 

The problems requiring solution at the bends of 
our city council are not small or simple matters. 
The management of the affairs of this large public 
corporation should be intrusted to a council com- 
posed of public spirited men of experience, of 
knowledge, and of constructive ability. The office 
of alderman should “be universally looked upon 
as arf exalted office and distinguished and compe- 
tent men must be ready to serve in that important 
position if Chicago is to make real progress, if 
Chicago is to demonstrate its capacity to rule itself 
in the most effective way. 

The citizens should be aroused to the city’s need, 
and we who are here assembled appeal to all to 
take a greater interest and more active part in 
aldermanic elections and nominations to the end 
that the fittest men may become members of Chi- 
cago’s city council.

THE TRIBUNE traction referendum ended 
last night with a recorded ratio of practically 
5 to 1 in favor of immediate settlement of the | 
traction question. The referendum extended 
over sixteen days, and in that time 21,777 
votes were cast in opposition to the policies of 
Mayor Dunne, and only 4,506 ballots in his 
support. The industries and’ districts in 
which the ballot was taken were as varied as 
itwas possible to make them in the short 
time occupied in taking the test vote, which 
was designed to represent the composite 
opinion of the people of Chicago. 

The ballots show the people of Chicago want 
decent street cars just as quick as they can 
be put on the tracks, and that they do not 
want to wait for Mayor Dunne’s referendum, 
which they consider silly and in the nature of 
a deliberate obstacle to progress. 

The various ratios in favor of immediate 
settlement ranged all the way from more 
than 83 to 1 in the districts where Mayor 
Dunne is strongest to 27 to 1 in a big State 
street establishment where the employés are 
clamoring for ald in getting to and from 
work. Everywhere the slogan has been: 
** Settle at once.” 


Vote Ends in Stockyards. 


The windup of the referendum came with 
the return of the ballots from the offices of 
Nelson Morris & Co. at the stockyards, the 
offices of the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger 
packing plant, and the shops of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railway on the west side. 
At the Schwarzchild & Sulzberger plant 240 
votes were cast for immediate settlement 
against 98 for a referendum. 

The employés at the office of Nelson Mor- 
ris & Co. voted 92 to 84 against Mayor Dunne. 
The vote at the railroad shops, coupled with 
scattering returns from other departments 
of the road, footed up to 157 votés for imme- 
diate settlement and 78 for delay. 

The reason most frequently given for im- 
mediate settlement by voters giving their 
reasons has been: ‘“ For better service.”

Some of the reasons given by the employés 
of Nelson Morris & Co. follow:

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WORRY OVER STATE JOBS, 


GOVERNOR’S ATTITUDE MAKES A 
LEAN POLITICAL YEAR. 


Officeseekers Find Small Source of 
Encouragement and the Executive 
Has Trouble in Appeasing All Fac- 
tions—Feed Box Remains Empty 
of Manna—Voters in General Do 
Not Seem te Be Concerned Over 
the Matter. 


The empty feed box of the state administra- 
tion nas become the despair of state poll- 
ticlans, with. the result that Illinois ig full 
of Cassiuses who are lean and hungry be- 
cause they haven't had any chance to fatten. 

With the assembling of the legislature the 
emaciated state of republican politics has 
become more apparent. It is displayed from 
fifty-one senatorial districts and 102 coun- 
ties, from each of which comes the same tale 
of hungry discontent. 

To such an extent has despair prevailed that 
the hungry ones no longer visit the box fre- 
quently. They have given up hope, but, like 
Cassius, they are thinking too much. 


Deneen Is Given Advice. 


Gov. Deneeh’s frieds have been trying to 
tel] him that he doesn't understand down- 
state politics and that he underestimates 
the damage which an empty feed box can do 
to an administration. Some of his well wish- 
érs assert that the state administration is 
being injured in every republican political 
organization from Galena to Cairo because 
appointments are not forthcoming. 

The voters in general do not care much 
whether appointments are made or not, and 
it is a theory with some of the governor's 
friends that an effective and businesslike 
state administration will make up in strength 
with the people what delay in appointments 
costs the administration with the politicians. 

A few appointments have been hanging 
fire for several weeks and may be expected 
to come within the next few days, but they 
won’t be numerous enough to make much 
of a noise in the feed box when they are 
dropped in. 


Governor Tries Peace Methods. 


One*reason for the delay is taat the gov- 
ernor has been endeavoring to pacify the 
state, and the pacification is a slow process. 
His plan has been to bring in representatives 
of the various factions in each county and en- 
deavor to bring them toan agreement on pat- 
ronage.. In many instances the endeavor 
has fallen short of accomplishment and one 
set of demands are offset by another which 
refuse to be reconciled. Meanwhile the 
county goes hungry and more Cassiuses grow 
lean and hungry. 

In these tactics the wisdom of the gov- 
ernor’s course is questioned by some of his 
downstate friends. They do not beleve that 
the federal organization can be depended on, 
no matter what the consideration may be. 
They believe it will take all the patronage 
which the state administration is willing 
to give it, and that in return it will do nothing. 

As a resuit of the attempts of the g0v- 
ernor to give a square deéal to the various 
factions that portion of the federal organi- 
zation which lines up behind United States 
Senator Albert J. Hopkins is predicting that 
tne state administration will not makea fight 
on him when his campaign for reélection 
begins, as it will the latter part of this year. 


Dismay in Sixteenth District. 


In connection with legislative patronage a 
bad case of dismay prevails in the Sixteenth 
district. Livingston county is a part-of this 
district and, being well in the hande of the 
federal organization, it has not had a square 
meal at the state feed box for about eight 
years. 

The Rev. Mr. Bradford, chaplain of the last 
legislature and candidate for the same po- 
sition in the present assemblage, is the 
father of Ralph Bradford, postmaster at 
Pontiac and leader in the federal organiza- 
tion there. 

Speaker Shurtleff has decided that the po- 
sition of chaplain is to be scheduled as one 
$3 a day job, that being the pecuniary con- 
sideration attached to it; and that as such 
it is to be rated as patronage such as the 
positions of janitor, stenographer, commit- 
tee clerk, superintendent of ventilation, 
caretaker of the clock) and custodian of the 
flagpole. 


Charge Chaplain to District. 


Mr. Shurtleff insists that before Mr. Brad- 
ford is appointed he must be charged up to 
Representatives H. T. Ireland and Josiah 
Kerrick of the Sixteenth district. 

This seems to be a case of tough luck, espe- 
cially for Mr. Ireland, who had hopes of 
securing something nice for a deserving con- 
stituent out of the present assemblage. As 
Mr. Shurtleff sees the question, all Mr. Iré- 
land can get is the chaplaincy, which will be 
credited to him as a $3 job. Likewise with 
Mr. Kerrick. Both gentlemen profess high 
regard for the cloth, but at the same time 
they would feel much happier if it were pos- 
sible to credit them up with a clock winder 
or a custodian of overshoes in the cloak- 


room. 
New Civil Service Bill. 

An amendatory bill for the civil service code 
has been drafted, and will be introduced in the 
house soon with an emergency clause. One 
amendment is designed to give the civil serv- 
ice commission powe hold examination 
outside of the state. chief necessity for 
this is presented by the difficulty in securing 
competent teachers for the deaf so long as 
the service is open only to residents of Iil!- 


The civil service commisstoners affirm that 
unless they can secure the authority asked 
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by the amendment they will be obliged to 
hire teachers in Illinois, and then send them 
east for their. education. There also is diffi- 
culty in obtaining enough trained nurses, 
with the examinations confined to residents 
of the state. Last year Secretary Mason 
sent out 40,000 leters in an endeavor to get 
nurses to take the examinations, and only a 
small proportion responded. 

An amendment also is proposed in the sec- 
tions governing the discharge of employés, 
the amendatory bill reading: 

“ The person sought to be removed shall be 
served with a copy of the order of removal 
and notice of suspension from such service, 
and also written specifications and answer, if 
any, should be filed with the civil service com- 
mission, which shall promptly approve or dis- 
approve of such order. Said commission may 
in its discretion investigate any such case 
which it has reason to believe has not been 
made for the purpose and in the manner here- 
in provided.”

TAPPED WIRE FOR RETURNS; 
PAIR TAKEN AFTER A FIGHT. 


Two Men, Surprised at Work in House 
at Joliet, Attempt to Destroy Evi- 
dence Against Them. 


William Harrison and W. A. Brown were 
arrested yesterday in Joliet by Asg'stant 
Supt. Lloyd of the Western Union Telegraph 
company, assisted by the Joliet detective 
force.

Preparations for launching their organized 
primary campaigns this week were going on 
yesterday in both the Harrison and Dunne 
camps. 

At the Palmer house, on the left flank, 
Todd Lunsford spent the afternoon classify- 
ing possible commercial lines that are to be 
organized into Harrison Business Men’s 
clubs ready to be reviewed by the returning 
chieftain. 

Over at the Sherman house, on the right 
flank. City Purchasing Agent Roche and 
Private Secretary Guy Cramer finished fit- 
ting up campaign headquarters for Mayor 
Dunne. 

At the headquarters of the democratic 
county central committee, occupying a 
strategic position in the center, gathered 
most of the politicians who have not deter- 
mined as yet on which flank it will pay them 
to enroll themselves. 


Powwow a Sextet. 

Mayor Dunne, Public Works Commissioner 
O’Connell, Charles J. Vopicka,. Ald. Dough- 
erty, Mr. Roche, and Mr. Cramer held the 
first conference (called a powwow on Fri- 
day) in the Sherman house headquarters, and 
afterward announced that Mr. Vopicka will 
be chairman of the Dunne committee on or- 
ganization. A delegation headed by George 
FE’. Rohrbach and Charles Kent called on the 
mayor and presented resolutions pledging 
him the support of the regular Fourth ward 
democratic club. 

At the central committee headquarters Sec-

Threats of Senator Hartman to In- 
troduce Anti-Fight Bill and Stop 
Boxing in California. Are Likely to 
Cause Activity in Ranks of Lead- 
ers of Sport—Manager Riley Still 
After Bouts for His Fistic Carni- 


val in March,

If Senator Gus Hartman of California is 
not bound and gagged or if his pocket is not 
rifled of his anti-prize fight bill which he 
intends to present to the legislature at its 
coming session, the state of California ls 
liable to be wiped off the pugilistic map. 
Hartman, San Francisco fight promoters 
say, has an ax to grind. and if they, the 
promoters, do not grind it for him he will 
take it to the legislature, bave it ground toa 
razor edge, and then chop the game into 
mincemeat. 

The senator was a dyed in the wool fight 
fan two years ago, when Senator Ralston 
tried to have his anti-prize fight bill passed, 
and fought tooth and nail, it is sald, to pre- 
vent its passage. Other representatives fa- 
vored pugilism as did Hartman, ard, it was 
alleged, they received a bonus to keep the 
game alive. This was strongly hinted at at 
the time, and it was common talk in sport- 
ing circles that $7,000 was subscribed to 
knock out Ralston’s bill.

All this was made public when Harry Cor- 
bett asked Billy Nolan to subscribe $1,000 10 
the fund, adding that if they, the subscribers, 
had not killed the bill, he, Nolan, would not 
have secured the match between his protégé, 
Batling Nelson, and Jimmy Britt. That 
fight netted Nelson and Nolan about $18,000, 
not considering the amount of money Nelson 
earned, because of his victory, in doing 
theatrical stunts.

Gastronome Feats 


of Ball Players.

Baseball stimulates the appetite, and 
Possibly there is no class of gastronomic 
artists in the world, excepting harvest 
hands, that can compare with profes- 
sional ball players as feeders. Usually 
they confine their eating feats to break- 
fast and dinner, and are content with a 
light lunch before the game, but there are 
exceptions to that rule. 


Harry Pulliam, when he was running 
the old Louisville club for Dreyfuss, once 
attempted an experiment which he never 
repeated. He put the team up at a Euro- 
pean plan hotel in New York and thought 
he was saving money. When the bill for 
that first mea] was rendered to him by the 
apprehensive proprietor, who figured that 
the total receipts of the Colonels might 
not meet a week at that rate, Pulllam 
turned as red as his vest, then white as 
his collar. Hahnus Wagner led with a 
total of $14.25, and Pete Dowling was 
second with $12 even, with the rest rang- 
ing from $5 upward. The next meal was 
on the American plan.

But even among such enthusiastic eat- 
ers there are some who stand out promi- 
nently as feeders. Perhaps the best feed- 
er that ever broke into the game was 
Walter Thornton, the big pitcher who 
starred with Anson a couple of years and 
was driven out of baseball because he de- 
clined to sign a contract at the terms 
offered him by Col. Hart. Thornton was 
big and vulgarly healthy, and never was 
there such an appetite. He could spot 
Bill Everitt t lamb chops and a dish 
of peas and beat him easily, which in it- 
self was going some. Not only did he hold 
the championship for a single meal, but 
he was one of the most persistent eaters 
that every happened. He was a trifle 
handicapped because he used only a fork 
in eating, which gave some of the knife 
manipulators an advantage, but he was 
there. Many times at night when the 
train was running along with all the lights 
out in the sleepers and everybody seem- 
ingly dead to'the world the train would 
stop and any one who was awake would 
hear a window lifted cautiously and then 
Thornton’s voice would ask: “ Say, boy, 
is there any place near here you can get 
me a sandwich.” 

One cxtremely hot day in Philadelphia 
Thornton pitched two’games in one after- 
noon. The heat was intense, so great that 
Frank Chance, who was catching him. 
was wading in water and mud caused from 
perspiration dripping from his uniform. 
The players of both teams were suffering 
intensely. During the second game I 
dropped down to the bench to speak to 
some one and T. Donohue met me with: 
“ What do you think of him?”

CATERS T0 MOTOR BOATS, 


TOLEDO YACHT CLUB WILL HOLD 
MEET FOR POWER CRAFT. 


Winners of College Point-Marblehead 
Race in East and) Chicago-Macki- 
naw Event in West Will Be 
Brought Together in Special Con- 
test—Clashes on Maumee River 
Also Proposed—Parade Also Being 
Considered—Rules tor Regatta, 


Toledo, O., Jan. 19.—[Special. }]—The Toledo 
Yacht club is making arrangements for mo- 
tor boat races and a motor boat carnival to 
be held here Aug. 13 to 17. 

It has been arranged to bring here the 
winners of the eastern long distance power 
boat race from College Point to Marblehead, 
as well as of the western long distance race 
from Chicago to Mackinaw. Assurance also 
has been given the Toledo club that many 
other boats of all descriptions will be entered 
from allthe ports along the lakes. 

There will be races from Toledoto Bar Point 
and return for the smalier boats; races from 
' Toledo to Cleveland and return for the larger 
' classes, and a final race from Toledo to Erie 
and return to determine the final supremacy 
between the winners of the eastern and west- 
ern long distance races. It is also planned to 
have races for the high speed boats on the 
Maumee river and to have a grand motor boat 
parade. 

In order to avoid all squabbling over meas- 
urements, handicaps, and the distribution of 
prizes, Prof. H. C. Sadler of the University 
of Michigan will be employed to measure the 
boats. It is proposed to adopt for these races 
the American Power Boat association rules 
of 1905, using 50 or 60 per cent of the allow- 
ances. 

It is proposed to divide the boats that enter 
in the Toledo events into three classes—one 
for boats from twenty to thirty-five feet: one 
| for boats from thirty-five to fifty feet, and 
one for larger boats. It is the intention of 
the committee to send the winners of the 
| College Point-Marblehead and the Chicago- 
| Mackinaw races from the Toledo club to 

Erie and return. This course is approximate- 

ly 400 miles long and will not only prove a 
| test of speed but one of endurance as well 

For boats over thirty-five feet there will 
be two classes—one class thirty-five and fifty 
feet and another for boats more than fifty 
feet water line. All boats in this class must 
be strictly cabin boats, no canopy tops or 
makeshifts being allowed. 

These two classes will start from the Toledo 
' club to the mouth of the Detroit river, thence 
to Cleveland and return, making a 225 mile 
| course. The race for smaller boats, from 

twenty to thirty-five feet, will be from the 
| Toledo club to Bar Point light and return, 
' going over the course twice, making the 
' course approximately 100 miles.

That the grand circuit will do business this 
year along the same lines that have been fol- 
| since the incorporation of the big 
tracks was made plain at the annual meeting 
im New York City the other day. 
The only important change in the person- 
of the organization was the retirement 
om the presidency of D. J. Campau of De- 
troit, who has filied the office of chief execu- 
tive since the birth of the circuit in its pres- 
ent form. J. M. Johnson, who succeeds Mr. 
Campau in office, is a New Englander who 
has come to the front in harness horse mat- 
tere rapidly during the last five years. He 
halle from Maine, and came into notice as the 
owner of the trotter Sadie Mac when that 
great mare was a yearling. He was then: 
breeder in a small way and promineft In 
local politics, being mayor of Calais, Me. 
Since that time Mr. Johnson has blossomed 
Wonderfully, He leased, or bought, the 
Potbes farm near Boston after the death of 
ite founder, and began racing horses. Also, 
he became prominent as a breeder through 
his purchase of Nancy Hanks end other 
fancy priced stock. Last summer he was 
put at the head of the New England Breed- 
ere’ essociation, which owns the track at 
Readvilie, and has taken an active part in 
the management of that property. Now he 
ig president of the grand circuit and; there- 
fere, one of the notable figures in the harness 
herse world. 


Officials Are Retained. 


There was a feeling in some quarters that 
the.grand circuit might make a change in the 
official starter and official judge this year, 
owing to the fact that some of the tracks in 
the membership objected more or less strong- 

‘ly to one or both of them, but Messrs. New- 
ton and Hiayt were reéngaged. Buffalo de- 
clined to accept the services of Mr. Newton 
as starier during its 1906 meeting, although 
it had to pay for him just the same, and there 
Was some talk that Mr. Hayt was not up to 
the standard required for a presiding judge 
at meetings of such. great importance as are 
those of tho grand circult tracks. Hence the 
unanimous reélection of both men was a 
surprise. 

John H. Shults, the Brooklyn breeder, who 
has puta miilior dollars into the horse busi- 
ness one wey and another, evidently intends 
to make a strong bid in the racing game next 

. year. 

On their breeding alone the fifteen trotters 

that Mr. Shults shipped the other day to 
Macon, Ga., where they will be given an early 
preparation, would be a notable lot. With 
two exceptions they are by Axworthy, but 
the pair of outsiders are pure cream in the 
way of blood lines, one being the 6 year old

Youngsters Have Quality. 


There is not any question about the quality 
of these youngsters, as they were sufficiently 
tried out over the farm track last fall to show 
them worth going on with, but how much 
success they will have depends of course 
om the training. Frank Phillips, who has 
the lot in charge, is not among the topnotch- 
ere @s a colt handler, nor is he known asa 
race driver of the highest grade. In his 
previous essays at the racing game Mr. Shults 
has not been successful, although he has had 
in his employ at various times such good 
drivers as A. L. Thomasand Andy McDowell. 
A, coupie of years ago he engaged Millard 
Sanders to train a lot of youngsters for him 
during the winter at the Memphis track, 
they being taken to Cleveland in the spring 
and given some further lessons during the 
summer. Tom Axworthy, 2:07, and Jack Ax- 
worthy, race record 2:15% as a 2 year old, 
were among those turned out from the Sand- 
ers scho.l, and on account of what they ac- 
complished it was thought Mr. Shults would 
continue the California trainer in charge, but 
he did not. He turned over a bunch of Ax- 
worthys to Tom Murphy, and one of the band, 
the 4 year old stallion, Guy Axworthy, trotted 
toa record of 2:08% in his first race at Lexing- 
ton last fall, although unsteadiness prevented 
Hits winning. That horse, looking at the close 
of the 1906 campaign to be the best Axworthy 
in training, will not be raced this year, as he 
takes his sire’s place in the stud at the Shults 
farm. 


Interest in Pleasant Thought. 
“Horsemen will be interested tn seeing what 
the Shults trainer accomplishes with Picas- 
ant:Thought. When this mare was a 2 year 
old she trotted a mile around 2:15, and was 
then regarded as something wonderful in 
the way of speed. She had a good deal of hot 
blood in her veins, however, her dam being 
inclined to jump up when pinched, while her 
sire, Prodigal, gets a lot of colts that take 
hold a good deal when warmed up for a 
race, and are otherwise unreliable on the 
day the band plays and the money is hung 
og But as Pleasant Thought has been out 
if training a while and has raised a colt, it 
ig possible that she will do to go to the 
races.. She has speed enough for any green 
class, as last fall she worked a mile over 
the Empire City track in 2:11%%. Of the other 
nags in the lot that went south not much is 
known, although the pair out of the famous 
broodmare Nell could beat 2:80 handily when 
2 years old, and are regarded by those who 
saw. them work last summer as high class 
trotters. . 


2:10 Trotters in 1906. 


Thirty-one trotters entered the 2:10 list 
Guring 1906, and as 2:10 speed is the grand 
test in these days of bike sulkies and im- 
proved tracks, their names and breeding are 
given herewith: 
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This remarkable picture was caught by the camera just as Commandant stumbled and fell, throwing his jockey, in the Cos- 
mopolitan hotel hurdle handicap at New Orleans last Wednesday. The horse broke his shoulder and had to be destroyed, but the 
jockey was lucky enough to escape with a severe shaking up, being thrown clear of the path of the horses behind Commandant. The 
accident occurred at the City park track and was caused by lack of care in setting up the hurdles. 
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McKinney Family Leads. 

The striking feature of the list is the fact 
that McKinney ts the sire of no less than 
four of the thirty-one newcomers. PS o other 
stallion ever made any such showing in 
the matter of new 2:10 speed at the trot, and 
{ft shouR also be borne in mind that every 
one of the quartet of McKinneys ie a race- 
horse. Lady Mowery is only a 5 year old. 
Mack Mack, with rather indifferent handling, 
from the standpoint of reinsmanship, was 
never outside the money, starting at all the 
grand circult meets and then going to Lex- 
ington, where he performed creditably in the 
Transylvania. He is well along in years, 
and so is El] Milagro, that has been doing 
some hard campaigning in the east for the 
last four years, 

Expedition also makes a good showing in 
the list, two of his get, Exalted and Biflora, 
and Emboy, a grandson, bringing the fam- 
ily into notice. Neither of the three, per- 
haps, is real classy, but Emboy was always 
beaten in the homestretch when he lost 4 
heat, as for seven-eighths of a mile he could 
outstep any trotter in his class and was 
always onatrot. Exalted is not what would 
be called a thoroughly game horse, but as 
to Biflora, Iam not prepared to speak, never 
having seen her perform. She won more 
races, however, than any other trotter on 
the Great Western circuit, which {!s some- 
thing te boast of, and is such a good going 
and perfectly mannered thing that she must 
be given a long credit mark, even if she 
should prove to be nota world beater. 

Oro Had Poor Luck. 

Oro, that took the fastest mark of any of 
the new 2:10 trotters, is a stout hearted fel- 
low that had none the best of the’ luck all 
summer, it being his fate to meet some real 
wind splitters every time he turned for the 
word. Gail Hamilton, that is next to him 
in point of record, was not in order a good 
part of the season, but at her best, while 
she has a fine turn of speed, the daughter 
of Oakland Baron is not the most reliable 
horse in the world. From any point of 
view, neither she nor Oro compares with 
Nut Boy, that marched down the grand cir- 
cuit without ever losing a race, all the big 
stakes for aged trotters falling to him, after 
which he went to Kentucky and took down 
the Transylvania {n such handy fashion that 
the big field of admittedly good trotters be- 
hind him looked like a lot of crabs. Of 
course much of the wonderful success of 
Nut Boy was due to the skill of Myron Mc- 
Henry, the best reinsman in this country, 
and I believe this will be proven next sum- 
mer when another man is seen behind the 
horse. 

Lord Roberts, son of two champions, Arion 
and Nancy Hanks, took his 2:07% markina 
tilt against the watch, and khowed before 
that effort that he would not do as a race 
nag, his track manners being not the best 
by a long ways. Allie Jay, while a fast 
mare, owes her mark more to the patience 
and skill of her driver. 


Angle Bad Mannered. 

Angle is another of the bad mannered ones 
that took the watch route to fame, her rec- 
ord being obtained in a time trial, when 
there was nothing to disturb her. In 1905 
she won the M. and M. and got a race record 
better than 2:11, but there was no time in 
the campaign when the chestnut mare was 
not Mable to toss a race over the fence by 
her uncertain temper. With her good breed- 
ing, fine size, magnificent conformation, and 
rich color, Angle should make an ideal 
broodmare, as it is the willful, gimpy huz- 
zies of mares that make the greatest ma- 
trons. 

In the opinion of a good many horsemen 
who saw her perform the Missour! mare, 
Early Alice, is about the best of the new 
2:10 crop. She has everything that goes to 
make a high class racehorse, and I saw her 
beat 2:10 three times last fall over the Lib- 
ertyville track in a style that made her look 
good. In one of the miles Charlie Belden, 
a fast horse and a game one, came up to 
Early Alice with a great burst of speed when 
both were well inside the long distance 
stand. For an instant it looked as if the 
gelding would win, but the mare flattened out 
and sprinted away from him as if she were 
scoring for the word. Considering the way 
she was rigged the performarice was a great 
one for any trotter, and if Early Alice keeps 
right and is driven and harnessed well in 
1907 it will take a 2:06 or better trotter to 
show her the way to the wire. 


Roberta Worth Watching. 


Roberta, 2:00%, is another evidence of Mc- 
Henry's skill, and it will be worth while to 
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} Watch her campaign this year and see what 


the does with another man in the sulky. 
Gulvallis Directum was not handled with 
any too good judgment last summer, being 
given a corking hard race in hot weather 
when he was not ready for such a grueling, 
but he is by the one time champion, Direc- 
tum, and that means he is game to the core 
and will stand a lot of things that might 
bring a less sturdy horse to grief in short 
order. With a record deughter of Robert 
McGregor for his dam it is no wonder that 


| Gulvallis Directum’ showed to be a horse of 


marvelous courage, and it is more than likely 
he will be one of the leading race winners in 
the 2:10 class this year. Of the others tn the 
ist there is not much to be said. Sister 
Colette is a sister to Charlie Herr, 2:07, and 
looked to have as much speed as her famous 
brother, although not so well mannered, and 
prowably not as game as the stallion that, in 
his racing days, would try and try until the 
other horses were ready to quit: When at 
his best it took a Cresceus to beat him, and 
even then the chestnut stallion did not win a 
heat until the wire was reached at the end 
of the third mile, the finish being so close it 
took the judges to decide which horse won.

FOREIGN MAKERS FAIL TO LEND 
SUPPORT TO ORMOND MEET. 


Beach. Racing This Week Not Ex- 
pected to Be as Brilliant as Last 
Year—Only One Driver, R. W. Har- 
roun of Chicago, Disputing Speed 
Supremacy of Marriott in Two 
Miles a Minute Race—92 Cars Nom- 
inated for German Emperor’s Cup. 


Motoring’s winter fixture, the winter meet 
at Ormond, Fla., begins tomorrow with rec- 
ord trials from one to five miles and will 
continue through to the end of the week, 
the meet winding up Saturday afternoon 
with a 100 mile race which is intended to be 
international in character. 

Whether or not this long grind will be run 
is a question, for the rules call for six en- 
tries to make it a race, and when the list 
closed last Tuesday only four had been nom- 
inated—a Darracg, an American Mercedes, a 
Rolls Royce, and a*‘Wayne. It may be that 
“Senator” Morgan, who is promoting the 
affair, will reopen the entries if enough are in 
sight to fill. The idea in putting on this 


‘100 mile grind was to coax in the Vanderbilt 


cup cars, but outside the Darracq, which 
won the event, the others are not among 
those mentioned. Some regret is expressed 
that this “post-mortem ”’ could not take 
place, for the running of the last Vanderbilt 
was accompanied by a lot of “ it might have 
beers’ and the critics would have wel- 
comed a chance to see the monsters in a 
speed flight over this distance where they 
would not be handicapped by the crowds 
or bothered by the turns. 


Not Many Foreigners In. 

Those who have studied the Ormond card 
declare the meet ts robbed of a lot of its luster 
this year by the failure of the foreigners to 
patronize it the way they did a year ago. 
Indeed, the foreign representation is so mea- 
ger it amounts to hardly anything. The 
Darracq represents France, while gingland 
has in ome car, the six cylinder, Rolls Royce, 
entered by € S. Rolls of England, as famous 
in aeronautics as he fs in motoring, and who 
is a driver of great class. 

It has been expected that Ormond this year 
would gee a renewal of the battle between 
the two types of cars—gasoline and steam— 
but the entries failed to bear out this belief. 
In the blue ribbon events there are only two 
nominees—one the Stanley steamer, which 
will be driven by Marriott, which cut the 
mile record to :28 2-6 last year, and the other 
the car built by R. W. Harroun of Chicago, 
who will dispute with Marriott his right as 
speed king. These two cars will meet in the 
mile event and also in the two miles in a 
minute race, which last year was won by 
Demiogeot of France after, it is claimed, the 
steamer had been disabled, both cars get- 
ting inside the minute for the distance. 


Chicagoan in Speed Trials. 

Harroun is well known among Chicago’s au- 
tomobile row as an inventive genius, He 
brought out a bumper to be placed in front 
of a motor car to preserve it from injury in 
case of it bumping into some object, and 
later turned his attention to making a motor 
which could be usedon aeroplanes. Of course 
it had to be extremely light for the purpose, 
so Harroun made the six alr cooled cy inders 
extremely thin. There not being many air- 
ships in Chicago, and Harroun wishing to 
demonstrate his theory, he put the motor ins 
car frame and went to Ormond with it. 

The Caicago made car weighs 500 pounds, 
and reports from the south say it has shown 
great speed over the Florida sands, Whether 
or not it will be able to hold the steamer in 
the mad flights is a question that will not 
be settled until after the two meet. 

There will be few Caicagoans at Ormond, 
for the reason the meet is sandwiched in be- 
tween the New York and Chicago show's and 
the Chicagoans find they have enough to keep 
them busy at home preparing for the show 
which opens in the Coliseum and First regi- 
ment armory a week from next Saturday 
night. However, there is a goodly repre- 
sentation from the east, many of them leav- 
ing New York Friday for the purpose of 
watching the races. 


Big Field in German Race. 

If the United States is represented in the 
Emperor's cup race, the maker nominating 
a car will have to pay a double fee, or $1,500, 
for the lists have closed and neither HB. R. 
Thomas nor A. A. Pope is mentioned. This 
is disappointing to Americans, especially 
since it turns out that the German event 
probably will be the greatest motoring event 
ever run, exceeding even the Gordon Ben- 
nett In its palmiest days and completely 
dwarfing the Grand Prix of France. 

Ninety-two cars have been nominated for 
the German race, representing an outlay in 
entry fees alone of $69,000. It is estimated 
that at least eighty of those entered will line 
up at the tape. This large field has com- 
pletely upset the Germans, who had been 
counting on using a portion of the Taunus 
course, having in mind a fifty mile circuit. 
But starting the cars a minute apart the 
first car away would be well along on the 
second circuit before the last driver got the 
word. This would make dangerous conges- 
tion, so the promoters are seeking a course 
that will accommodate such a large field. 

Germany, France, Italy, Austria, Belgium, 
and Switzerland are represented in the entry 
list, a copy of which has just reached Chi- 
cago. Germany has in thirty-two cars, 
France twenty-one, Italy nineteen, Belgium 
ten, England four, Austria three, and Switz- 
erland two. 


Illinois After New Motor Law. 

Secretary Gorham of the Chicago Automo- 
bile club went to the New York show after 
his visit to Springfield, Il, which city he 
visited to carry to Senator Humphrey the 
new motoring bill which the latter intro- 
duced into the legislature. This measure ts 
almost eimilar to the one vetoed two years 
ago by Gov. Deneen, but this time the motor- 
ists hope for betfer luck. It provides for the 
licensing of chauffeurs and fixes the speed 
limit throughout the state at twenty miles 
an hour, with a fifteen mile an hour limit for 
the cities and ten miles an hour for congested 


‘districts. 


Not Needed in Chicago. 

No advance money is the verdict all along the 
line this year. Players were formerly accustomed 
to replenish their monetary store before the sea- 
son opened, but there will be little doing in that 
Mine this year.—Bosten Herald, 


E. B. DEGROOTFORALEADER 
IN A NEW KIND OF A GAME. 


South Park Athletic Director to Be 
Made President of Organization to 
Control “Playground Ball.” 


A meeting will be held tomorrow night at 
the Grand Pacific to complete the organiza- 
tion to control and promote the new game 
of playground ball. Permanent officers 
will be elected and plans made to introduce 
the game in all the large cities in the United 
States and Canada, 

The organization probably will be known 
as the Playground Ball Association of Amer- 
ica. £. B. De Groot, the temporary chair- 
man and athietic director of the South Park 
playground system, is expected to be elected 
president. 

Playground ball is a cross between the reg- 
ular game of baseball and indoor baseball, 
with a few variations. The diamond is to 
have thirty-five foot base line with a pitching 
distance of thirty feet; the pitcher's plate is 
to be two feet by ten inches, made of rubber 
or wood. The pitcher will deliver the ball 


with the underhand motion, the arm being 


swung parallel with the body. He must keep 


one foot in contact with the pitcher’s plate 


while in the act of delivery. 
The baserunner will not be allowed to leave 


his base on a steal until the bal! has left the 


pitcher’s hand, Three balls, instead of four, 
as in baseball, will entitle a player to walk. 


The bat Will be made of hickory, similar to the 
indoor baseball bat, except that it will be 


considerably larger in diameter. 
The ball is to be not less than twelve inch- 
es, or more than fourteen inches, in circum- 


ference, and made of a yielding substance 


weighing. about eight and one-half ounces. 
Ten players will constitute a side, instead of 
nine, as in baseball. Besides the battery and 
basemen there will be two shortstops and 
three outflelders. 

The batsman on hitting the ball, when he is 
first to bat, or when there is no one on base, 
can run to first or third base as preferred. 
This will keep the flelders guessing, as they 
are Mable to make the play to first, and in- 
stead the batsman will run to third. Here 
is where the value of two shortstops will 
come in. The following batter will be obliged 
to travel the same route taken by the preced- 
ing batsman, or as long as there is any oneon 
base. 

A fair or foul hit ball will be decided the 
fame asin outdoor baseball, with the excep- 
tion that a foul will not be called a strike; 
neither will a bateman be entitled to a base 
on being hit by a pitched ball, which will be 
called a dead ball unless it is on a third strike, 
when the hatsman will be called out. 

On a blocked ball the baserunner will not be 
allowed to advance until the ball is returned 
to the pitcher and the umpire calls play.

OPERA HOUSE DESTROYED: 
MORGAN PARK THREATENED. 


Explosion -of. Gas Followed by Fire 


Causes $18,000 Loss—W. M. Ho- 
man Suffers ‘Severe Burns. 


The Morgan Park opera house, a four story 
building, was destroyed by fire yesterday 
afternoon and for a time the entire business 
portion of the tewn was in jeopardy. An ap- 
peal for aid was sent to Chicago, and Chief 
Horan directed the Kensington department 
to go to Morgan Park at once, but by the 
time it arrived the fire was under control.

Sumner,” he said. * Are you responsible for 
all this scarlet fever in Chicago?’ 

Mr. Holt and Summer then exchanged ci- 
gars and shook hands. 
_ Shea went out and in nervously. He plain- 
ly was agitated and couldn't keep still. Just 
before midnight he took a seat. near a window 
in the courtroom where he hada view of the 
tall Montgomery Ward tower, ablaze with 
electric lights, out across the darkness of 
the city. 

** Looks ike a bad omen, doesn’t it?” re- 
marked Shea. ‘ 

Waiting patiently. in the crowd of watchers 
was Robert Emmet Burke, who was to be 
the bondsman for a number of the defendants 
in case a verdict of conviction was returned. 


“Finish of Case Exciting. 

Thé-finish of the remarkable trial, which 
haz lasted 129 days and cost over $70,000, was 
exciting. As Judge Ball's instructions were 
read to the jury by: his son, Farlin H. Ball, an 
attorney, the sound of a pin dropping might 
almost. have been heard in the court room. 
The twelve weary jurymen leaned fcrward 
in a last, tense effort to hear the words.: A 
half dozen attorneys, with the etrain of the 
long suit p'ainly showing on their faces, 
crowded near in breathless attention,’ while 
behind them stood the eleven defendants. . 

Judge Ball's son finished reading the in- 
structions at 10:30 o’clock, and promptly 
Deputy Sheriff Wood was ordered to conduct 
the jury from the courtroom to deliberate on 
the verdict. Before the jurors left Judge 
Ball passed over the various blank forms in 
which the verdict was to be returned. 

As if a great burden had been lifted from 
their shoulders, the lawyers and the defend- 
ants and their friends settled back in their 
chairs. Relief plainly was written in the 
faces of everybody. They were giad—judge, 
lawyers, defendants, and spectators—that at 
last the long case was ending. 


Outburst from Shea. 

Suddenly about noon the relaxation was 
disturbed by Shea. The teamsters’ “ czar,”’ 
it appeared, had got into an argument with 
Assistant State’s Attorney Miller, scarcely 
before the doors had been closed upon the 
retreating jury. 

** Do you call that a fair trial, Mr. Miller?’ 
demanded Shea. ‘ 

The assistant state’s attorney looked up in 
surprise. 

“That's for the court to decide, Shea,” he 
answered. 

Shea, however, was not satisfied. He want- 
ed to ‘pick a quarrel. He was nervous and 
showed it plainly, and he wanted to relieve 
the strain on his mind. 

“Don’t you try to shake hands with me, 
as Assistant State’s Attorney Barbour did 
with Knudson,’’ shouted Shea. “I won't 
stand for it. You're no friend of mine.” 


Instructions to the Jury. 

Judge Ball, in his instructions to the jury, 
éovered nearly every point of contention 
which had arisen during the trial. He sur- 
prised the state’s prosecutors somewhat by 
laying particular stress upon the law which 
affects the testimony of accomplices. 

“In considering the testimony of the wit- 
nesses Young, Schultz, William and Michael 
Kelly, and Murphy,” he said, * the jury can- 
not scrutinize too closely their attitude, their 
hopes of reward, and their motives for tes- 
tifying.” 

Some of the other instructions of the court 
were as follows: 

“The court instructs the jury that neither 
the duration of the case, the concerns in- 
volved, nor other matter of like. character 
should influence or control the action of the 
jury.” : 

“The jury is instructed that the passing 
of the money as described by Albert Young 
does not constitute bribery under the stat- 
ute.” 

** Because violence is shown, the guilt of 
the defendants of suth violence is not 
proven; it is for you to determine whether 


or not the defendants were guilty of violence.

“The acts of men who took part in the 
strike are each to be considered independ- 
ently, and that such men happened to be 
called ‘pickets’ does not bear.on the case 
and should not be considered.”

TRIAL OF SHEA REMARKABLE. 


Longest and Most Expensive Litiga- 
tion in History of Criminal 
Courts of Cook County. 


and formerly 


The trial of Cornelius P. Shea and thirteen 
other labor leaders stands as the most re- 
markable in the history of the Criminal court 
of Cook county. It was the longest, the most 
expensive, and the most keenly contested case 
on record. 

Shea was brought to trial on Sept. 13, four- 
teen months after the grand jury had re- 
turned indictments against the president of 
the International Brotherhood of Teamsters 
and the more conspicuous leaders in the great 
teamsters’ strike of 1905. After 4 battle in 
the court lasting 129 days and costing more 
than $70,000, the trial closed. 

The main charge against Shea and his asso- 
clates was that of criminal conspiracy. The 
specific allegations were three in number— 
conspiracy to injure the business of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., conspiracy to establish 
a boycott against Chicago business firms, 
ané@ conspiracy in restraint of the public 
trade. There were twenty-eight counts in 
each indictment. 

No such struggle between capital and labor 
as the teamsters’ strike, out ofwhich the sen- 
sationa] Shea trial developed, probably ever 
bas taken place in tae country. On the other 
hand, no strike ever uncovered so much cor- 
ruption and lawlessness on the part of labor 

rs. 
yg en the strike was called by tae 
teamsters’ union out of sympathy for 8,000 
garment workers who in November, 1904, quit 
work because of the refusal.of the big cloth- 
ing houses of the city to enter into a *‘ clozed 
shop’ agreement with the union. Of these 
8,000 men and women 19 were employed in the 
mail order house of Montgomery Ward & Co. 


Garment Strike Dead Issue. 

The strike of the garment workers was prac- 
tically a dead issue in April, 1905, but stretiu- 
ous efforts were made by the leaders of that 
unfon to resuscitate the struggle through the 
assistance of the Chicago. Federation of 
Labor. Several meetings were held and ap- 
peals finally were made to the teamstets to 
steike in sympathy. The garment workers be-

Shea, however, immediately assumed. an st- 
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ward the firm of Montgomery Ward & Co. 
and decided to call a strike there. The gar- 
ment workers protested in vain. They de- 
clared it would do their cause more good to 
have a strike of drivers against some large 
clothing firm which employed several hun- 
dred garment workers. 

Shea was obdurate. Calling a‘clique cf 
union leaders about him, who were willing to 
be subservient and not obstreperous, he went 
personally to the barns of the Henry Hough 
Teaming company, where the Ward Grivers 
were employed, and called them out on the 
evening of April 6. 

Seventy-one teamsters started the strike. 
A “boycott” immediately was placed on 
Montgomery Ward & Co. and lines of pickets 
surrounding the building forbade the wagons 
of other firms to enter there. On April 6 the 
unbearable conditions forced employers con- 
nected with large business firms in the 
city to take a decided stand. As a conse- 
quence the strike became general on that 
day. Before it stopped spreading 4,620 team- 
sters were called out and the trade of Chi- 
cago practically was paralyzed. 


Seek Crime Behind Strike. 


The idea that the strike had been con- 
ceived in iniquity, that it was a gigantic con- 
spiracy of the Shea clique for the purposes 
of “‘ graft” solely, came to the attention of 
the state’s attorney's office eventually... The 
May grand jury made an investigation which 
resulted in indictments being returned 
against a score or more of the leaders. 

The June grand jury went deeper into the 
investigation of the strike and returned new 
indictments. Finally the charges against 
Shea and thirty-one other men connected 
with the teamsters’ union and the Chicago 
Federation of Labor were given a substantial 
airing by a third grand jury, that which met 
in July. 

Sept. 10 the attorneys appeared before 
Judge Ball and agreed to open the casethree 
days later. The first venire of prospective 
jurymen was subpeenaed Sept. 13, and the 
search forthe first Juror began. 

The attempt to get twelve men acceptable 
to both the state and the defense was a re- 
markably long drawn out matter. It seemed 
impossible to find in Cook county a man 
who had not formed an opinion as to the 
guilt or innocence of the defendants. When 
one such man was found the defense usually 
utilized its privilege of peremptory challenge 
to dismiss him. One hundred and twenty- 
eight such challenges were used by Shea’s 
lawyers. The state prosecutors used about 
ninety. 

A great surprise was in store for. the de- 
fense when the trial properly opened. Four 
of the defendants arose and pleaded guilty 
to the charges and announced their inten- 
tion to turn state’s evidence. These men 
were Albert Young, Joseph Schultz, William 
Kelly, and Michael Murphy. 

Young's testimony furnished the most sen- 
sational part of the ¢#vidence. It wags re- 
garded as certain to send Shea to the peni- 
tentiary, unless it could be. disproved. 
Young was on the witness stand for three 
days, during which he was under a rigid 
cross examination by all the attorneys for 
the defense... His stories could not be shaken. 


Division of Bribe Money. 


The chief revelation of the deeds of Shea 
and his associates, as told by Young, was 
the division of $1,500 bribe money on the 
night before the strike against Montgomery 
Ward & Co. was called. Young in detail 
described haw the money Was brought to the 
Stock Exchange saloon, where Shea and 
four other teamsters were waiting, by Robert 
Noren, business agent of the garment work- 
ers’ union, and how it was there divided into 
$300 lots and given to thé leaders to call the 
strike. : 

The next damaging testimony against Shea 
was that given by Schultz, ane

GIVEN A ROYAL WELCOME. 


West Pullman to Have Formal Celebra- 
tion for Knute Knudson Today—

The friends and neighbors of Knute O.

The return of the man who for 
six months has been in the shadow of the 
gallows as the result of the accusations of 
his sister-in-law will be signalized with a 
real “ celebration ’’’—an affair such as the 
little community of West Pullman seldom 
sees. 

The members of a local secret Order to 
which the contractor belongs will turn out in 
full uniform, headed by a band, anda big 
dinner will be given by a restaurant keeper 
who is a friend and neighbor of Knudson’s. 

Knudson’s reception by his neighbors prob- 
ably has no parallel in the annals of Chica- 
goans accused of crime and acquitted. All 
day a continuous stream of neighbors poured 
in and out of the little flat at 11815 Union 
avenue to shake the hand of the beaming 
man and talk with the children, who clung 
to their, father persistently\.and would not 
let him out of their sight for a moment. 

* Thank you, thank you!”’ Knudson would 
say, in his broad pronunciation. ** Very much 
obliged! Yes, sure! I'm glad to be home 
again.”” This he repeated over and over, but 
the tears that came every now and then to his 
eyes told of a gratitude and appreciation that 
his self-contained tongue would not permit 
him to express. 

Letters, too—piles of them—came to the 
house during the day, some addressed to 
Anna, who has formed more acquaintances 
in thé last two weeks than in all her life 
before.

We are 
bound to expect that they have affairs that 
cannot be given up ata moment’s notice I 
would offer that the judge bé given the power 
to fix a time for the business man to serve 
if the time which he is summoned is not con- 
venient. That would be just.” 


Letter frbm Judge Gibbons, 


Judge John Gibbons, who was unable to be 
present, expressed his views in a letter to the 
secretary. The letter, in part, follows; 

The right of trial by jury, long treasured as the 
palladium of our civil rights, as now practiced in 
the criminal courts of the land, is fast becoming 
the shield and protection of crime and criminala 

When a terrible crime is committed all the ma- 
chinery of the law is put in motion and resort had 
to the many evasions and delays of the law to 
hinder and hamper the state in ite efforts to bring 
the offenders to justice. ' 

Uniess remedial legislation be enacted without 
unnecessary delay the people, goaded to despera- 
tion by the miscarriage of justice through failure 
of our jury system to protect society, will, by ap- 
propriate amendment of the organic law, deny the 
right of trial by jury other than in certain specified 
cases and in accordance with defined and limited 
forms of law. 


Litigation Too Expensive. 


Litigation, both civil and criminal, is too ex- 
pensive, and the vexatious delays and perplexing 
uncertainties incident thereto are breeding popu- 
lar discontent. And in view of the number of 
courts of record recently added to our judicial 
sysvem 4 constitutional amendment should be 
adopted to enable the Municipal courts to try 
cases by six jurors. 

In criminal cases where Mfe, liberty, or reputa- 
tion is at stake I believe in the unanimous verdict 
of twelve men, because the history of criminal 
trials ie replete with instances where the stub- 
born twelfth juror saved innocent men from 
Geath on the scaffold or the ignominy of penal 
servitude. But-in this age of enlightened juris- 
prudence there is no necessity for a unanimous 
verdict in civil cases. Therefore I would respect- 
fully but urgentiy suggest the following amend- 
ment to the constitution: 

in trial by jury, in all other than criminal cases, 
@ verdict signed by at least three-fourths of the 
members of the jury shall be received and re- 
corded as legai; and in the trial of cases before 
courts of limited or inferior jurisdiction a jury of 
less than twelve men may be authorized by iew.

Trial of Manager of Burned Theater 
Will Begin in Danville, Iil., Circuit 
Court Tomorrow—AOMotion to Stop 
Indictments Will Be Made on the 
Opening of Court—State Will Urge 
Hearing Precedent to Pending 
Civil Matters, 


The charges of manslaughter against Will 
J. Davis, baged on the indictments returned 
against him as a result of the Iroquois the- 
ater fire, will be heard in the Danville (11,) 
Circuit court tomorrow. A motion to quash 
the indictments againet Davis will be made 
by his attorneys, Levy Mayer and Alfred 
Austrian of the law firm of Moran, Mayer 
& Meyer. 

The cagé will be heard by, Judge E. R. BE. 
Kimbrough. It is not believed that the tak- 
ing of testimony will be begun before several 
weeks, in the event that the Indictment 
should be sustained, because of the press of 
other matters. 

Qn Change of Venue.

It is deemed probable that should the case 
not be reached within the first week of the 
court term in the taking of testimony, it will 
be heard later in the term, which expires 
before the end of February, and in this event 
the matter will be disposed of before the 
end of next month.

The Ziegler case has been pending in the 
United States courts:for more than a year. 
It grew out of’a etrike of the union miners. 
Leiter imported nonunion men and built a 
strong wall around his property. The union 
miners made attacks on the company’s mine 
and the nonunion workers and it was neces- 
sary for Leiter to get state troops. 

The injunction proceedings were directed 
against William Morris of the state executive 
board and members of the miners’ union: 
The decree prohibits the defendants from ap- 
proaching the mines or the company’s prop- 
erty for the purpose of injuring it or com- 
pelling the mintrs to quit work, from enter- 
ing any train and making threats against 
men employed at. the mine, and from patrol- 
ing about the company’s property.

ARSENIC MAY HIDE CRIME 


‘Use of It After Death Makes 
. Proof Impossible in Case 
| of Murder, 


An educational campaign in behalf of the 
bili forbidding undert to use embalming 
fluid containing arsenic has been begun by 
Coroner Hoffman, by State's Attorney Healy, 
and by the judges and lawyers of Chicago. 

It ts the belief of he sponsors of the bill

pore The judge called attention to vari- 
ous criminal ocases.in which owing to the 
presence of arsenic in embalming fluid the 
cause of death always remained in some 
doubt. 

One of the arguments expected to reach the 
hands of each member of the legislature is 
from an address delivered by Clark Bell of 
New York, president of the Medico-Lega! so- 
ciety of New York. It was recently pub- 
ished in the Law Journal, in the 
course of a further article on the same sub- 
ject written by Mr. Bell. ~ 


Prevents Detection of Crime. * 
 Embalming of dead bodies, ” states Mr. 
Bell, ‘as practiced by undertakers for the 
last twefty-five or thirty years, 2as pre- 
vented the detection of crime committed by 
those who have killed their victims by poison. 

“Every polsoner could, by having the ca- 
daver filled with the ordinary embalming 
fluid containing arsenic, defy detection and 
be certain to put his crime beyond the reach 
of punishment by law. 

“There is no means yet known to science by 
which arsenic which produced death could be 
detected or discriminated from the arsenic 
contained in the embalming fluid ‘of the un- 
dertaker. 

“4 well authenticated case of a clergyman 
who had married three wealthy women, one 
after the other, whom he poisoned with ar- 
senic, and in each case hired an undertaker 
to fill tne abdominal cavity within twenty- 
four to thirty-six hours after death, game to 
me professionally after the death of third 
wife. 

“The investigation left'no moral doubt of 
the death of the first two wives by polson, 
or of the last. The circumstances all pointed 
to crime, but, ®y commingling the poisons 
taken before death with the embaimer’s 
fluid, the criminal was left beyond the reach 
of the arm of the law. 

Nonpoisonous Fluids Made. 

“ Science now has commenced at the other 
side of the problem. It ls now demonstrated 
that a perfectly safe and reliable emblaming 
fluid can be made without the use of arsenic 
or any poison or ingredient dangerous to 
human life. 

“ With this fact brought to the attention 
of the legislature, the embalmer, and to the 
general knowledge of the world, it is sub- 
mitted that the hour has come when we may 
ask that a law be enacted which: 

‘1. Forbids any undertaker in embalming 
[so-called] a dead human body to employ 
any fluid or substance that is or would be 
fatal to a living human being. 

“® Making it a crime to inject into a dead 
body; by an undertaker or any other per- 
son, any poison Which would imperil human 
life or which could possibly interfere with 
the discovery by chemical tests of poison 
in the cadaver if the death was caused by 
poison,” 

Prof. H. 8. Eckels of the Institute of Em- 
balming of Philadelphia asserted in a recent 
address that the use of poisons in embalming 
fluids was urmecessary and urged a reform 
campaign among the embalmers themselves. 


Barly Embalming Necedsary., 

“Yn the larger cities,’’ said Prof. Eckels, 
“as many as a hundred coroner’s cases are 
reported in single days, and therefore the 
coroner's phyeiciare cannot view all these 
cases ipumjediately, frequently twenty-four 
or forty-eight hours elapsing, during which 
time decompositica ts likely to setin. This 
in itself would interfere with a post-mortem 
examination, and embalming should be done 
for sanitary considerations. The essential 
thing is that the fluid should not contain 
poisons. 

* The actual discovery of poison by means 
of chemistry is regarded as the most satis- 
factory proof of poisoning. Those of us who 
have hed experienee in court in such trials 
realize that we must avoid the possibility of 
poison entering the substance to be examined. 

‘ Therefore all of the ingrediente entering 
into embalming fluids should be subjected in- 
dividually to rigid chemical tests to exclude 
poisons which may be present as impurities 
in the raw materials, and when the product 
is finished it should be again examined. 


Prof. Eckels’ Conclusions. 


“My conclusions are that: 

“ First, embalming fluids are not only per- 
missible, but advisable. 

“Second, where homicide is suspected 
after the embalming is done with fluids 
which have not been prepared with the view 
meeting this contingency, then the findings 
of the chemist are rendered ambiguous or 
useless. 

* Third, no poisons should be used in the 
embalming fluid. 

“To exclude poisons careful tests should 


be made of the raw and the finished prod- 


ucts.’ 

Both the coroner's and the state’s attor- 
ney’s office have an abundance of experience, 
gained in local criminal cases, to add to the 
material collected in other parts. of the 
country.

Austin, Tex., Jan. 19.—[{Spectal.]}—Repre- 
sentative Coke today made public his charges 
againet Senator Balley, accusing him on 
thirty-six counts of neglecting his duties to 
aid the Waters-Pierce Ofl company. At 10 
o’elock tonight he announced that they had 
not been filed, but merely had been mailed to 
the chairman of the house and senate com- 
mittees.

TEHURAN, Jan. 19.—The coromation of 
Mohammed Ali Mirse as shah of Persia took 
place this afternoon with impressive cere- 
thondes and a brilliant display of oriental 
grandeur. The scene within the throne room 
es the sheh ascended the famous peacock 
throne of gold set with jewels, surrounded by 
prineea, nobles, and mullahs, wae one of rare 


magnificence. 
The ceremony began. shexiey after noon, 
when the high court dignitaries and the for- 
eign diplomatic representatives assembled 
rage an anteroom of ithe palace. From this 
room they were conducted to the throne room, 
which ie popiiarly called the “ mus¢cum,’ 
owing to the Persian treasures it containe. 
At the farther end of this spacious apartment 


‘stood the throne, flanked by rows of digni- 


taries in quaint and richly hued costumes. - 

According to ancient custom, the royal pro- 
cession entered the throne room one hour 
after midday. At the head walked the 
younger brother of the new ehah, followed by 
a procesefon df venerabies, priests, and mul- 
lahs, the new monarch bringing u the rear. 
Foréign Diplomats’ on Shah’s Right. 

After. Mohammed Ali Mirza ascended the 
throne the Persian officials and the diplomatic 
representatives formed themselves in 4 
circular group, of which the shah was the 
center. At his left stood the highest per- 
sonages of his court. At his right were 
gathered the foreigners. 

The prime minister then advanced and 
placed on his head the jeweled crown which 
the late shah once threw to the ground be- 
cause of its great weight. 

In the meantime the chief mulah began to 
intone slowly from the Koran. He then re- 
cited a poem by the laureate, which was fol- 
lowed by the doleful strains of another poetic 
legend. This concluded, the procession was 
formed again, and the shah descended from 
the throne. He walked in front of the for- 
eign delegates, stopping in front of each one 
to speak a few words of pleasant greeting.

Cecil Spring-Rice, the British representa- 
tive, communicated the contents of a tele- 
gram received this morning from King Ed- 
ward wishing the shah a long and prosper- 
ous reign.

Anger Aroused by Slight Cause. 

The criminologist, after reciting the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the commission of 
the murder in Madison Square garden, then 
continues: E> 

“In the Café Martin on the day before the 
murder Thaw’s notice was attracted by an 
unusual display. of emotion on the part of his 
wife, who, replying to his inquiry as to the 
cause. said: 

“*That pig is here.’ This reference was 
to Stanford White, and, t would appear, had 
been the last circumstance in determining 
the crime which was to follow. 

“ But even if this last meeting was doubt- 
ful, it was nevertheless certain that Thaw 
and his wife were displaying unmistakable 
evidences of hatred mixed with distrust and 
apprehension concerning White. Between 
themselves they spoke cof him as ‘that 
beast’ and ‘that blackguard.’ Perhaps in 
the wife this hatred was feigned to avert her 


; husband’s jealousy, but in Thaw the hatred 


had existed for a long time. At length it 
became a homicidal obsession. 


Love for Wife Ruling Passion. 


“The causes of Thaw's hatred of White 
were manyi and probably intensified by the 
suggestions of his wife, who was anxious to 
= her husband's devotion to her- 
self. 

“ The first element to be considered in an- 
alyzing this hatred is Thaw’s intense love for 
Evelyn Nesbit. Thaw had had many de- 
bauches, many love affairs, but before he met 
her he never had a continuous love for any 
woman, not even the countess who tried to 
kill herself for him. ; 

* Until Thaw came to love Evelyn Nesbit 
intensely and truly he knew her only as a 
child. He only grew to love her when he saw 
her grown up, courted and adored as an idol 
of beauty by others. The more she repulsed 
him the more he loved her. ’ 

** When he was wooing her his jealousy was 
abnormal. When Evelyn was loved by an 
actor he became infuriated. He attacked a 
guest at his own table because he thought 
the guest’s.admiration for the beautiful Eve- 
lyn Nesbit too unconcealed. 

‘* Purther, we find that on Christmas day, 
1904, because Evelyn stopped to talk to some 
one while on the way to the telephone, Thaw 
had an uncontrollable access of jealousy. 
It was truly epileptiform. He brutally 
dragged her by her hair across the room and 
threw plates and dishes at her. 


Thaw’s Jealousy of White Natural. 


‘If Thaw’s jealousy of the girl's ordinary 
men acquaintances was so unnatoral, what 
must have been his feelings towarg Stanford 
White, inasmuch as appearances to a cer- 
tain point justified him in his jealousy re- 
garding the achitect? 7 

** White, if not a runner after women, cer- 
tainly was a great admirer of female beauty, 
of which he possessed most artistic specli- 
mens in various houses. 

‘“‘It is certain that White never made love 
to Evelyn Nesbit. It was he who in her 
childhood loaded her with presents valuable 
beyond what would be given one of her age 
and position. It was he who first appreciated 
her and made her appreciated by artists as 
an estitetic marvel. He educated her, pro- 
posed her stage career, and, upon an appeal 
from her mother, sent a masseuse from 
Paris to save her from the madness of Harry 
Thaw. : 

* It was White who was treated by Evelyn 
Nesbit’s mother as the girl’s protector and 
friend. It was he who advised Evelyn Nes- 
bit when she consulted a lawyer to obtain 
compensation from Thaw for injuries and 
insults which she had suffered at Thaw's 
hands in Paris. 

“A few months after Evelyn Nesbit and 
Harry Thaw were married it appears that 
the Thaws’ chauffeur deposed to two or 
three friendly meetings between Evelyn 
and White. It is certain Evelyn heightened 
Thaw’s infatuation for her by boasting of 
Stanford White’s good qualities. Then 
Thaw, too, had been falsely told that White 
had bragged that he had had certain rela- 
tions with Evelyn before she had been mar- 
ried, and that he could resume them if he 


chose. 
Madness Evident in Detective Work. 


“* Madness on Thaw’s part was taking form. 
He demonstrated it whem he hired a detective 
to dog White's footsteps. 

“Tt. should be noted here that as early as 
1902 Thaw went to the length of enlisting the 
services of a hypnotist at a heavy fee to in- 
fluence Evelyn to break away from White, 
signally demonstrating the morbidity of his 
love and jealousy even. them. Finally he took 
not only to cursing his rival but threatened. 
him with death. White’s contemptuous 
treatment of these fulminations only served 
to accentuate Thaw's fear and hetred of him. 

“Now, if Thaw grew furious for trivial 
causes—for getting a bad cigar, finding the 
seat he wanted eccupied, or intercepting a 
passing glance cast at his loved one—what 
must have been. his emotions against the 
man whom he actually feared in relation to 
the dominating passion of his life? 

“If any other evidence is needed to ex- 
plain Thaw’s crime it lies in this fact: He 
is a born degenerate—to be more precise, an 
epileptic, a moral madman, whose revenge 
and hatred are excitable by the smallest 
cause or even without apparent cause. 


Weakness Due to Father’s Strength. 

** Merely by unconquerable ingtinct his epi- 
leptiform madness is traceable not so much 
to the fact that his aunt died mad as it is 
to the fact that he is the son of a man who, in 
a few years, made himself from nothing 
into a millionaire.

Escapades Indicate Epilepsy. 


“T have not seen any description as to 
Thaw's motor epileptic accesses, or giddi- 
ness, but incidents which have been de- 
scribed, such as his conduct at Bancroft’s 
ball, where he acted like a lunatic, was 
thrust out of the ballroom, and was subse- 
quently discovered in the dining room ex- 
changing gold pieces for copper coins—these 
are precisely typical of this form: of this 
disease. 

“It.is evident from Thaw’s aberrations 
that some time before the commission of the 
murder of Stanford White his mind was laps- 
ing into a vacant state, peculiar to epileptica, 
from which he only recovered when Evelyn 
spoke to him. Taat is another proof of the 
extraordinary influence his affection for her 
exercised on his mind. 

* Apparently Thaw perpetrated the murder 
of White in a moment when by abuse of alco- 
hol, and exasperated by malignant stories 
of White conveyed to him by friends, his per- 
sistent hatred of White translated itself into 
impulee. It: may be objected to the theory 
of epileptic mania that Thaw acted with 
calmness and careful premeditation, but 
Tamobrini and other have shown that in 
cases of epileptic attacks, taking the form of 
crime, acts of violence have been committed 
with the utmost coolness and deliberation, 


Epileptic Crimes Coolly Planned. 

“TI cannot say with certainty that this 
crime Was premeditated, but it probably was, 
as for mcnths Thaw had provided himeelft 
with a revolver against certain enemies. He 
chose @ special pistol also to make certain his 
shot. 

‘* Epileptic mania does not debar a mad- 
man from studying beforehand the best way 
of making a homicidal attack effectual. 
Crimes cleverly and ingeniously planned by 
madmen are numerous.

He even 
went so far as to devise a special cloak for 
the crime, to be cast off should it become 
bloodstained.

Absolute with- 
érawal means the severance of all athletic 
relations with western universities. An alli- 
ance with the east is Michigan’s natural step, 
and that move already has been made. The 
int is, Michigan could have undertaken 
and maintained relations with the east and 
with the conference at the same time to a 
degree. Except in football, where it 
qoulé be impossible, of gourse, Michigan 
could compete in the two sections under one 
code of eligibility provisions for the east and 
gnother for the west. It would be possible 
to put a team in the conference meet, for in 
ce, which would live up to the conference 
three year’ rule, etc., and at the same 
dime enter in the eastern meets a team made 
of the full strength of the university on 
¢rack and field, so long as it was eligibie ac- 
‘eording to eastern intercollegiate rules. The 
yestrictions against allowing more than five 
football games in @ season and against a 
raining table are particularly offensive to 
the Wolverines, but last year Michigan had 
fittle affiliation with the ** big nine ”’ in foot- 
ball. Michigan could have dropped ali con- 
ference teams from its footbaul schedule and 
taken on more eastern teams without impair- 
ing the interest of last season in the game. 
But it is a question whether thé ccnierence 
ould have allowed Michigan to go it alonein 
football, with a training table and a “ four 
r” team to play against nonconference 
teams without withdrawing from the confer- 
ence. It might have been considered impos- 
gible to affiliate with a hybrid in col-ege sport. 
Hcwever that may be, there are coo! heads 
gnd wise ones in Michigan, as well as hot 
heads, and it seemed as if a way could have 
been devised for securing relief without ab- 
golute secession. Michigan’s position is a 
uliar one. The movement which resulted 
in the drastic reforms Of last year originated 
at Michigan with the presicent of that insti- 
¢ution. Now the Wolverines have repudiated 
those reforms and are seeking isolation to 
escape restrictions which might never have 
been imposed but for Michigan itself.

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SILER'S TALK OF THE RING 


COAST PROMOTERS MUST GET 
BUSY TO SAVE PUGILISM. 


Threats of Senator Hartman to In- 
troduce Anti-Fight Bill and Stop 
Boxing in California Are Likely to 
Cause Activity in Ranks of Lead- 
ers of Sport—Manager Riley Still 
After Bouts for His Fistic Carni- 
val in March. 


(BY GEORGE SILER.) 

If Senator Gus Hartman of California is 
not bound and gagged or if his pocket is not 
rifled of his anti-prize fight bill which he 
intends to present to the legislature at its 
coming session, the state of California Is 
liable to be wiped off the pugilistic map. 
Hartman, San Francisco fight promoters 
say, has an ax to grind. and if they, the 

romoters, do not grind it for him he will 
take it to the legislature, bave it ground toa 
razor edge, and them chop the game into 
mincemeat. 

The senator was a dyed in the wool fight 
fan two years ago, when Senator Ralston 
tried to have his anti-prize fight bill passed, 
and fought tooth and nail, it is said, to pre- 
vent its passage. Other representatives fa- 
vored pugilism as did Hartman, and, it was 
alleged, they received a bonus to keep the 
game alive. This was strongly hinted at at 
the time, and it was common talk in sport- 
ing circles that $7,000 was subscribed to 
knock out Ralston’s bill. 


oe 


All this was made public when Harry Cor- 
bett asked Billy Nolan to subscribe $1,000 to 
the fund, adding that if they, the subscribers, 
had not killed the bill, he, Nolan, would not 
have secured the match between his protégé, 
Batling Neilson, and Jimmy Britt. That 
fight netted Nelson and Nolan about $18,000, 
not considering the amount of money Nelson 
earned, because of his victory, in doing 
theatrical stunts. Nolan, however, thought 
Corbett was trying to sandbag him out of 
$1,000, and would not stand for it. 

The graft fund then became public property, 
insofar the San Francisco publications took 
it up, with the result that Nolan was invited 
to Sacramento to tell the senate committee 
all about it, which he did willingly. it was 
the “ peaching’”’ more than anything else 
that br@@ght Nolan into bad repute in Frisco, 
and he was scored roundly for the stand he 
took in the matter, especially as it was Harry 
Corbett who secured him the management of 
Nelson. : 

Should Hartman succeed in having his bill 
placed on the statute books it will go hard 
with Tom McCarey of Los Angeles, who has 
Tommy Burne and Jack O’Brien matched to 
fight before his club for a $30,000 purse. 
There have been no fights in San Francisco 
worth speaking of since the earthquake, and 
probably will not be while Nevada is in the 
field. After the Sage Brush state boomers 
tire of the game, as to hanging up big purses, 
California will again hold the trump hand.

Regarding Nevada, and Tonopah in par- 
ticular, Promoter M. M. Riley seems to beat 
sixes and sevens as to his fistic attractions 
for his coming carnival of fights. He has Joe 
Gans and Jimmy Britt hooked up already, 
put up to the present writing he has secured 
no other matches. A week ago fight fars were 
under the impression he had Billy Mellody 
and Jimmy Gardner signed, Hugo Kelly and 
Joe Thomas on the point of signing, and 
Tommy Murphy and “‘ Kid * Herman surely 
cinched. Nothing definite has been heard 
regarding Mellody and Gardner, the Kelly- 
Thomas affair has petered out because Joe 
refused to agree to Kelly’s weight proposi- 
tion, and Murphy is now talked of as being 
matched with “ Young ’’ Corbett. 

Herman, from all accounts, was the one 
man Riley was desirous of securing, and be- 
fore Murphy trimmed Corbett he wanted to 
match the “‘ Kid” to fight Corbett. Now it 
seems as if Murphy and Corbett will be one 
of Riley's attractions. This is because Joe 
Gans has interested himself in Corbett and 
has offered to k him for $5,000 to fight 
Tommy. provided Corbett will place himself 
in his charge and permit him (Gans) to con- 


dition him for the contest. This, of course, 
is agreeable to Tommy, as he believes he 
can whip the ex-champion under any and 
all conditions. The match, if arranged, will 
be at 133 pounds, a weight that Corbett 
does not fancy. In fact. he states he would 
rather fight at catchweights, but as that 
would bring him into the ring weighing close 
to 140 pounds, Tommy righ*fully objects. 
Gans, however, believes he can train Cor- 
bett down to the required weight and teach 
him enough. of the fine points of the game 
to return him a winner.

This matching of Corbett and Murphy is 
leaving ‘‘Kid’’ Herman out in the cold, and 
that after being the one man sought after 
by Manager Riley. Riley has had many 
irons in the fire since the Gans-Herman fight 
and one of the principal irons is Jack O' Brien, 
whom, it is reported, he has signed to meet 
any man he, Riley, might select to fight for 
a $12,000 purse. O’Brien, according to con- 
tract, was not to select his man, which, it 
appears, he is doing, as he positively re- 
fuses to fight Hugo Kelly, whom Riley has 
his eyes on. The Philadelphian states, it is 
said, he will not fight Kelly because the 
local man secured a decision over him at 
Indianapolis, and that he will not give him 
a chance to earn a dollar. 

In reply to this Silvie Ferretti, Kelly’s man- 
ager, says he will let his man ficht Jack at 
158 pounds, winner take all of the money, 
and will bet him a chunk of money on the 
result. Therefore if Jack does not want to 
give Kelly a chance to earn a dollar and 
thinks he can defeat him he should accept 
Ferretti's proposition. While negotiations 
are pending between Jack and Hugo, the 
latter is open to fight any man in the coun- 
try at the middleweight limit for the middle- 
weight championship. He and Tommy Ryan 
are matched to fight for that title, and for 
a while it appeared as if they would come 
together, but at present it seems to be off.

While Jack O’Brien is seeking a match in 
the far west pending his championship fight 
with Tommy Burns, which is slated to take 
place at Los Angeles in May, Burns also is 
looking to pick up a little change in the east. 
According to the conditions of their match 
they can fight aa often as they please until 
St. Patrick’s day, after which they are hand- 
cuffed to Tom McCarey. Burns did not in- 
tend to engage in a contest before his fight 
with O’Brien, but while at Philadelphia he 
was broached regarding a six round tilt with 
Bob Fitzsimmons, and as he was assured a 
record breaking house he thought the money 
it would net him would not come amiss. 
Burns, it will be remembered, was matched 
to fight Fitzsimmons twenty rounds under 
the auspices of the Tuxedo Athletic club of 
Essington, Pa., which Gov. Pennypacker 
prevented, go he knows what he is about. 
There is’*o doubt that Fitzsimmons, despite 
his age, could condition himself to go six 
rounds atifairly good speed, and that is all 
that is necessary in a six round bout.

The tightness of the ivories caused 
him to cverdraw and overdrive. They also 
required a lighter touch or stroke to play close 
billiards, the lines especially. All of this was 
@ handicap to the championship aspirant. 
He showed masterly skill in playing position, 
in angle play, massés, draws, and folkcws; 
@till he could not control the ivcries. 

Drives to short cushions that required speed 
to the fraction of an inch he at times failed 
t© master. This was so with other vaiuabie 
shots.

Baseball stimulates the appetite, and 
Possibly there is no class of gastronomic 
artists in the world, excepting harvest 
hands, that can compare with profes- 
sional ball players as feeders. Usually 
they confine their eating feats to break- 
fast and dinner, and are content with a 
light lunch before the game, but there are 
exceptions to that rule. 


Harry Pulliam, when he was running 
the old Louisville club for Dreyfuss, once 
attempted an experiment which he never 
repeated. He put the team up at a Euro- 
pean plan hotel in New York and thought 
he was saving money. When the bill for 
that first meal was rendered to him by the 
apprehensive proprietor, who figured that 
the total receipts of the Colonels might 
not meet a week at that rate, Pulliam 
turned as red as his vest, then white as 
his collar. Hahnus Wagner led with a 
total of $14.25, and Pete Dowling was 
second with $12 even, with the rest rang- 
ing from $5 upward. The next meal was 
on the American plan. 

—~o 

But even among such enthusiastic eat- 
ers there are some who stand out promi- 
nently as feeders. Perhaps the best feed- 
er that ever broke into the game was 
Walter Thornton, the big pitcher who 
starred with Anson a couple of years and 
was driven out of baseball because he de- 
clined to sign a contract at the terms 
offered him by Col. Hart. Thornton was 
big and vulgarly healthy, and never was 
there such an appetite. He could spot 
Bill Everitt two lamb chops and a dish 
of peas and beat him easily, which in it- 
self was going some. Not only did he hold 
the championship for a single meal, but 
he was one of the most persistent eaters 
that every happened. He was a trifle 
handicapped because he used only a fork 
in eating, which gave some of the knife 
manipulators an advantage, but he was 
there. Many times at night when the 
train was running along with all the lights 
out in the sleepers and everybody seem- 
ingly dead to:‘the world the train would 
stop and any one who was awake would 
hear a window lifted cautiously and then 
Thornton’s voice would ask: ‘ Say, boy, 
is there any place near here you can get 
me a sandwich.” 

One cxtremely hot day in Philadelphia 
Thornton pitched two’games in one after- 
noon. The heat was intense, so great that 
Frank Chance, who was catching him, 
was wading in water and mud caused from 
perspiration dripping from his uniform. 
The players of both teams were suffering 
intensely. During the second game I 
dropped down to the bench to speak to 
some one and T. Donohue met me with: 
“ What do you think of him?” 

“He's going along pretty well,’’ I re- 
sponded. 

“I don’t mean pitching,’ seid T., “I 
mean eating. He's eaten a sandwich 
every two innings since he started, and 
has gone in after a piece of pie.”

There was a player in one of the big 
league clubs years ago—it would be cruel 
to tell his name—who was a candidate for 
gastronomic honors and yet was handi- 
capped out of it. His handicap consisted 
of inability to read even the bill of fare, 
and yet to hide his ignorance he always 
made the bluff of looking over the card 
and then ordering things he knew were 
there. Generally he had to confine himself 
to eggs at breakfast, roast beef at lunch- 


eon, and whatever he saw the others eat- 
ing at dinner. For a long time the fact 
that he could not read was kept a secret 
by him, but in an evil moment Jack Luby 
discovered the fact. The next day at 
luncheon Jack sat next to the player and 
remarked, *‘Old man, I’m: on that you 


can’t read; let me order for you.” 

The ignorant one whispered grateful 
thanks, never suspecting what he was 
letting himself In for. Jack issued an or- 
der that staggered the waiter. 

The next meal the ignorant one sought 
Jack’s companionship and profited by his 
ability to read. For a week or more the 
plan worked to perfection. Then one day 
Jack came in late and took a seat clear 
across the dining room from his friend. 
He ordered his meal and then, arising and 
looking around the room, stood pointing 
toward the unfortunate illfterate one and 
said loudly: 

“ That gentleman in the blue suit at the 
seventh table will take the same thing.”’ 

During the rest of the season Jack made 
life miserable for the other fellow by or- 
dering loudly for him and exposing him 
at every opportunity.

“I stuck to Carey through five helpings 
of the meat and seventy-two corn cakes,” 
said Cunny. ‘“ Then I quit and watched 
him, He ate up to ninety-four cakes and 
then quit, being too polite to ask the old 
lady to mix another bowl of batter. When 
we paid the old woman 60 cents for the 
feed, as.she asked, she said, “‘ Good Lor’, 
white man, you eat moh laik a niggah 
than any white man I ever gee.”’

Race in East and Chicago-Macki- 
naw Event in West Will Be 
Brought Together in Special Con- 
test—Clashes on Maumee River 
Also Proposed—Parade Also Being 
Considered—Ruales for Regatta. 


Toledo, O., Jan. 19.—[Special. ]—The Toledo 
Yacht club is making arrangements for mo- 
tor boat races and a motor boat carnival to 
be held here Aug. 13 to 17. 

It has been arranged to bring here the 
winners of the eastern long distance power 
boat race from College Point to Marblehead, 
as well as of the western long distance race 
from Chicago to Mackinaw. Assurance also 
has been given the Toledo club that many 
other boats of all descriptions will be entered 
from a!llthe ports along the lakes. 

There wil] be races from Toledoto Bar Point 
and return for the smaller boats; races from 
: Toledo to Cleveland and return for the larger 
' classes, and a final race from Toledo to Erie 
and return to determine the final supremacy 
between the winners of the eastern and west- 
ern long distance races. It is also planned to 
have races for the high speed boats on the 
Maumee river and to have a grand motor boat 
parade. 

In order to avoid all squabbling over meas- 
urements, handicaps, and the distribution of 
prizes, Prof. H. C. Sadler of the University 
of Michigan will be employed to measure the 
boats. It is proposed to adopt for these races 


of 1905, using 50 or 60 per cent of the allow- 
ances. 

It is proposed to divide the boats that enter 
in the Toledo events into three classes—one 
| for boats from twenty to thirty-five feet; one 
' for boats from thirty-five to fifty feet, and 
' one for larger boats. It is the intention of 

the committee to send the winners of the 
| College Point-Marblehead and the Chicago- 
| Mackinaw races from the Toledo club to 
Erie and return. This course is approximate- 
ly 400 miles long and will not only prove a 
| test of speed but one of endurance as well. 

For boats over thirty-five feet there will 
be two classes—one class thirty-five and fifty 
feet and another for boats more than fifty 
feet water line. All boats fn this class must 
be strictly cabin boats, no canopy tops or 
makeshifts being allowed. 

These two classes will start from the Toledo 
club to the mouth of the Detroit river, thence 
to Cleveland and return, making a 225 mile 
| course. The race for smaller boats, from 

twenty to thirty-five feet, will be from the 
| Toledo club to Bar Point light and return, 
‘going over the course twice, making the 
course approximately 100 miles.

That the grand circuit will do business th!s 
ear along the same lines that have been fol- 
ead since the incorporation of the big 
tracks was made plain at the annual meeting 
im New York City the other day. 
The only important change in the person- 
of the ization was the retirement 
om the presidency of D. J. Campau of De- 
troit, who has filled the office of chief execu- 
tive since the birth of the circuit in its pres- 
t form.. J. M. Johnson, who succeeds Mr. 
ampau in office, is a New Englander who 
has come to the front in harness horse mat- 
teres rapidly during the last five years. He 
halig from Maine, and cameinto notice as the 
owner of the trotter Sadie Mac when that 
great mare was a yearling. He was then: 
breeder in a small way and promineftt in 
local politics, being mayor of Calais, Me. 
Since that time Mr. Johnson has blossomed 
wonderfully. He leased, or bought, the 
FPotbes farm near Boston after the death of 
ite founder, and began racing horses. Also, 
he became prominent as a breeder through 
his purchase of Nancy Hanks end other 
fancy priced stock. Last summer he was 
put et the head of the New England Breed- 
ere’ association, which owns the track at 
Readvilie, and has taken an active part in 
the management of that property. Now he 
-iIse-president of the grand circuit and; there- 
fere, one of the notable figures in the harness 
horse world. 


Officials Are Retained. 


There was a feeling in some quarters that 
the grand circuit might make a change in the 
official starter and official judge this year, 
owing to the fact that some of the tracks in 
the membership objected more or less strong- 
ly to one or both of them, but Messrs. New- 
ton and Hiayt were reéngaged. Buffalo de- 
clined to accept the services of Mr. Newton 
as starier during its 1906 meeting, although 
it had to pay for him just the same, and there 
Was some talk that Mr. Hayt was not up to 
the standard required for a presiding judge 
at meetings of such. great importance as are 
those of the grand circult tracks. Hence the 
unanimous reélection of both men was a 
surprise. 

John H. Shults, the Brooklyn breeder, who 
has put a miilion dollars into the horse bus!i- 
ness one way and another, evidently intends 
to make a strong bid in the racing game next 
year. 

On their breeding alone the fifteen trotters 
that Mr. Shults shipped the other day to 
Macon, Ga., where they will be given an early 
Preparation, would be a notabie lot. With 
two exceptions they are by Axworthy, but 


'. the pair of outsiders are pure cream in the 


way of blood lines, one being the 6 year old 
mare Pleasant Thought, by Prodigal, dam 
Extasy (2:10%, pacing, as a 2 year old, and 
2:114%4, trotting, as a 8 year old), and the 
ether a 2 year old pacer by Directly, 2:03, 
dam Lena N. (p.), 2:05.

Youngsters Have Quality. 


There is not any question about the quality 
of these youngsters, as they were sufficiently 
tried out over the farm track last fall to show 

them worth going on with, but how much 
_@uecess they will have depends of course 
om the training. Frank Phillips, who has 
the lot in charge, is not among the topnotch- 
ers as a colt handler, nor is he known asa 
race driver of the highest grade. In his 
previous essays at the racing game Mr. Shults 
has not been successful, although he has had 
in his employ at various times such good 
drivers as A. L. Thomasand Andy McDowell. 
A coupie of years ago he engaged Millard 
Sanders to train a lot of youngsters for him 
during the winter at the Memphis track, 
they being taken to Cleveland in the spring 
and given some further lessons during the 
summer. Tom Axworthy, 2:07, and Jack Ax- 
worthy, race record 2:15% as a 2 year old, 
were among those turned out from the Sand- 
ers scho.l, and on account of what they ac- 
complished it was thought Mr. Shults would 
continue the California trainer in charge, but 
he did not. He turned over a bunch of Ax- 
—‘worthys to Tom Murphy, and one of the band, 
the 4 year old stallion, Guy Axworthy, trotted 
toa record of 2:08% in his first race at Lexing- 
ton last fall, although unsteadiness prevented 
htis winning. That horse, looking at the close 
of the 1906 carnpaign to be the best Axworthy 
in training, will not be raced this year, as he 
takes his sire’s place in the stud at the Shults 
farm. 


Interest in Pleasant Thought. 


“Horsemen will be interested tn seeing what 
the Shults trainer accomplishes with Picas- 
ant: Thought. When this mare was a 2 year 
old she trotted a mile around 2:15, and was 
then regarded as something wonderful in 
the way of speed. She had a good deal of hot 
blood in her veins, however, her dam being 
inclined to jump up when pinched, while her 
sire, Prodigal, geta a lot of colts that take 
hold a good deal when warmed up for a 
race, and are otherwise unreliable on the 
day the band plays and the money is hung 
up. But as Pleasant Thought has been out 
of training a while and has raised a colt, it 
is possible that she will do to go to the 
races.. She has speed enough for any green 
class, as last fail she worked a mile over 
the Empire City track in 2:11%. Of the other 
| nags in the lot that went south not much is 
+ known, although the pair out of the famous 
- broodmare Nell could beat 2:80 handily when 
2 years old, and are regarded by those who 
saw them work last summer as high class 
trotters.

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McKinney Family Leads. 

The striking feature of the list is the fact 
that McKinney is the sire of no less than 
four of the thirty-one newcomers. No other 
stallion ever made any such showing in 
the matter of new 2:10 speed at the trot, and 
it shouRi also be borne in mind that every 
one of the quartet of McKinneys is a race- 
horse. Lady Mowery is only a 5 year old. 
Mack Mack, with rather indifferent handling, 
from the standpoint of reinsmanship, was 
never outside the money, starting at all the 
grand circult meets and then going to Lex- 
ington, where he performed creditably in the 
Transylvania. He is well along in years, 
and so is El Milagro, that has been doing 
some hard campaigning in the east for the 
last four years, 

Expedition also makes a good showing in 
the list, two of his get, Exalted and Biflora, 
and Emboy, a grandson, bringing the fam- 
ily into notice. Neither of the three, per- 
haps, is real classy, but Emboy was always 
beaten in the homestretch when he lost 4 
heat, as for seven-elghths of a mile he could 
outstep any trotter in his class and was 
always onatrot. Exalted is not what would 
be called a thoroughly game horse, but as 
to Biflora, I am not prepared to speak, never 
having seen her perform, She won more 
races, however, than any other trotter on 
the Great Western circult, which is some- 
thing to boast of, and is such a good going 
and perfectly mannered thing that she must 
be given a long credit mark, even if she 
should prove to be nota world beater. 


Oro Had Poor Luck. 

Oro, that took the fastest mark of any of 
the new 2:10 trotters, is a stout hearted fel- 
low that had none the best of the luck all 
summer, it being his fate to meet some real 
wind splitters every time he turned for the 
word. Gail Hamilton, that is next to him 
in point of record, was not in order a good 
part of the season, but at her best, while 
she has a fine turn of speed, the daughter 
of Oakland Baron is not the most reliable 
horse in the world. From any point of 
view, neither she nor Oro compares with 
Nut Boy, that marched down the grand cir- 
cuit without ever losing a race, all the big 
stakes for aged trotters falling to him, after 
which he went to Kentucky and took down 
the Transylvania fn such handy fashion that 
the big fleld of admittedly good trotters be- 
hind him looked like a lot of crabs. Of 
course much of the wonderful success of 
Nut Boy was due to the skill of Myron Mc- 
Henry, the best reinsman in this country, 
and I believe this will be proven next sum- 
mer when another man is seen behind the 
horse. 

Lord Roberts, son of two champions, Arion 
and Nancy Hanks, took his 2:074% mark ina 
tilt against the watch, and bhowed before 
that effort that he would not do as a race 
nag, his track manners being not the best 
by a long ways. Allie Jay, while a fast 
mare, owes her mark more to the patience 
and skill of her driver. 


Angle Bad Mannered. 

Angle is another of the bad mannered ones 
that took the watch route to fame, her rec- 
ord being obtained in a time trial, when 
there was nothing to disturb her. In 1905 
she won the M. and M. and got a race record 
better than 2:11, but there was no time in 
the campaign when the chestnut mare was 
not liable to toss a race over the fence by 
her uncertain temper. With her good breed- 
ing, fine size, magnificent conformation, and 
rich color, Angle shoul€ make an ideal 
broodmare, as it {s the willful, gimpy huz- 
zies of mares that make the greatest ma- 
trons. 

In the opinion of a good many horsemen 
who saw her perform the Missourt mare, 
Early Alice, is about the best of the new 
2:10 crop. She has everything that goes to 
make a high class racehorse, and I saw her 
beat 2:10 three times last fall over the Lib- 
ertyville track in a style that made her look 
good. In one of the miles Charlie Belden, 
a fast horse and a game one, came up to 
Early Alice with a great burst of speed when 
both were well inside the long distance 
stand. For an instant it looked as if the 
gelding would win, but the mare flattened out 
and sprinted away from him as if she were 
scoring for the word. Considering the way 
she was rigged the performatice was a great 
one for any trotter, and if Harly Alice keeps 
right and is driven and harnessed well in 
1907 it will take a 2:06 or better trotter to 
show her the way to the wire. 


Roberta Worth Watching. 

Roberta, 2:00%, te another evidence of Mc- 
Henry’s skill, and it will be worth while to 
watch her campaign this year and see what 
she does with another man in the sulky. 
Gulvailis. Directum wes not handled with 
any too good judgment last summer, being 
given a corking hard race in hot weather 
when he was not ready for such a grueling, 
but he fs by the one time champion, Direc- 
tum, and that means he is game to the core 
and will stand a lot of things that might 
bring a less sturdy horse to grief in. short 
order, With a record deughter of Robert 
McGregor for his dam it is no wonder that 


| Gulvallis Directum’ showed to be a horse of 


marvelous courage, and it is more than likely 
he will be one of the leading race winners in 
the 2:10 class this year. Of the others in the 
list there is not much to be said. Sister 
Colette is a sister to Charlie Herr, 2:07, and 
looked to have as much speed as her famous 
brother, although not so well mannered, and 
Pprowably not as game as the stallion that, in 
his racing days,’ would try and try until the 
other horses were ready to quit. When at 
his best it took a Cresceus to beat him, and 
even then the chestnut stallion did not win a 
heat until the wire was reached at the end 
of the third mile, the finish being so close it 
took the Judges to decide which horse won.

‘MOTOR CARD A WEAK ONE. 


FOREIGN MAKERS FAIL TO LEND 
SUPPORT TO ORMOND MEET. 


Reach. Racing This Week Not Ex- 
pected to Be as Brilliant as Last 
Year—Only One Driver, R. W. Har- 
roun of Chicago, Disputing Speed 
Supremacy of Marriott in Two 
Miles a Minute Race—92 Cars Nom- 
inated for German Emperor’s Cup. 


Motoring’s winter fixture, the winter meet 
at Ormond, Fia., begins tomorrow with rec- 
ord trials from one to five miles and will 
continue through to the end of the week, 
the meet winding up Saturday afternoon 
with a 100 mile race which is intended to be 
international in character. 

Whether or not this long grind will be run 
is a question, for the rules call for six en- 
tries to make it a race, and when the list 
closed last Tuesday only four had been nom- 
inated—a Darracqg, an American Mercedes, a 
Rolls Royoe, and a*Wayne. It may be that 
* Senator’ Morgan, who is promoting the 
affair, will reopen the entries if enough are in 
sizht to fill. The idea in putting on this 


-100 mile grind was to coax in the Vanderbilt 


cup cars, but outside the Darracq, which 
won the event, the others are not among 
those mentioned. Some regret is expressed 
that this “‘ post-mortem” could not take 
place, for the running of the last Vanderbilt 
was accompanied by a lot of “ it might have 
beens’ and the critics would have wel- 
comed a chance to see the monsters in a 
speed flight over this distance where they 
would not be handicapped by the crowds 
or bothered by the turns. 


Not Many Foreigners In. 

Those who have etudied the Ormond card 
declare the meet ts robbed of a lot of its luster 
this year by the failure of the foreigners to 
patronize it the way they did a year ago. 
Indeed, the foreign representation isso mea- 
ger it amounts to hardly anything. The 
Darracq represents France, while gingland 
has in one car, the six cylinder, Rolls Royce, 
entered by € S. Rolls of England, as famous 
in aeronautics as he fs in motoring, and who 
is a driver of great class. 

It has been expected that Ormond this year 
would see a renewal of the battle between 
the two types of cars—gasoline and steam— 
but the entries failed to bear out this belief. 
In the blue ribbon events there are only two 
nominees—one the Stanley steamer, which 
will be driven by Marriott, which cut the 
mile record to :28 2-5 last year, and the other 
the car built by R. W. Harroun of Chicago, 
who will dispute with Marriott his right as 
speed king. These two cars will meet in the 
mile event and also in the two miles in a 
minute race, which last year was won by 
Demogeot of France after, it is claimed, the 
steamer had been disabled, both cars get- 
ting inside the minute for the distance. 


Chicagoan in Speed Trials. 

Harroun ts well known among Chicago’s au- 
tomoblle row as an inventive genius. He 
brought out a bumper to be placed in front 
of a motor car to preserve it from injury in 
case of it bumping into some object, and 
later turned his attention to making a motor 
which could be used on aeroplanes. Of course 
it had to be extremely light for the purpose, 
so Harroun made the six air cooled cy:inders 
extremely thin. There not being many air- 
ships in Chicago, and Harroun wishing to 
demonstrate his theory, he put the motor ins 
car frame and went to Ormond with it. 

The Caicago made car weighs 500 pounds, 
and reports from the south say it has shown 
great speed over the Florida sands. Whether 
or not It will be able to hold the steamer in 
the mad flights is a question that will not 
be settled until after the two meet. 

There will be few Caicagoans at Ormond, 
for the reason the meet is sandwiched in be- 
tween the New York and Chicago show's and 
the Chicagoans find they have enough to keep 
them busy at home preparing for the show 
which opens in the Coliseum and First regi- 
ment armory a week from next Saturday 
night. However, there is a goodly repre- 
sentation from the east, many of them leav- 
ing New York Friday for the purpose of 
watching the races. 


Big Field in German Race. 

If the United States is represented in the 
Emperor's cup race, the maker nominating 
a car will have to pay a double fee, or $1,500, 
for the lists have closed and neither EK. R. 
Thomas nor A. A. Pope is mentioned. This 
is disappointing to Americans, especially 
since it turns out that the German event 
probably will be the greatest motoring event 
ever run, exceeding even the Gordon Ben- 
nett in its palmiest days and completely 
dwarfing the Grand Prix of France. 

Ninety-two cars have been nominated for 
the German race, representing an outlay in 
entry fees alone of $69,000. It is estimated 
that at least eighty of those entered will line 
up at the tape. This large field has com- 
pletely upset the Germans, who had been 
counting on using a portion of the Taunus 
course, having in mind a fifty mile circuit. 
But starting the cars a minute apart the

tion, so the promoters are seeking a course 
that will accommodate such a large field. 

Germany, France, Italy, Austria, Belgium, 
and Switzerland are represented in the entry 
list, a copy of which has just reached Chi- 
cago. Germany has in thirty-two cars, 
France twenty-one, Italy nineteen, Belgium 
ten, England four, Austria three, and Switz- 
erland two.

South Park Athletic Director to Be 
Made President of Organization to 
Control “Playground Ball.” 


A meeting will be held tomorrow night at 
the Grand Pacific to complete the organiza- 
tion to control and promote the new game 
of playground ball. Permanent officers 
will be elected and pians made to introduce 
the game in all the large cities in the United 
States and Canada. 

The organization probably will be known 
as the Playground Ball Association of Amer- 
ica. £. B. De Groot, the temporary chair- 
man and athletic director of the South Park 
Ppiayground system, is expected to be elected 
president. 

Playground ball is a cross between the reg- 
ular game of baseball and indoor baseball, 
with a few variations. The diamond is to 
have thirty-five foot base line with a pitching 
distance of thirty feet; the pitcher's plate is 
to be two feet by ten inches, made of rubber 
or wood. The pitcher will deliver the bali 


with the underhand motion, the arm being 


swung paraliel with the body. He must keep 
one foot in contact with the pitcher's plate 
while in the act of delivery. 

The baserunner will not be allowed to leave 
his base on a steal until the bal! has left the 
pitcher’s hand, Three balls, instead of four, 
a@s in baseball, will entitle a player to walk. 


The bat will be made of hickory, similar to the 
indoor bageball bat, except that it will be 


considerably larger in diameter. 
The ball is to be not less than twelve inch- 
es, or more than fourteen inches, in circum- 


ference, and made of a yielding substance 


weighing about eight and one-half ounces. 
Ten players will constitute a side, instead of 
nine, as in baseball. Besides the battery and 
basemen there will be two shortstops and 
three outfielders. 

The batsman on hitting the ball, when he is 
first to bat, or when there is no one on base, 
can run to first or third base as preferred. 
This will keep the fielders guessing, as they 
are Hable to make the play to first, and in- 
stead the batsman will run to third. Here 
is where the value of two shortstops will 
come in. The following batter will be obliged 
to travel the same route taken by the preced- 
ing batsman, oras long as there isany oneon 
base. 

A fair or foul hit ball will be decided the 
fame asin outdoor baseball, with the excep- 
tion that a foul will not be called a strike; 
neither will a bateman be entitled to a base 
on being hit by a pitched ball, which will! be 


called a dead ball unless it is on a third strike, : 


when the hatsman will be called out. 

On a blocked ball the baserunner will not be 
allowed to advance until the ball is returned 
to the pitcher and the umpire calls play.

SANTOS-DUMONT TELLS OF RIVAL

Machine Being Constructed by Aecro-

Santos-Dumont, the firet living man to con- 
etruct @ successful aeroplane is naturally 
regarded ap the chief authority on the mat- 
ter.

taches to the details of his projects, which ) 


have just been made public in the Huropean 
papers. His experiments with the aeroplane, 
which he christened the Bird of Prey, were 
so satisfactory that the one he is now build 
ing is of the same form, but smaller and 
Nghter, The great difference between it and 
the earlier model will lie in the depth of 
winga 
Tells of New Machine. 

“* The entire structure is being composed of 
wood and aluminium,” says the inventor. 
“ Already ‘two wings have been bullt in a 
week, and from now on the apparatus will 
commence to take shape. I shall mount a 
fifty horse power motor te commence with, 
ae the 100 horse power motor which I ordered 
some time since is not likely to be ready be- 
fore another three months. With this fifty 
horse power I hope to attain a high speed, 
and with the 100 horse power motor the 
epeed should be much greater. 

** Nothing could be more incorrect,” said 
the famous Brazilian. ‘‘ If Iam not able to 
compete with an aeroplane in the contest 
from Paris to London, I probably shall bulld 
a steerable balloon.

VIENNA, Jan. 10.—Unless somé sudden 
upheaval should remove the Karageorgéviteh 
dynasty from Servia there seems no doubt 
that King Peter’s second son, Prince Alex- 
ander, will be the next sovereign of that un- 
happy country instead of his elder brother, 
Crown Prince George. 

Of late the latter's wild excesses have be- 
come more frequent and outrageous They 
have gone far to substantiate the reports 
that he ts mentally deranged and utterly 
unfit to rule his country. 

Just 18 years of age, Alexander is 4 hand- 
some youth with a good figure. Physically 
He strongly resembles his degenerate elder 
brother, but In temperamént and thiental 
equipment he presents a striking contrast te 
him. George has the ungovernable temper 
of @ maniac, Alexander Is always amiable; 
George is lazy, Alexander is studious; 
George is stupid, Alexander is clever; George 
is coarse, Alexander is refined; George is a 
dissolute rake, Alexander leads a clean life. 


Frailness Interrupts Education. 

Like his brother, Alexander was sent te 
the famous school for imperial pages in Bt 
Petersburg, but the rigors of that climate 
proved too severe for his constitution and 
he was forced to leave. Before he did 66 
symptoms of pulmonary trouble began te 
manifest themselves, but happily these have 
entirely vanished since the prince's retura 
to Belgrade. 

When the king appears in public he is 
usually accompanied by Alexander. He 
seems to feel that the lad's popularity at- 
fords him some measure of protection om 
his tottering throne. 

Meanwhile King Peter has lost whatever 
nerve he may have possessed ag a young man, 
He is more closely guarded than ever King 
Alexander was, even when plots ageinet the 
late monarch were being discovered datly. 
Though only 60 years of age, he has the ap- 
pearance of an exceedifigly cl@ man. His 
face is ashen and baggy, his hair is white, 
his eyes are full of rheum, HeshutMfes along 
like a vender of old clothes and his hands 
have the drunkard’s twitch. 

He sleeps little and spends much of his 
time seeking courage In imbibing large quan- 
tities of old brandy.

Significant of the attention being paid the 
subject of aerial navigation is the fact that 
the French Aero club has founded a tech- 
nical branch called the Aero club institute. 
Its objects are to encourage the study of 
aeronautics, arrange iectures and demon- 
strations, and enable members to compete 
for prizes arranged by the parent institution. 

The prizes offered for a model fiying ma- 
chine are attracting the members’ attention. 
Certain conditions are also down, among 
them being the weight of the model, which 
must not be heavier than fifty pounds nor 
less than twenty pounds when in flight, and 
the length of the journey must not be less 
than fifty feet. No entrance fee will be 
charged. Judges reserve the right to ex- 
periment with a model both under cover 
and in flight 


Police to Arrest Balloons? 

The Dutch government is so convinced that 
the day of aerial navigation is dawning that 
it is beginning to legislate on the subject. A 
law now under consideration in the Dutch 
parliament prohibits the descent of aero- 
planes or flying machineg of any kind on 
Dutch territory under a penalty of $200 or 
three months’ imprisonment. The Aerophile, 
the official organ of the French Aero club, 
pokes fun at the proposed law, particularly 
at the clause which stipulates that balloons 
croseing above Holland must obey the signals 
of local authorities to descend. It says: 

“ What is the penalty if they refuse to come 
down is not stated. Perhaps the Dutch po-

For the last five years he has investi- 
gated table tippings, slate writings, materializa- 
tions, and other spiritualistic phenomena, —— 
studied the wérk of the most remarkable 
ums in the world in his efforts to discover a 
spiritualism is a fake or if it really is the science 
of the future upon which the profoundest schol- 
ars may devote their energies. 

Flammarion is not a mystic. He approached his 
subject with the true scientific spirit. He was not 
willing to believe anything that could not be proved 
to him. He was not willing to reject anything mere- 
ly because it was unusual or out of the lines of ordi- 


nary aclantine inquiry. 


Unable to Explain Phenomena. 


Did the investigations of Camille Flammarion con- 
vince him that spiritualism is a fraud unworthy the 
study of an intelligent man? Or is he satisfied that 
spirits exist and can communicate with men? He will 
not go so far as to answer either question positively. 
But he leans to the belief that there is “something” 
in psychic phenomena that cannot be explained by 
the common laws of physics. 

Flammarion makes the .startling assertion that 
“there are certain forces in existence, at present un- 
known, which can counterbalance the effects of grav- 
ity.” Tables can be raised from the ground without 
physical assistance. Objects of furniture can be 
moved about the room. There is no trick about this. 
It is a seeming miracle which Flammarion has seen 
performed often and under circumstances which pre- 
cluded the idea of ud or collusion. A dining room 
table may rise from the floor and float toward the 
celling without the touch of a human hand.

Is It the Work of Spirits? 

Whether this spookish performance ts the work of 
spirits M. Flammarion does not know. He knows 
that the force which draws all bodies toward the cen- 
ter of the earth has been set aside for the moment 
and that a superior and mysterious power has its 
will with the table. Neither, he insists, do the me- 
diums themselves know. They have found that under 
certain conditions they are able to transcend the laws 
of gravitation. They have learned how to put them- 
selves in touch with a mysterious force which they 
do not understand, and they leap to the conclusion 
that they are assisted by the spirits of departed hu- 
man beings. But that is not certain, says Flam- 
marion. The mediums may be mistaken. They cannot 
demonstrate the existence or presence of the spirits to 
a scientific certainty. They have ur:overed a mystery 
which they cannot solve. 

In regard to spirit writing Flammarion has seen 
many wonderful things. He himself did much writ- 
ing at various times while lending himself to the con- 
trol of so-called spirits. Old Galileo used to write 
for M. Flammarion, and the ancient scientist com- 
municated many interesting facts to the modern 
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E greatest kidnaping mystery Pennsylvania 
ever has known since the days of Charley 
Ross has been solved by the return to her 
father’s house near Oi) City of the long lost 
daughter of John Wood. Miss Wood disap- 
peared eighteen years ago, when she was only 4 years 
old.

Proof That Spirits Are Not Smart. 


The same sense of disappointment was felt by 
Flammarion in the communications made verbally by 
spirits through mediums. Sometimes the message was 
commonpiace, sometimes it was ridiculots. It never 
was of value. The poetry written by the spirits of 
dead poets in every case sounded like a feeble imita- 
tion of a reai work of genius. When the accommo- 
dating spirit of Shakspeare writes rhymes for the 
medium they invariably are amateurish. And while 
mediums sometimes receive messages in foreign 
tongues which they are known not to understand, the 
communications contain nothing wise or new. The 
fortune telling aspect of spiritualism is not proven to 
be of any particular value. The spirits either do not 
know what will happen in the future or they cannot 
be persuaded to tell. Some of the revelations made 
by honest mediums were more like jokes than proph- 
ecies. | 

Flammarion does not take the dark room spiritu- 
alistic séances seriously. After patient and honest 
investigation, he found many cases of trickery, and

Flammarion says that almost every medium with 
which he had dealings sooner or later was discovered 
cheating. Some of them could do wonderful things, 
inexplicable things, but in their anxiety to create a 
profound impression they would begin to exaggerate 
and play tricks. He had to watch them all the time 
in order to keep them from adding clever feats of 
conjuring to their performances. This tendency on 
the part of the mediums is discreditable to all that 
they do, and yet Flammarion found that, eliminating 
all possible cases of fraud or self-delusion, there is a

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HE strangest scenic play that ever was acte4é 
is being produced in London.

An after- 
noon tea or reception or “‘ at home °’—in fact, 
any strictly afternoon function—requiresg no 
after call. 

An afternoon tea has been described as 
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remedy. 


merely a woman’s way of saying, “ Come to 
visit me. when you will all be sure of seeing 
one another.’’ 


It is allowable to take a visiting guest to 
such a reception, provided a special point is 
made of introducing her to the hostess. The 
guest should leave her card with her own 
hostess, and on the card she should write: 
*“*Mrs. Murray White’s guest."" After the 
reception Mrs. White should write to the 
hostess at the tea explaining the situation, 
and asking her to call upon her friend. If 
there is time before the reception, Mrs. White 
should write asking permission to take 
with her her guest. When the giver 
of the reception replies to this note she in- 
closes a card for the guest in lieu of the visit 
which she has not then time to pay. 


Suppose that Mrs. White has a friend who 
is visiting a woman who has lived longer 
in the city than Mrs. White and whom Mrs. 
White does not know. The friend, Mrs. Pe- 
ters, on her arrival in the city, sendg her

It is proper to follow the English mode and 
drive about, leaving cards without inquiring 
if the hostess be at home during the “‘season,”’ 
except after a dinner or luncheon invitation 
or upon the reception days of special friends.

time for anything else, and life has other 
duties than social obligations. 

These women, however, are most punctili- 
ous in leaving their cards within a fortnight 
after receiving a call. To economize time, 
one member of a family often leaves the 
cards of the rest, dividing the responsibility 
of a large acquaintance. 

At receptions, teas, and daye at home people 
leave their cards -and those of the absent 
members of their families on the table in the 
entrance hall, before entering the drawing 
or reception room. According to strict eti- 
quette, the cards should be left in a tray and 
the names of visitors announced by the 
servant at the drawing room door. 


If a young woman be invited to an enter- 
tainment without her parents, the mother 
often sends her card afterwards with that 
3 her daughter in recognition of the atten- 
tion. 

A man should leave his card for the 
mother when calling upon a young girl, and 
send it up, if she be at home, leaving it to 
h-- discretion whether to be present or not 
during the whole or part of his call. In Eng- 
land it would be exceedingly bad form to ask 
for the young woman herself atall. He asks 
only for the mother, though he probably 
would see the daughter too. 

Where there are several ladies in a family 
and they are at home, he asks the servant to 
announce him if he knows thém well. 
not, he sends up one card, inquiring for all. 
It is an added compliment to leave an extra 
one, if he wishes, to distinguish one daughter 
from the rest, which, it will be understood, 
is intended for the one with whom he is best 
acquainted.

Pverything on the bird and in the bird is made 
so that it will be easy for him to fly. Nearly every- 


thing heavy is put near the middie of the body, so 
that he can keep his balance. Instead of heavy teeth 
far up in the head to grind his food the bird has littie 
stones in his gizzard, a sort of stomach filear the mid- 
die of his body. His dainty little bones nearly always 
are bo small that the air.can go into them and thus 
help to keep him light. His tiny round head rests on 
a long neck, which can go forward or backward, as he 
chooses, and so keep his balance. And the sharp, 
peinted beak on his face helps him to cut through the 
air, like the peaked bow of a boat cuts through the 
water. That also is why his body is ehaped as it is— 
like an aifehip, so as to plow through the waves of air 
in the sky. 

No wonder, then, that Birdie Boy can fly so fast 
and so far. 

A king of France had a falcon that'flew 1,350 miles 
in one Gay. A hawk can fly 150 miles an hour—faster 
than any train of care ever built. The fastest trains 
never have gone more than ninety miles an hour, and 
most of them do not think of trying to make more 
than forty or fifty miles an hour. 

Birdie Boy can also fly a long way of. The 
cuckoos in England go all the way to Africa, and the 
beautiful black swallows fiy as far as the Cape of 
Goou Hope, which is nearly all the way around the 
world.

A card is not sent in on a woman’s receiving 
day, but is left on the hall table as the caller 
passes out. A married woman leaves her own 
eard and two of her husband's, one for the 
hostess and one for her husband. An after- 
noon tea or reception or ‘‘ at home ’’—in fact, 
any strictly afternoon function—requires no 
after call. 

An afternoon tea has been described as 
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merely a woman’s way of saying, “ Come to 
visit me, when you will all be sure of seeing 
one another.’’ 


It is allowable to take a visiting guest to 
such a reception, provided a special! point is 
made of introducing her to the hostess. The 
guest should leave her card with her own 
hostess, and on the card she should write: 
**Mrs. Murray White’s guest."’ After the 
reception Mrs. White should write to the 
hostess at the tea explaining the situation, 
and asking her to call upon her friend. If 
there is time before the reception, Mrs. White 
should write asking permission to take 
with her her guest. When the giver 
of the reception replies to this note she in- 
closes a card for the guest in lieu of the visit 
which she has not then time to pay. 


Suppose that Mrs. White has a friend who 
is visiting a woman who has lived longer 
in the city than Mrs. White and whom Mrs. 
White does not know. The friend, Mrs. Pe- 
ters, on her arrival in the city, sendg her 


-— card with her addrese to Mrs. White. As 


soon as possible Mrs. White should call upon 

Mrs. Peters, asking oniy for her, but send- 

ing in two cards, one for the hostess. When 

Mrs. Peters returns the call her hostess 

should go with her, and there should be mu- 

tual invitations while Mrs. Peters is in town.

It is proper to follow the English mode and 
drive about, leaving cards without inquiring 
if the hostess be at home-during the ‘“‘season,”’ 
except after a dinner or luncheon invitation 
or upon the reception days of special friends. 
They justify it on the ground that it is im- 
possible to do otherwise, the distances are 
so great that personal visits would leave no 


time for anything else, and life has other 
duties than social obligations. 

These women, however, are most punctili- 
ous in leaving their cards within a fortnight 
after receiving a call. To economize time, 
one member of a family often leaves the 
cards of the rest, dividing the responsibility 
of a large acquaintance. 

At receptions, teas, and days at home people 
leave their ‘cards and those of the absent 
members of their families on the table in the 
entrance hall, before entering the drawing 
or’reception room. According to strict eti- 
quette, the cards should be left in a tray and 
the names of visitors announced by the 
servant at the drawing room door. 


If a young woman be invited to an enter- 
tainment without her parents, the mother 
often sends her card afterwards with that 
- her daughter in recognition of the atten- 
tion. 

A man should leave his card for the 
mother when calling upon a young girl, and 
send it up, if she be at home, leaving it to 
h-- discretion whether to be present or not 
during the whole or part of his call. In Eng- 
land it would be exceedingly bad form to ask 
for the young woman herself atall. He asks 
only for the mother, though he probably 
would see the daughter too. 

Where there are several ladies in a family 
and they are at home, he asks the servant to 
announce him if he knows thém well. If 
not, he sends up one card, inquiring for all. 
It is an added compliment to leave an extra 
one, if he wishes, to distinguish one daughter 
from the rest, which, it will be understood, 
is intended for the one with whom he is best 
acquainted.

With the cheesecloth for dusting and the 
incidental minutie for the work, a janitor 
is given $7.50 worth of equipment before he 
begins his first night's duty. In one year 
the wear and tear on his equipment means 
an outlay of $25, which with a staff of fifty 
men in a big building means $1,250 a year for 
the equipment of the force, to say nothing 
of the cleaning and polishing substances in 
use all the time. 

In the Tribune building eaeh male janitor 
cleans one floor as his day’s task, the work 
consisting of sweeping and dusting, dis- 
posing of waste paper, cleaning cuspidors 
and all wash basing, and leaving furniture in 
place. Each of these men has a pass key 
to every office on his floor, but so contrived 
that the pass key to his floor will not open 
any other door on any other floor. When 
the janitor comes on duty his key is given 
to him by the foreman. A belt strap is at- 
tached and the man belts the key to his 
waist and is required not to remove it until 
he is ready to deliver it back to the foreman 
after his day’s work is done. Each floor has 
12,000 square feet of surface, including cor- 
ridors.

ss Neatness Is Best Quality. 

When a man has gone over the floors and 
rugs with brush and broom and attended to 
all cleaning and dusting, he hag done a day's 
work. Ina force of thirty-five men there will 


“be @ best and @ poorest workman, with all the 


gradations between. But in the sense that 
one man is quicker, neater, and more thor- 
oughgoing than another, the exercise of 
these qualities means only that he may hold 
his place as long ae he may wantit. At the 
same time as he proves himself capable and 
pleasing to office tenants he has a chance for 
the little gratuities of the season at the holi- 
days. For a good natured, efficient janitor 
the opportunities are many in the course of 
@ year to show his adaptation of his work to 
the time and convenience of tenants. These 
are little concessions that are appreciated by 
many people whe are in their offices un- 
usually early of unusually late. 

Between the hours of 9 o'clock at night and 
7 o'clock in the morning the woman is ex- 
pected to complete her work for the day

Window Washer’s Work Hard. 

Most of the day work is confined to window 
washing and the cleaning of marble stairs, 
wainscotings, and the elaborate columns and 
balustrades in the general entrance to the 
building. The window washer receives $52.50 
a month for reason of the harder work in- 
volved. 

There are worse jobs than that of janitor 
in a big office building. The work is indoors 
and the man with a sense of neatness may 
find a satisfaction in the result of his efforts 
which the day laborer may never feel. 
There are janitors in office buildings who 
have been years at the work and whose 
work makes it a certainty that they may 
hold their places as long as they desire, 

The commonest fault found with the jani- 
tor is his lack of neatmese in his cleaning and 
A little dust under the cor- 


clean floor makes the lapse greater by the 
contrast. Failing to remove articles in dust- 
ing a table or a desk is a black mark. The 
foreman of the gang is the inspector of the 
work, with the chief janitor overlooking his 
ingpectorship. 

To both these men the worst part of their 
office lies in the fact that some of the best 
types of janitor continually are leaving the 
work for better positions. And not infre- 
quently the positions are secured through the 
office tenant, who, appreciating the manner 
in which janitor service has been rendered, 
leads him to give better employment to the 
faithful worker.

Masonry in rubble may be squared 
or irregular, the former showing the joints 
at right angles, the latter in rendom lines.

Stee] Structures Have Displaced Stone 

The “‘ Stones of Venice ’’ appeal to Ruskin, 
and archeeologists delving into the visible 
and the buried architectural] design and hand- 
work of the past seem to show the modern 
world that in the art of building it occu- 
pies no initial vantage or pride of place. 

It does, however, and in material, in its 
structural forms unknown to the creative 
genius of the ancient time, on either shore 
of the Mediterranean. 

Walls in bulk of stone, brick, and mortar 
are to a large extent displaced by steel skel- 
eton framing covered by a rearward pier 
casing of brick, those of the lower stories 
running from sixteen to thirteen inches 
thickness, growing less as they ascend. In 
due order, stone, steel, and a good grade 
of common brick alternate on front eleva- 
tions, and brick in bulk on sides and rear 
walls. Apart from these the other interior 
division lines of steel uprights are brick 
covered and boxed in.marble. Where fire- 
proof conditions dominate, hollow tiling 
makes up the wide floor areas. 

The work. of the bricklayer appears then 
in much contracted volume. The genius of 
invention aiming to displace time honored 
ways in craftsmanship has had its spells 
of paralysis in the awful presence of the 
bricklayer and his helper. They were pres~- 
ent at the tower of Babel and probably wit- 
nessed the origin of profanity there in the

with a safe and sure hand. He is of a high 


caste building trade and his kit of tools com- 
prises hammers and maliets, chisels, drilis, 
gauges, templates, straight edges, etc. 

One hardly can dismiss these several 
branches of the building trades without some 
further mention of beton, or concrete ma- 
sonry, that form of construction which for 
tunnels, aqueducts, cisterns, >reservoirs, 
and tanks, for dock walls, jetties, pliers, and 
foundations in yielding soils, for all kinds of 
submarine construction, displaces brick and 
stone maeonry. When prepared with dry 
Portiand cement it can be n.olded into arti- 
ficial sione. In submerged work it*can be 
laid without exhausting the water, and, it 
is claimed, without the aid of the diving 
bell. EXntire bridges, groined and vaulted 
arches, dwelling houses, and factories have 
been formed of it in France, while an orna- 
mental bridge in Prospect park, Brooklyn, 
with the flu.ed columns and interior finish 
of a New York cathedrai, ls formed of com- 
position masonry.

T often has been remarked that there is a 
woefully large percentage of excessive 
drinkers among men who work at night. 
Scientists and learned men long have 
sought for a satisfactory explanation of 

this condition, and, while they have put for- 
ward many ingenious theories, some of them 
exceedingly fine spun and scientific, they 
a.. have shot far of the mark. The expiana- 
tion needs no deep research for its discov-~ 
ery, the stomach being at the bottom of it all, 

The true reason is a matter of digestion 
pure and simpie, assisted, perhaps, by ex- 
traneous conditions, opportunities, and en- 
vironments. All over the world the morning 
meal is the lightest of theday. The stomach 
does not crave heavy food after the rest 
and quiet of the night. In fact, heavy foods 
aré repellent to it, and hence the gigantic 
fortunes that have been an re still being 
made from the multitudinous breakfast foods 
with which the market is flooded.

Learns to Eat Unwisely. 

The night worker, however, atising at noon 
or later, according to the hours of his em- 
ployment, at first adheres to the custom of 
eating a light meal, whatever may be the 
hour.. But with most individuals the matter 
of eating is a thing more or less of accepting 
what is put before one, and the night worker 
soon begins to help himseif sparingly to 
some favorite dish prepared for the other 
members of the hous¢ehoid if he lives at home 
or in a boarding house, and if he eats about 
at restaurants, as do so many men.of the 
larger cities, he soon will find himseif casting 
wistful eyes at some rich and heavy article 
of food which some one at a nearby table 
has ordered to satisfy an appetite sharpened 
by five or six hours’ exercise. 

This is the beginning of ihe night worker's 
downfall, for it will not be long after this 
deflection from the strait and narrow path- 
way until he capitulates to his appetite, and 
often the capliuation is followed with dis- 
astrous results. He begins to induige his 
appetite at will, eating everything that he 
craves and at any meal. His digestion is 
disordered and his stomach begins to crave 
stimujants. High seasonings and condi- 
ments may serve for a time to satisfy this 
craving. but later there comes a desire for 
something stronger, and the man iurne tc 
alcoholic stimulants. it always is whisky. 


Appetite Calis for Whisky. 

Absinthe may satisfy the longing of the 
artistic temperament and beer may give joy 
to the heart of the laborer, hot and weary 
with toil, but the night worker will have 
none of them. He wants whisky, strong and 
straight, and generally at frequent intervais. 
There come times, the stomach weak and 
fretful from unwise’ eating and a disordered 
digestion, when the system seems to cry 
aloud for whisky. It craves it as strongly 
as a normal man craves water when he is 
thirsty. It seems that the night cannot

are short of funds; hence fail to perfect their de- 
vices before offering to sell the same or having 
the same manufactured upon a royalty. | 

Another class of inventors fail because of dis- 
honesty. Seeing the tefects of their device, but 
seiling out to the first person who will invest in the 
invention. Manufacturers as 4a rule are not in- 
ventors, but are developers in the cheapening 
process of manufacture; hence cannot cure a@ de- 
fect of an invention because of being out of their 
line of business. For the above reasons manufac- 
turers have become chary of taking up any new 
inventions before they know first whether all the 
defects have been cured, whether it can be mar- 
keted at a profit, and whether there will be a de- 
mand for the device to justify taking hold of the 
same with requisite capital to make success.

Methods of Employment Agencies. 

Editor of the Worker’s Magazine: Referring to 
your article about employment agencies, my expe- 
rience may be worth publishing and warn other 
people of these sharks, 

I came to Chicago two years ago from Germany 
to find employment as bookkeeper. Being en entire 
stranger and having no local references, I found 
it extremely difficult to get a position, as most em- 
ployers are not willing to investigate Huropean 
references, as they cannot afford to keep vacancies 
open for three weeks until they get answers from 
the old country. 

At that time I saw in one of the local papers 
an advertisement of an employment agency, who 
styled themselves *‘ National Brain Brokers,’’ and 
boasted of their enormous success in getting people 
positions. I had an interview with one of the man- 
agers of this agency—they employ cloge on thirty 
people in their Chicago offices alone and have other 
offices in all the principal cities of America—and 
was told that it would be an easy matter to place 
me. The conditions they made were as follows: 
$5 down, which represented their expenses for in- 
vestigating my references, etc., and which would 
be returned if my references should turn out unsat- 
isfactory. Further a payment of 5 per cent on my 
first year’s salary to be made after getting a job 
through this agency. I subscribed, and after three 
weeks was informed that they had investigated my 
European references, found same satisfactory, and 
would “* put me on everything in my line.”’ For the 
following month they used to send me to three, 
sometimes four places a day, only to get in most 
instances the reply: ‘*‘ The position has been filled 
some time ago.*’ I nearly gave up hopes of ever 
getting a job, when at last I managed to get a 
position at $15 a week. The employment agency 
had given me the name of the firm, so I owed them 
5 per cent of my first year’s salary. I was tostart 
on a Monday and on the preceding Friday went to 
the employment agency to tnform them of my 
having obtained the position and further arrange 
terms for the payment of the 5 per cent. The man- 
ager of the clerical department informed me that I 
would have to pay the 5 per cent ($39) cash dowh. 
I remonstrated, pointing out that this was unfair,

sition for me. I told them this was not necessary 
and requested the. return of my $5. They refused to 
do so and I, after telling them in plain words what 
I thought of their business methods, left, promising 
myself never to be taken in by “ brain brokers.” 
I then advertised in ‘‘ The Tribune "’ for some little 
time and found ‘shortly afterwards a good job, 
which I am still holding. . rf H,. BB.

Gambling Men Don't Drink;

NE might expect racing gambling men 

to drink more intoxicating liquor than 

the average man.

A bookmaker who is now at New Orleans, 
ana who has cleaned up a fortune during 
the last season, says: ‘‘ Drinking doesn't 
pay in our line, and it is dangerous. You 
cannot name a single prominent bookmaker 
who ever drank too much at the track, and 
most of them are as sober as church deacons. 
Once tn awhile some foxy boy will pretend to 
be loaded up with liquor, just to get the 
talent to raid his betting booth. The sports 
pass the word around that the bookmaker 
has a “beautiful package,"’ and they all

begin to place bets, with the hope that he 
has marked something wrong, so they may 
get a littleeasy money. The bookmaker may 
look wild eyed and have a large voice, but 
in reality he is as sober as a judge, and 
probably has not had a drink in a week, 
We do not preach temperance. We donot 
care how much other men drink, and have 
no desire to play the part of reformers, but 
we find that we cannot have the clear heads 
and quick judgments our business demands 
if we are befuddled with liquor. If you can 
find material for a prohibition tract in that 
statement you are welcome to it.’’ 

The same habit of abstinence has been 
noticed on the part of professional poker 
players and other sporting men whose livell- 
hood depends upon their clear heads. Some 
philosopher suggests that these men get all 
the excitement they crave in their daily 


business, and that they do not feel the need 
‘of artificial stimulation.

Snags That Trip Merchants.

T te as true of business as seamanship 
that unless a man is posted exactly on 
what hidden dangers lie in the path of 
his craft the chances are he will go 
under. 

The retailer learns in the hard, rugged 
school of experience, but, nevertheless, he 
can learn much from the mistakes of others 
at much less cost. The following words 
taken from Bradstreet’s Journal for Jan. 20 
1906, will bear careful) study: 

“ Those who are disposed to learn from the 
experiences of othere who have tried and 
failed to make a success in business life will 
find considerable of value in the analysis of 
business failures, their causes, etc."’ 

A study of the causes of bankruptcy—that 
morgue into which the corpses of those killed 
in the battle for commercial existences find 
their way—ts inetructive.

Lack of Capital Ruins Many. 

At the top of the list is lack of capital 
This alone is held responsible for one-third 
of the fafluresinthecountry. Incompetence 
is held accountable for nearly one-fourth 
of the commercial deaths. Specific condi- 
tions (disaster, etc.) cause but 16 per cent of 
traders to “ go under.’’ Competition as an 
assigned cause of faflure has been less 
marked than for a decade past. Below are 
the figures for last year, taken from Brad- 
street's record:

Salesman Sometimes Works Ruin. 


Often the salesman really is the retailer's 
friend and knows it to be to his ultimate ad- 
vantage to sell the right kind of goods at 
the right price to the storekeeper. Frequent- 
ly, however, the drummer is out to get orders 
in any plaustble manner, and then the un- 
fortunate storekeeper too tate discovers he 
has been duped. The goods which he ex- 
pected to sell readily at a large profit remain 
on his shelves, eating up valuable space and 
interest on the money invested in them. 

Right here is where the average retailer 
“falls down.” He doesn’t know how to buy 
wisely. This is the consensus of opinion of 
the leading men in the biggest wholesale 
houses in Chicago—men who have spent their 
lives in studying the retailer, his habits, 
faults, virtues, and reasons why sometimes 
he goes to the wall. 

Another fault universally attributed to the 
retailer is lack of system. He doesn’t keep 
track of what profits he makes on certain 
lines and what he loses on others. Also he 
often neglects to keep proper record of what 
money is due to him. A writer in a popular 
weekly said: “A practically universal source 
of loss is the failure to charge all the goods 
which go out of the store. It is not too much 
to say that there is not a single country store 
which does not suffer a logs of 1 to 5 percent 
of ite business in this way.”

Too Free with Credit. 


The large stores in Chicago soon would / 


be put out of business if they traded on the 
“hit or miss” principles of many small 
concerns. | 

As statistics show, quite a number of fail» 
ures are caused through extending too much 


credit to.customers. But there is nocomput- f 


ing what an infinite source of annoyance 
end vexation the credit system is to the 
country storekeeper. 

Inability to get his money means inability 
to buy fresh stock frequently and means 
consequent loss to him. The writer was told 
by a salesman that one hardware man, situ- 
ated in a town of about 3,000 people, had no 
less than 400 accounts on his books. One 
customer owed $225, another $100. “If I 
could get all this money outstanding, I'd 
sure retire from business,” said the store- 
keeper sorrowfully. 

The manager of the country trade credit 
department of one of the biggest wholesale 
houses in the world speaking on the matter 
ef failures among retailers in general, sald: 

“We have many thousands of cases of 
cealers who ‘go under’ coming before our 
notice, and if I were asked to name the most 
prolific cause of disaster, I would say it is 
want of ability in buying—elther tp attempt- 
ing to do too large a business on too small 
a capital or buying too much stock, 


Over-StocHing Often Costly. 

“In a lecture I recently gave before some 
college students I stated that a business man 
now has as much need of training as a pro- 
fessional man. Yet hundreds of men em- 
bark in a retail business with but little 
knowledge of merchandise, and are entire- 
ly ignorant of the first principles of success- 


. ful trading, buying in the lowest market, and 


selling in the highest. 

“Buying too much stock largely comes 
under the caption of trading on an insufficient 
capital. If a man has a capital of $5,000 
and invests that amount in merchandise and 
then gets another $5,000 worth on credit, he 
is courting disaster; yet it sometimes ocours. 
It may be possible for a man with a capital 
of $5,000 to carry a stock of §7,500 and pros- 
per in good times; but he has no reserve 
fund and is not safeguarding himseif PARR 
emergencies. 

“T remember the case of a man who had : a 
capital of $10,000. Not deeming it enough, 
he borrowed another $10,000 from a friend 
of his, and gave a judgment note. Every~ 
thing went well foratime. Business was 
good and prospects bright. Then a rumor— 
entirely unfounded—reached his friend that 
things were not well with the retailer, Im- 
mediately he required payment of the note 
and the §20,000 worth of merchandise was 
sold for $10,000 at a forced sale. The un- 
fortunate merchant who a short time before 
had possessed $10,000 in hard cold cash was 
left penniless.

Knowledge of Business Essential. 

“It hardly is possible for a man to suc- 
ceed tn a business which he doesn’t know, 
and he should not only know it thoroughly 
to make a success but should have some gift 
for management. The retailer, to make 
money, should be able to install @ system 
of keeping track of his position all the time 
and not make a guess as to how many goods 
be needs to buy. 

“The man who buys a small stock of 
goods and does not get into debts that he 
cannot quickly discharge also is able to turn 
bis stock over more readily. His money Is 
not tle@ up. It is in the quick turning over 
of stock that profit is made in modern retail 
business.

‘ Policies That Win.

T has been said with at least a sem- 

 blance of justification, that “any fool 

can earn money, but it takes a wise man 

to keep it.” This kiln dried adage may 

be read that (“any fool can get a job, 
but it takes ability to hold it.” Unques- 
tionably this statement is freighted with 
truth, for practically every one has obtained 
@ position or several positions, while only 
ee ee ee 


' Job Loser Ueually Failare. 

It must not be understood, however, that 
success is dependent necesdarily upon the 
retention of a position for any specified 
length of time, for a change and sometimes 
several changes appear to be neceseary, and 
occasionally make for success... Certainly 
the records of successful business men show 
that a few of the rolling stones gather moss, 
and that men of constant change not always 
are failures. The man of success uses judg- 
ment, amd does not réemain in a position 
which offers him ttle for the present and 
lees for the future, if he can obtain a better 
one. Nevertheless an axiomatic rule may 
be established here, subject to only infre- 
quent exceptions, that the holding of a posi- 
tion for a considerable time is decidedly in 
one’s favor, and that the majority of suc- 
cessful men are those who have done little 
shifting of their business base. The rule of 
average is {safer to follow than the law of 
exception, i

Experience Best of Pay. 

No matter how much the boy may think 
he is worth, aad no matter how nvuch he may 
be worth to himeelf, he is worth little to his 
employer the firet year, and, perhaps, during 
the firattwo years. Notwithstanding that he 
keeps long hours and works hard and ap- 
parently accomplishes much and is faithful 
to his duties, he is in a training school and 
should consider the experience he is receiving 
a6 @ part of his wages. Unless it is neces- 
sary that he should be self-supporting, what 
the position offers, ite present advantages 
and its future prospects, are of vital conse- 
quence. A dollar today with a prospect of 
many dollars tomorrow is far better than two 
dollars today with less future opportunkKy.

Self-satisfaction Aids Worker. 

While faithfulness and energy count might- 
ily in the winning of success, no material ad- 
vancement is possible without a reasonable 
amount of self-satisfaction on the part of the 
worker or employ6. Nobody can do his best 
work, no matter how honest or faithful he 
may be, if he chronically is dissatisfied. 
The habitual faultfinder rarely succeeds. I 
don’t mean to say that one should be satis- 
fied without reason, or that he should liv- 
continuously under the dictates of the oft- 
repeated and dangerous-to-follow rule that 
*‘ it is best to make the best of things.” Rea- 
sonable dissatisfaction breeds success, while 
too much self-satisfaction works failure, Dut 
unreasonable dissatisfaction, the kind that 
makes one fret and keeps him from doing his 
best, is one of the great cauts of failure. 
No boy or man should enter the factory, 
store, or office with a feeling other than thar 
he is going to succeed and with a definite de- 
termination to do eo; and, further, with a 
willingness to work, to do his level best what- 
ever the height of the obstacle he meets. Un- 
less he is predisposed to be satisfied, and is 
willing to recognize trouble as a natural and 
inseparable part of his upbullding, and unless 
he is determined not to allow little things to 
bother him, he will not place himself in the 
line of promotion, and most likely he will not 
retain his position. At best he will be little 
better than a Grone, automatically doing a 
mechanical part.

‘Fieployers Dislike Petty Tardiness. 


Never be late. Better be many minutes 
ahead of time than a few minutes behind. 
Being ahead of time may waste a minute; 
being behind time may spoil a day. Nothing 
annoys an employer more than tardiness on 
the part of employés. 

Quite often the tardy employé excuses him- 
self because his duties do not begin at the 
opening hour, and he figurea that it does not 
make any difference whether he is on time 
or not. Therefore, he may arrive promptly 
today, but is late tomorrow. This is the 
worst kind of policy, and is sure to react on 
its follower. The employer is entitled to the 
employé’s services from the specified open- 
ing hour to the agreed upon closing hour. It 
is for the employer, not the employé, to de- 
termine these hours ahd when they are 
gettled upon the lowest kind of economic 
policy requires that they be kept religiously.

Lateness May Prove Costly. 

True, promptness of arrival may not be of 
consequence to the employer in nine cases 
out of gen, but unless the employé always is 
on time the employer cannot depend upon 
him. Neither can determine in advance 
whether or not either or both will be needed 
at the opening hour, and the employé’s tar- 
diness may injure the business and is sure to 
work against him. The day that he is late 
may be the one time of all when his services 
are particularly required. Experience has 
proven that one of the fundamental elements 
of success is promptness, without which there 
can be no dependence. If the train you take 
is liable to be late, take an earlier one. Bet- 
ter stay in the depot ant read a good daily 
paper or an instructive book, and arrive at 
the office on time, or a little ahead of time, 
than to take the chance of a delay.

Hurrying Home Displeases Boss, 

Don’t be in a hurry to go home. Success 
refuses to watch over the man who watches 
the clock. While the employer may not be 
entitled to overtime work, and while, froma 
purely legal standpoint, the employé has a 
right to stop work at the closing hour, a per- 
sistency in this direction will work against 
promotion and ultimate success, The em- 
ployer watches the employ6. When the op- 


portunity arrives he is sure to consider fa- 


vorably the one who is not only on timein 
the morning but who seems to be in no hurry 
to leave in the afternoon. 

Do not throw down your work at noon and 


‘leave it in an unfinished estate, for injury is 


Mable to occur by so doing. Of course, you 
should eat your lunch regularly, but five or 
ten minutes one way or the other will not 
affect your health. Be sure to return within 
the time allotted to you, uniess you tell your 
manager that you may be delayed. When 
you request an extra ten minutes never ex- 
ceed it. Your employer should be able to 
depend upon your prompt arrival in the 
morning, your return at noon, and your go- 
ing awey in the afternoon.

Let Task Serve as Clock. 

Don’t consider your working time limited 
to the specific working hours. Give your em- 
ployer all the time he needs, provided it does 
not interfere with your health. If the firm 
is buey, come in voluntarily half am hour or 
@o earlier and stay @ ttle later if you can 
be of service. This will impress your em- 
ployer favorably. Under no circumstances 
be a clock man. 

Work steadily. Avoid loafing during busi- 
ness hours. You are entitled to a breath- 
ing spell, and it is well for you to rest occa- 
sionally, but when you rest, rest, and when 
you work, work. Don’t sit witif your pen- 
holder in your mouth, and don’t chew your 
pencil. Don/t spend yur time telling sto- 
ries or jokes. If your employer doesn't give 
you anything to do, find something, Better 
be dusting or cleaning up here or there, even 
if it isn’t part of your work. Dorft loaf. 
Loafing isn’t resting. If you have the time, 
learn about the business, not only your part

Anticipate your employer's wants. Find 
out what he likes and dislikes and cater to 
him.

It is proper 
that you should be and do what he wants 
you to be and do, provided !t doesn’t interfere 
with your individuality and honor. Don't 
be obtrusive. Don’t force yourself upon him. 
Be on the lookout for a way to help ‘him. 
There are a hundred courtesies and favors 
which you can do which will be costless to 
you and which will be appreciated by him. 
Your employer is more or less worried; He 
has @ harder time of it than generally is sup- 
posed. The responsibilities and worries of 
business are upon him. little courtesy here 
an@ there will attract _ attention and be 
appreciated.

Thoroughness in Details Pays. 

No matter how subordinate your position 
may be learn your duties from the bottom 
to the top. Be master of the smallest detail. 
Be an authority on your work, even if it be 
limited to sweeping out the store and to clean- 
ing the cuspidors. Do the most menial work 
#0 Well that the quality of it will be noticea- 
ble. Take ad much pains with sweeping out 
the corners as with removing the dirt from 
the middie of the flodr. When you dust, 
dust thoroughly and don’t overlook the side 
places. Be thorough. Don’t work mechan- 
ically. Use your brains. Of course you are 
umler the discipline of the office and must 
follow directions, but there are two ways 
of following directions, the mechanical wdy 
and the sensible way. If you are told to do 


something and you can think of a better way / 


of doing {t, first become reasonably sure 
that your way is an improvement, and then 
courteously and modestly suggest it to your 
employer. Perhaps there is a better way 
of filing letters than that used by the house 
you work for. If there is, learn about it. 
and when you know about it, present the 
advantages of it to your employer. Keep 
up to date. Don’t be a mere doer of what 
you are told to do, but do what you do be- 
cause you want to do it.

Read About Your Business. 

Read the trade papers and keep posted 
about the business you are interested in. 
Much of it may be beyond you, and you may 
not have for years an opportunity to use this 
information, but read the trade papers just 
the same. Some time the knowledge you 
have acquired will come into play, and it may 
play a mighty big pert. The more you learn 
about the business the better are your fu- 
ture prospects, and a good trade paper is one 
of the best educational mediums. 

Read a good daily paper, and read it regu- 
larly. The successful! business or professiona! 
man is not ignorant of current events. A 
good daily paper is a necessity. Withouws It 
we would be little better than savages. I 
cannot impress upon you too emphatically 
the advisability and necessity of keeping 
posted. Cultivate the newspaper habit, and 
never allow yourself to be rid of it. Don’t 
confine your reading to the matter under the 
big type headings; read the editorials, the 
solid, matter, and the parts of the paper 
which give general information. 


Food and Sleep Good Investments. 

Don’t sit up late at night. Sufficient sleep 
is necessary for your success, 

Eat proper food. Plain, good, substantial, 
and digestible food costs no more than fancy 
stuff, and generally less. Don’t hurry your 
breakfast.. Get up earlier in order to have 
plenty of time to eat. Never limit your 
breakfast time to less than half an hour. 
Allow a Uttle time between breakfast before 
Don’t run 
for the train. You need exercise, but hurry- 
ing is not the right kind of exercise. If you 
live near the office, walk there. If from 
necessity you must take a suburban train or 
trolley, leave the car a mile or so from the 


office and walk that distance, or take the car\ 


a mile or so from your home. Bad weather 
will not hurt you, if you are properly clothed. 
A rain coat and a pair of stout water proof 
boots are health accessories. Keep in the 
open air all you can.

Health Merits Diligent Care. 

Before starting to work visit a first class 
physician and subject yourself to a thor- 
ough examination. The expense is trifling 
and the advice may be of inestimable value. 
Tell him all about yourself and what you are 
doing and expect to do. Ask him about ex- 
ercise and the best foodto eat. Have your- 
self diagnosed and @ mental map made of 
yourself and follow the prescribed rules, If 
you are sick, don’t doctor yourself and don’t 
ask the druggist’s advice—a regular doctor 
ie much cheaper. What seems to be a cold, 
a headache, or @ sore throat may prove to 
be something dangerous. A doctor in time 
is worth a barre? of medicine. It is a good 
plan to visit a physician once a year, even 
if you are in first class shape or think you 
are. Avold all patent medicines and other 
concoctions not prescribed by a regular 
physician. Never consult a doctor who Is not

Dodge Office Chronic Gossipers. 


Don’t listen to cheap store gossipers and 
to the usual fault finders. The majority of 
workers criticise their employers. Some 
times it is justifiable, but most of the fault 
finding has no basis in fact. The cause of 
Gissatisfaction often is with the employé 
ase much ae with the employer. 

The policy of business-doing, whether 
right or wrong, requires obedience to cer- 
tain written and unwritten laws, many of 
which may appear unjustifiable and unfair 
from the employé’s standpoint, and often 
from the viewpoint of others; therefore, the 
employé criticises his employer, and appears 
to be, or really is, disgusted with the meth- 
ods pursued. He doesn’t think that he is 
treated fairly; he feels that he isn’t given the 
opportunity which he deserves. This fs true 
im some cases, but so long as business is 
conducted aloffg its present lines unfairness 
will be a part of business. For good and 
sufficient reasons the employer cannot take 
all of his employés into his confidence; The 
employé, not knowing the inside conditions, 
is Hable to mieconstrue and to form wrong 
ideas. : 

Sometime this distinction may rot obtain, 
and there may be universal equality tn busi- 
ness as well as out of business, but so long 
as the present state of civilization remains, 
and business is done as it now is done, there 
must exist a sharply drawn ine between the 
employer and employé—the one to command 
and the other to obey. During business hours 
the employ6é is a member of the ranks, and 
the employer rightly carries the sword.

Learned to Set Type. 

Gilder was born'in 1844. His father wasa 
Methodist preacher, but not e circuit rider, 
with so strong an educational and literary 
bent that he spent most of his life as an 
editor and a teacher. His editorial chairs 
were those of the Philadelphia: Repository 
and the Register, both published in the City 
of Brotherly Love. At the time of Richard 
Watson’s birth the Gilders were living at 
Bordentown, N, J.; during most of his boy- 
hood they lived at. Flushing, L. L, where the 


Rev. Mr. Gilder carried on a school and. 


wrote editorials and articles without pay for 
a local paper. 

‘The fact that the father’s work for the 
paper was done gratuitously induced the 
editor to teach the son how to set type. The 
boy wase'so short that hé couldn’t reach the 
‘cage’ standing on the floor, and so had to 
stand on a soap box while being initiated into 
the mysteries of typography. Nevertheless, 
he attacked them with such enthusiasm that 
his boyish pockets generally held half a 
pound or more of pieces of type. 

When 14 he established a paper of his own 
which he named the St. Thomas Gazette, 
after his father’s school, setting up as well 
ae writing the matter that appeared in its 
columns. He was a fragile boy, and had 
no “school days,” actually attending school 
@ single day only.

Editor at Sixteen. 

Gilder’s first newepaper venture bore upon 
ita face a motto to the effect that its edi- 
torials were meant to “ instruct and uplift 
mankind,’’ but hie second, which he set up 
and edited at 16, was the local organ of the 
Bell and Everett party, a highly important 
politicale organization In 1860, but/no doubt 
never heard of by many of younger 
readers of this newspaper. 

Gilder began to find himself when Scrib- 
ner’s Monthly—now the Century—was es- 
tablished, with the Scribners as publishers, 
and the late Dr. J. G. Holland as editor. 
Holland selected Gilder as managing editor, 
and gave him a department, ‘‘ The Old Cab- 
inet,"’ to conduct. After Holland’s death 
and Gilder’s promotion to the editorship, 
‘* The Old Cabinet ’’ was discontinued, much 
to the regret of many readers.

He got most of his schooling— 
for, like Mr. Gilder, he never went to col- 
lege—at the Fayetteville district school, and 
while a pupil there marked his desk with 
his’ namie so that President Finley of the 
College of the City of New York, being able 
to identify it, bought it a few years ago to 
present to the college.

He hase to get it to hold his job, and in 
about niné times in ten he has to take it 
away from some other road if he obtains it at 
all, so that mearly all of the great mail car- 
riers of this country are employing & super- 
visor te look after this important traffic. 
There ie a peculiar condition and a popular 
misunderstanding on the part of the public 
in the matter of carrying mails on railroads. 
A good many people think that the govern- 
ment contracts with the railroads for carry- 
ing mails, but there ig no such thing as a 
contract that binde the department to give 
the business to any road for any time at all.

here is a fine chance for any number of 
progressive, wide awake Chicago men fur-

ness here. 

There still remain many industries in 
which no shows are given. Many of these 
industries would profit through an annual 
exhibition. For instance, the farmers and 
the manufacturers of everything that is used 
on a farm will profit by the corn exhibition 
which is under consideration. But there are 
other shows that could be arranged to draw 
more farmers to Chicago. There also are 
plenty of shows that could be arranged to 
draw other classes here. The idea sitnply is 
to create a novelty. 


Local Field Best There Is. 

While for the flotation of some schemes 
New York offers a more fertile field than 
Chicago there is no comparison between the 
two cities when it. comes to the promotion 
of a scheme of as wide proportions as those 
which a successful show must assume in 
order to be a success. In Chicago the spirit 
of the community is more solidified. There 
is closer codperation between the different 
units in the business and professional world. 
It is easier for the man with a plan to get 
a hearing in Chicago than it is in New York. 
One reason is that so many of the men who 
have succeeded in Chicago are men who have 
succeeded because at some time in their 
business pasts they have possessed enough 
acumen to let the other fellow do the talk- 
ing. They remember that they would not 
have done so well for themselves had they 
not let somebody else do a little for himself 
at the game time. Chicago has all the nat- 
ural advantages. This city also has the 
right esprit de corps. It is the city of cities 
in which the show question should be thor- 
oughly tested. 

The taste for these exhibitions goes back 
to the olden days, when the regular fairs and 
kirmesses were conspicuous features of life 
in towns on the other side of the water. 
They have been improved in this country 
and it has been left for Chicago to specialize 
in them. It was Chicago that differentiated 
between a fair or a show that would do good 
to this industry and no good to the other, and 
vice versa. As hae been said, although the 
list of industries that are now represented 
by shows that are held@ in Chicago is longer 
than any list of similar kind that ever had 
anything to do with any other city in the 
world, still the list is by no means complete.

There never was a time better than the 
present for the skillful introdswction of new 
shows and for the enlargement and improve- 
ment of the old ones.

How Gaskill Held the Fort: 
Battling Against the Ways. 


OBSEPH C. GASKILL has beaten the sea, 
triumphed over the flood, and, despite 
the fact that his home is surrounded 
by salt water, and that only alittle over 
eleven acres of his,180 acre homestead 

remain uneubmerged, Gaskill holds the fort 
in the second floor of his home—which also is 
the top floor—ang jubilates. He vowed that 
neither fire nor water could drive him off the 
homestead he had made for himself—and thus 
far he has kept his vow. 
The battle was between Gaskill and the 
Salton sea, that huge new inland ocean 
which, within the last two years, has been 


‘formed in the heart of the southern Cali; 


fornia desert. Where the sea drove out all 


_Others and covered ninety miles north and 


south and over seventy miles east and west 
of the desert, it failed to beat Gaskill. True, 
Gaskill has had the assistance of two great 
corporations and the governments of the 
United States and Mexico to fight for and 
with him, but nevertheless he considers it a 
personal victory, although one which may 
yet be turned to defeat.

Ne’er Do Well Back in Kansas. 

Gaskill was a ne’er do well back In Kansas. 
He had worked as farm hand and day labor- 
er for years, accumulating nothing, making 
little except what he needed for food and 
clothes and drink. But in his heart he had 
the love of home and the determination 
which he formed as a boy to own a farm of 
his own, to be independent and a man of 
standing im his community was as firm when 
he was 52 years old as when he was 16 and 
made his plans. Also he was no nearer the 
consummation of his dream at 52 than he was 
at 16. He might’ have owned a dozen farms 
in a dozen different places if he had possessed 
sufficient of what his neighbors called ** get 
up.” But when he passed 50 with no sign 
of ever departing from his monotonous mode 
of life or making any effort to better his 
condition, people around Garnett who knew 
him simply passed him into the failure class 
and decided that he never would be anything 
else. 

His acquaintances and numerous employés 
were astounded’in the fall of 1908 when the 
word was circulated around that Joe Gaskill 
had gone west to make his fortune. Every- 
body grinned, because Joe had become a 
sort of joke, and most of them expected him 
back.

Longed to Have a Farm of His Own. 

The home longing, the desire to own a place 
of his own, no matter of what kind, had led 
“Old Joe,” as he was called despite the fact 
that he was. but 52 years of age, to go to 
homestéeading. All trace of him w ost 
for a few months, and then one of his rela- 
tives received a note. _He had bought a 
quarter section of land at $1.25 an acre in the 
Imperial valley and settled down uponit. A 
little spring in the foothills a mile away fur- 
nished him his only water, but he builded 
wiser than he knew, for an irrigation com- 
pany was at work spreading its network of 
ditches and dikes overthe broad and wonder- 
fully fertile valley, which needed only water 
to make it one of the most wonderful farm- 
ing districts in the state. Also, up at Yuma, 
the government was building the great Yuma 
project, which was to reclaim millions of 
acres of land. 

Within six months ea ditch carried a little 
stream of watér from the spring to the acres 
of Gaskill, and a little garden patch was 
started. He was ditching everywhere and 
working as he never had worked before. 
Visions of a wonderful farm were before him 
as he worked, and in the long twilight hours 
of summer he worked on his house. He built 
a foundation, then a three room shack, and 
he made his own furniture from the rough 
boards and was happy. He raised a few 
chickens, ate eggs and dried beef and vege- 
tables; and kept on working at his home 
building.

Bought a Place in the Imperial Valley. 

A few miles to the southwest of him ran 
the Hne of the Southern Pacific railway and, 
in the distance, he could see the smoke from 
the chimneys of the great salt works at 
Salton, down in the center of the great Salton 
sink. 

It was this sink that ¢aused the trouble. 
The whole sink was much lower than the 
level of the sea, and Salton itself was nearly 
800 feet below the level of the gulf of Cali- 
fornia and the Pacific ocean, which were 
shut out from it by great mountain barriers. 
A mile or so from the edge of Gaskill’e land 
the grass ceased and then for fifty or more 
miles the ground was nothing but caked 
mud, the bottom of some forgotten salt sea. 
It was from this salt mud that the salt was 
taken at Salton, and the salt gave the name 
to the sink and to the little town on the rail- 
way. The lowest part of the sink was over 
800 feet below sea level and most of the wide 
Imperial valley which the government and 
the irrigation companies sought to reclaim 
from its semi-desert state was lower than 
the sea.

Irrigation Ditch from Colorado River. 

Just at the time when Gaskill bullt his home 
and started to make a little mountain spring 
turn the land from desert into a blooming 
field, the irrigation company made a ditch 
from the Colorado river into the valley and 
turned on the water. For a time the ditches 
ran full and the settlers rejoiced. Then the 
silt from the river filled the canal, the water 
stopped flowing, and the land lapsed back 
inte desert. Another canal was made, and 
the result was the same. 

The irrigation company was desperate. It 
went below the Mexican boundary line, below 
Yuma, and cut another ditch, giving it such 
a grade into the valley that the silt could 
not stop the flow of the water. The work was 
done hastily, the water turned in, and, with 
a rush, a full tide swept from the grand Colo- 
rado river northwestward into the valley. 
The ditches ran brimming full—and Gaskill 
thought he saw fortune smiling. He planned 
to connect up his own ditches with those of 
the company and grow great crops of or- 
anges, lemons—anything he might choose. 

Then a flood in the river came. In one night 
the great river swung from its course, tore 
a great gap in the west bank, waehed away 
the controlling dams, and swept with a roar 
down into the Salton sink. In three days the 


entire Colorado river was pouring down the: 


new channel, nearly a mile wide, sweeping 
away hamlets and farms. The old river bed

the bed of the old sea.

Desert Basin Became a Great Sea. 

The news spread through the Imperial val- 
ley that Salton sink was filling with water. 
Toiling away at his ditches, Gaskill heard 
the story of the river that had broken bounds 
and made a jest of man’s feeble efforts to 
control and direct it. But Gaskill was not 
alarmed. The sink might fill, but he was far 
above that, and surely the runaway river 
could not reach him. At the break In the river 
men fought like demons to regain control of 
the raging torrent, and falled. 

One morning Gaskill awoke and saw no 
smoke from the chimneysat Salton. A pass- 
ing horseman told him the works were under 
water. That day he saw great gangs of Mex- 
feans and whites pouring towards the rail- 
way, and the news came that the road was 
moving, because the water was lapping its 
old tracks. Gaskill heard. He went down to 
the water’s edge, miles away, and saw the 
river spreading out @ver the caked mud, and 
for hours he watched and saw the water rise 
high and higher. He saw it gain almost a 


foot while he watched, and then he went 
homeward. 

The next day he vowed a vow. He swore 
by the beards of every populist in Kansas 
that the water never should drive him off 


his land. It was his, the house was his. He. 


had paid for the land, he had built the house, 
and neither fire nor water could drive him 
off.

GasKill Could See Water from His Door. 

Every day after that Gaskill went to the 
railway and stood with the other settlers ask- 
ing for news from the break. Often they were 
told that the water was under control.’ More 
often they heard the discouraging tidings 
the river still defied the engineers, and that 
the whole valley would be inundated. At 
those times Gaskill swore that if the water 
covered his house it could cover him with it. 

By that time he could see the glint of the 
waves from his door and, still more ominous, 
he watched the railway’ move a mile nearer 
to him and run within a few hundred feet 
from his land. He was reassured for a time, 
because he figured if the railway could stay 
there his house and his farm were safe and 
his land the more valuable. Yet he cursed 
the runaway river and was bitter against 
fate. Still the water crept towards him,

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HE miustclaate’ ‘profession is not the 
bed of .roses that it is considered by 
the general public. As a matter of 
fact, the average musician works from 
twelve to fifteen hours a day, for which 

he receives $5. Of course this includes tue 
trips he makes to and from engagements, 
practice hours, time spent booking at head- 
quarters, and the actual time that he is fill- 
ing his engagement. 


The average musician makes not less han. 


$4 for one engagement consisting of five 
hours’ work. Soloists, however, make much 
more. They set their own price, some mak- 
ing as high as $250 fora singlesolo. There 
are few men that make this much money, for 
solo engagements are a rarity. The average 
soloist makes about twice as much as the 
general musician. 

Different engagements call for \attrerent 
prices. For balis, parties, entertainments. 
receptions, weddings, and banquete the price 
is $4 per man for four hours’ work, and yl 
per hour for'overtime, At a concert and 
ball where the musician plays four or five 
concert numbers, he is paid $5, while a min- 
strel show and dance will net him $6.

Five Thousand Musicians in Chicago. 

There are about 5,000 people in Chicago 
who are earning their living by either teach- 
ing music or playing. Of these about one-half 
are. members of the Chicago Federation of 
Musicians. The majority of musicians be- 
long to the transient class, few having steady 
jobs, such as in theater, hotel, and restaurant 
orchestras. 

The musician appears at headquarters every 
day, where he books his engagements some- 
times months in advance.. For two hours, 
from 1 to 3 o'clock every afternoon, 600 to 
800 men cam be seen making engagements. 

The various regiment bands and orchestras 
are made up of transients and composed of 
men who are available at the time of the en- 
gagement. The universal uniform, consist- 
ing of blue trousers, jacket, and military. hat, 
that now is used by the military bands, make 
it easy for a musician to belong to all the 
regiment bands in Chicago. A few yearsago 
the leader of one of the military bands, after 
booking a man, would charge him 5 per cent 
for the use of a uniform, of which he always 
had a stock. Now !t is not unusual to see 
a musician playing as a member of one regi- 
ment band on one night and the next night a 
member of another. 

On one occasion recently one of the largest 
military bands in Chicago, which had about

rank® at headquarters to make up the 
band. Such a leader gets an order for @ 
band of forty pieces to lead a political parade, 
and immediately goes to the headquarters, 
where-he gelects his men, going from one to 
another, getting the men that have not 
booked for the time that he wants them, and 
they appear in the parade as somebody's 
military band, usually the name of the 
leader. 


Of,the many musicians who play different 


instruments, the pianist probably gets the 
most work. He never is idle, some pianists 
having engagements booked six months 
ahead.’ At dances where they want only 


one piece he gets the job; at amateur the- - 


atricalé he is the orchestra; at stags and 
the smaller beer gardens he will be found. 
If he is employed by the week he receives 
from $25 to $40, but when in an orchestra he 
gets the same as Ps other members—$4, 
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Drummer Now Important Factor. 

In the last few years the drum has become . 
a prime factor In dance music. The drum 
mers have organized a club and have drume 
in every large hall where musical functions 
are held. In former years the @rummer was 
looked.on with pity by the other members of 
the profession because he had to carry. his 
unwieldy instrument through the streets. 
Now if he is a member of the drummers’ club 
he may use the drum that is found at the 
hall heplaysin. A drum will be seen in every 
orchestra, no matter what the entertains 
ment..At headquarters, if a call comes for 
two men fora job, a pianist and a drummer 
fill the engagement; for three men, a violinist 
is added; with four men the cornet soloist 
is the extra man. 

Including the snare and bass drums, the 
following Het of traps is used by the drum- 
mer in ordinary dance music: two cowbelis, 
two sete of sleighbels, slapsticks, Chinese 
gong, triangle, bird whistles, Chinese clari- 
net, cuckoo call, sand blocks, clog blocks, 
and dozens of minor accessories, besides the 
use of the rims of both: drums for — 
more nodse.

The American Steel and Wire 
Company have the contract for the 
wire fencing needed between Chica- 
go and Goshen, one hundred miles. 
Ten carloads of wire fencing is no 
small item, but it is not a circum- 
stance to what will be needed to 
fence in the entire right of way to 
New York. This fencing alone, 
merely incidental to the building of 
a railroad, will cost more than 
$300,000, 

The first carload of spikes was or- 
dered Tuesday of the Illinois Steel 
Company. . Track laying will begin 
in earnest in a few days. Mean- 
while the grading is being pushed 
toward Chicago as rapidly as possi- 
ble; deeds for right of way pur- 
chases are being filed for record. 
All departments of the work are busy. 

The building of this railroad has 
set the entire continent talking. The 
reception of the project has been very 
gratifying. Several thousand stock- 
holders have already~enrolled their 
names on the books of the company. 
Money is being received as fast as 
needed for building purposes. The 
sale of stock has increased from month 
to month since the start.

ON'T go into business unless you have 
money enough to discount your bills. 
Tats does not mean that if you have « 
' ensh capital of $5,000 or $10,000 you 
should confine your purchases of 
goods to these amounts. No. I? you go to 
market to buy your opening stock you can 
buy a reasonable amount of goods on credit, 
provided you can show to the credit man 
that you can buy about two-thirds of the 
goods for cash and that your reputation for 
honesty and integrity is beyond reproach. 
Be careful in buying. Don’t buy more.on 
credit than you can reasonably expect to 
pay when the bills become due. If your 
business ts established and your reputation 
good you can borrow a reasonable amount of 
money from your bank which should enable 
you, with your dally sales, to discount the 


bills before they mature. 
* s 


‘Businesslike Methods Make Name. 

Nothing will build up your reputation and 
eredit in the business world sooner than 
promptness and businesslike methods; noth- 
ing will weaken and destroy it sooner than 
trickery and meanness in dealing with other 
firms. Every business man who regularly de- 
ducts more discounts than he reasonably ls 
entitled to, or habitually makes unreason- 
able claims, or regularly returns goods 
without excuse, or habitually countermands 
orders, is reported and placed on record with 
all large busiriess houses of the country 
ahd he forfeits the respect of the firms and 
iéses his rating as an A No. 1 account. 

'M. buys a bill of clothing to be shipped 
Sept. 1, bill dated Nov, 1, 6 per cent off in 
ten days, 5 per cent off thirty days, or four 
months net. The four months are up and M. 
has not paid. The firm sends a statement 
with request to remit. M. sends a draft for 
half the amount. The firm waits another 
thirty days, then when no remittance comes 
they make a draft. The draft is returned 
and M. sends a check for the balance, de- 
ducting 6 per cent discount for the whole 
account. The firm returns the check 
promptly, saying, instead of allowing dis- 
counts they are entitled to interest. A check 
comes back with 3 per cent discount de- 
@ucted. Again the check fs returned with 
a sharp reply. Finally in May after two 
more letters, the firm, rather than place 
the account in the hands of a lawyer, allows 
half of the discount, crosses the man’s name 
from their books. He never can buy a dol- 
lar’s worth of goods of this firm again.

Petty Holdap Bad Policy. 

There are other cases not quite so bad. 
Often a merchant takes off 1 per cent, some- 
times 2 per cent discount more than he isen- 
titled to. He says: “ Well, I willtry it. If 
they don't like it they can return the draft. 
If they kick it will not hurt me.” 

Often the firm says nothing and sends a 
receipt for the amount, but such an imposi- 
tion leaves a bad impression, and those 
guilty of such unbusinesslike methods lose 
the respect of the firms. 

I know of one firm which took off $26 more 

discount-than it was entitled to. The draft 
promptly was returned, but it came back 
and was returned again. Then a letter came, 
threatening that they never again would buy 
f& dollar’s worth of goods of the house if they 
would not allow this extra discount. 

What could the credit man do against such 
a “holdup "’*? Rather than lose a good ac- 
count he accepted the draft. | 

’ Try to make your credit A No. 1 withali 
the firms you dea! with.’ By this I mean, try 
to make your word and promises as good as 
your note. Never make a promise if you 
cannot keep it. If you buy a bill of goods 
with 6 per cent discount In ten days don’t 
take off 6 per cent discount in twenty or 
thirty days; tt means a@/ net loss to the firm 
that selis you the goode. : 

~ o 
Ask for Time; Don't Take It. 

If you can’t pay your bills in ten days, pay 
im thirty, less 5 per cent, that’s business. If 
you have four months’ time on your goods 
and are hard up and need a little.extra time, 
write a letter to the firm, requesting an ex- 
tension. Such a letter will be appreciated. 
They gladiy will grant you reasonable fa- 
vors. But don't ignore a statement when a 


bill is past due. It is not businesslike. Some- | 


times a merchant receives three, four, or 
-_ more statements for an account past due, 
but they are ignored. This creates a bad 
feeling in the house, whereas a line with a 
request for a little extra time would be ac- 
cepted cheerfully. 

Don't neglect to pay a bill when it is due if 
you have money in the bank. Some mer- 
chante let a bill rum twenty or thirty days 
past due merely for the sake of letting the 
money lie in the bank. This is not right. Be 
prompt and treat the firms you deal with as 
you want to be treated yourself. This is the 
only way to establish a good reputation.

Monthly Statement Not Affront. 

Don't feel insulted if you receive a monthly 
etatement from a firm. Some merchante 
feel burt by it. Thet is a mistake. Some 
firms send out statements regularly every 
‘month whether a bil] is due or not. This is 
done so you can compare your books with 
the statements. If there are any differences 
you should notify the firm at onca Some 
retail merchants send ‘in daily mail orders 
to a firm. In such cases it is important that 
books be compared every month. 

Don’t be offended if the credit man of a 
— house of which you ask credit requests a 

gtatement of your affairs. If you ¢@re in 
: business you will not trust a man with a sult 
of clothes if you are not fully satisfied that 
he is able to pay for it. So it is with the job- 
ber and manufacturer. You cannot expect 


3 that they will give you their goods on credit 


if they do not know whether you are worth 5 
cents or $5,000. A merchant of sound finan- 
celal standing and honorable intentions never 
objects to making a statement

Engineer Gets $80 a Month. 

The average salary paid the engineer for 
eight hours’ work is $80 a month. In the 
smaller places where 
shifts, or one he gets less money 
works a little longer. The duties of eae 
gineer are many. The first thing he does 
when coming on duty is to see that his pres- 
eure is all right and that everything is in 
g004 working order, If any part of the ma- 
chinery breaks !t is his duty to repair it, and 
in the old buildings, where the machinery ise 
old, he is kept busy: repairing breaks. The 
temperature in an engine, room during the 
summer months sometimes reaches 1V0 de- 
grees, and it is at this time that the engi- 
neer and his fellow workers become ex- 
hausted, and at times they form relays in 
going to the different doors for ool drafts. 
At this period of the year the work is not so 
hard as it is tm winter, for the amount of 
steam is not so seiisean esc is steam used for 
heating. 

The engineer must keep close watch on his 
firemen, and with him go over his boilers 
about once a month to look for any defects. 
Outside of machines “ going through them- 
selves,” the most danger comes from low 
water in the boilers, causing them to ex- 
plode, and also leaks in flues and seams, 
which also cause them to explode. There 
absolutely is no danger of boilers exploding 
st they are gone over every, month and 
cleaned.

Assistant Chief Has Full Charge. 

An engineer that attends strictly to busi- 
ness and keeps his ears and eyes open study- 
ing the ways and methods of his chief will 
in a short time attain the position of assist- 
ant chief. This position pays on an average 
$100 a month, but there are some assistants 
that are drawing as high as $150. The as- 
sistant usualy Nas charge of the entire force 
of the engine room and boiler room on one 


of the shifts, while the chief takes one of 


the other shifte. 

The whole plant practically ts under his 
charge and the engineers and firemen look 
to hinh for instructions regafding the work. 
In cases of fire the assistant is the last one 
to leave his post. He stays until the fire 
department takes charge of the byilding, 
but until then he must keep his steam up to 
a certain pressure to work the pumps that 
keep the standpipes in the building throw- 
ing a high pressure of water. When the fire 
department takes control“ke must g¢€t the 
steam pressure in the boilers down as low 
as possible, which takes some time, and he 
must bank hie fires or put them out. He 
probably is the lest employé to leave the 
building, and ft is in a case of this kind that 


he needs courage. 2 


Faces Danger in Case of Fire. 

Some time ago im one of the large bulld- 
ings in a western city a fire was difcovered 
in the basement next to the engine room. 
All of the firemen and stationary engineers 
fied from their posts and left only the ‘as- 
sistant chief to care for the two boilers that 
were filled with steam of a high pressure. 
He stuck to his work, keeping the steam up 
and allowing the elevators te run and prob- 
ably prevented a panic, for a large number 
of girls were employed in the building. They 
were taken down in the elevators and es 

caped unhurt. After the fire was under 
control and it was thought the aseistant chief

64,000 Aliens That Come to Chicago Annually, Where They Gome 


HE popuiation of Chicago was increased 

last year by approximately 64,000 immi- 

grant aliens, and of this number an es- 

timated proportion of four-fifths was de- 

rived from the countries of southern 

Europe, which a few years ago contrib- 

uted little or nothing to the foreign ele- 

ment of the city. The annual report of 

the United States commissioner of immigration shows 

a marked increase in the tide of aliens for the year 

just closed, and while no municipal statistics in the 

matter of immigration are kept outside of New York 

City it is the belief of the leaders among the foreign 

element in Chicago that the number of newcomers 

who made their homes in this city last year exceeds 

the record of any previous year by several thousand. 

A campaign of education has been waged constantly 

“in the cities along the Atlantic coast with the object 

of moving the stream of immigrants to the west and 

south, and this, the foreigners say, is what caused so 
many of them to settle r aoa last year. 


Chicago Population dasceinia by 64,000 Immigrants. 
| Of the countries that contribute to the annual flood 
of immigrants to this country Italy has stepped into 
the lead and the Italian colony in Chicago was in- 
creased last year by more than 15,000 men, women, 
and ehildten who left their own sunny clime to try 
their for+ «e in the new world. After the Italians 
rank the Austro-Hungarians, and following them 
are the Russian Jews, who, disturbed by the internal 
strife of their native country and the relentless per- 
secutions they have suffered there, have sought Amer- 


ican homes in greater number than ever before. The 


“table shows approximately the number of 
tevelanieh from each of the principal European coun- 
tries who came to Chicago last year to make their 
homes:

It is the same way at the stockyards, where the 
Irish and Germans have been supplanted in the pack- 
ing houses by the hordes of Poles, Slovacks, and 
Lithuanians. Of these nationalities the Poles prob- 
ably have made the most progress, and recently they 
have shown considerable activity in the field of poll- 
tics. Every Pole in the city swells with pride when 
the name of John F. Smulski is mentioned and won- 
ders if it isn't about time to elect a member of their 
clan to the mayor's office.

Among the leaders of the foreign colonies it is 
agreed that the year has been a prosperous one for 
them. Andrew Viachos, a young Greek grocer on the 
west side, and a leader among the Greeks in that

Bicycle had died an awful] death, and was ao longer 
used except by the Working Classes.

‘Societies, The editors of their two weekly 
newspapers. say the Italians never were so prosper- 
ous ae they are now and in the savings banks of the 
city there is on deposit nearly $2,000,000, put there.

the packing houses now is done by the Hungarians 
and Slavs, who but a few months ago were raw im- 
migrants, 

The Bohemian settlement in Chicago is the third 
largest in the world and is surpassed in size only by 
those at Prague and Vienna. The Bohemian colony 
hoasts of more than 150,900: members, and centers for 
the most part in the @Bighborhood of Blue Island 
and Center avenues. The Bohemians have four daily 
newspapers and sevén that are issued once a week. 
The membership of their community is swelled every 
year by approximately 3,000 immigrants, and as the 
newcomers are for the most part related to those al- 
ready here tney are given employment as soon as they 
arrive. The Bohemians are employed in a great diver- 
sity of lines, and as they have been coming in a great 
many years their identity gradually is becoming 
merged with the other peoples with whom they live 
and work. 


Russian Jews Find Chicago a Haven. 

No more interesting class of new arrivals have 
been seen in QOhicago for years than thé Russian 
Jews, who have come here to escape the misery and 
persecutions to which they were afflicted at home.

Jewish Societies Care for the Unfortunate. 


The various Jewish benevolent societies in Chicago 
are kept busy nowadays finding work and homes for 
the new arrivals from Russia, and as no class of peo- 
\Ple are more considerate of their own unfortunates 
few of those who arrive penniless and hungry 4reé 
neglected. Those who are able to work are found 
places of employment and the ones who are too old 
or too ill to help themselves are given homes and the 
attention they require. Peter Sissman. a prominent 
Jewish attorney, says the lot of his people in Ohicago 
is not hard and that much is being done in a quiet 
way to relieve those in Russia who are unable to 
leave their homes. there to come to America. 

Russian Jews to the number of nearly 10,000 ar- 
rived in Chicago during the last twelve months, end 
an even greater number is expected during the com- 
ing year. The trouble in Russia is more than even 
the patient Jews there can tolerate, according to 


those of their number who have reached Chicago, and 


a general exodus is expected. 

Immigration to America from Ireland. England, 
Wales, Scotland, Norway, Sweden, Germany. Belgium. 
Switzerland, and France has dropped off immensely 
in the last few years and the néw arrivals from those 
sturdy countries are few and far between compared 
to what they used to be. This falling off is attributed 
largely to the generally prosperous conditions of 
those countries and the fact that previous heavy im- 
migration so relieved the pressing congestion that 
those who remained now have more of a chance to 
make a living than they formerly did.

The Chinaman is an extravagant cook, and the serv- 
ice given may be extended to include an additional per- 
son, and sometimes even two, without making the por- 
tions insufficient to satisfy an ordinary appetite. 

Mandarin banquets can be prepared on two or three 
days’ notice at from $1 to $10 per plate, wine extra, but 
if a party of six desires*to enjoy a unique supper on 
twenty-four hours’ notice the following menu will prove 
enjoyable and cost about $8:

Kept at South Bartonville Without Locks. 

Dr. George A. Zeller, superintendent of the asylum 
for the incurable insane at South Bartonville, having 
foight for the care of Bertha in his institution, pur- 
péses to make her a tractable patient and willing to 
refain. He has the history of his institution back of 
ith, from whose doors and windows he has torn away 
$6,000 worth of steel netting and steel bars. 

In the first place “ Fainting Bertha” will have noth- 


mg to gain by fainting at Bartonville; she is promised 


merely a drowning dash of cold water when she falls. 
She can sectire no keys by fainting for the reason that 
there are no keys to doors. A nurse, wideawake for 
her eight hour nursing duty, always is at hand and 
always watchful. 

“Take away the show of restraint if you would have 
a patient cease fighting against restraint,” is the phil- 
osophy of Dr. Zeller. “Human vigilance always was 
and always will be the greatest safeguard for the in- 
sane.” 

If “Fainting Bertha’ Lebecke were a grizzled ama- 
zon, even, she might be a simpler proposition for the 
state. She is too pretty and plump, however, to think 
of restraining by the harsher methods, if harsh methods 
are employed. She can pass out of a storm of hyater- 
feal tears in.an instant and smile through them like a 
stream of sunshine. Or as quickly she can throw off 
the prerty little witticism and airy conceit of her baby 
hands and become a vixen fury with blazing blue eye# 
that are a warning to the offender. 

And at large, exercising her charms, she can become 
the “good fellow” to the everlasting disappearance of 
half a dozen different valuables in one’s tie or pockets.

But while she talked and the doctor smiled a small 
key fitting nothing in particular was laid by Dr. Zeller 
close at hand and it disappeared in ten seconds. Like- 
wise a pencil from the doctor’s pocket found its way 
almost unoticed into “ Fainting Bertha’s” blond hair. 
Her smiling face turned all frowns when finally, one 
at a time, she took the key from her waist and’ pencil 
from its hiding place in her hair. 

“Did you ever know a man named Gunther?” asked 
Dr. Zeller suddenly. 

“ Yes—what of it?” she asked quickly, with a show 
of nervousness. ' 

“He is in the penitentiary.” 

“Good! “Good!”’ exclaimed the girl; “I'm delighted 
to hear it~--he ought to have been there long ago, and he 
ought to stay there the rest of his life!”

Bertha Says Gunther Promised to Marry Her. 

“That man Gunther promised to marry .me,” she 
said, lowering her voice. “He sent me out to steal and 
when I wouldn’t do it he used to beat me when I came 
home. Do you wonder I’m that I am?’

Her face was buried and her figure shook with sobs. 
But in five seconds the dimpled face appeared again, 
dry eyed, and at a remark on the moment she turned 
toward THE SUNDAY TRIBUN®S representative, winking an 
eyelid slyly. 

“Fainting Bertha’ Lebecke almost has lost con- 
secutive track .of the asylums and prisons in which 
she has been locked. 

From this Glermwood home for the feeble minded she 
was released. She got into trouble again and was sent 
to the Clarinda State Hospital for the Insane. Here, 
in the words of the superintendent, she was looked upon 
as a case of “moral imbecility, with some maniacal 
complications.” Here an operation was performed, and 
in the opinion of the superintendent she was eligible 
to discharge soon afterward as improved. 

St. Bernard’s asylum at Council Bluffs cared for her 
for a time, but she succeéded in escaping from it and 
was not returned. 

In At&BSylum No. 3 at Nevada, Mo., in spite of the 
close watch kept upon her, “ Fainting Bertha” escaped 
several times, but was caught soon after and returned 
to the institution. On Dec. 21, 1901, she was discharged 
as not insane and returned to Omaha, where she hal 
lived for a time. Here Bertha remained about two 
years, acting as a maid of all work in households. Her 
experience in Chicago and Illinois generally: reads bolder 
than fiction.

Most Unruly Prisoner in Joliet. : 


On a charge of shoplifting she was given an inde- 
terminate sentence of one to ten years in the peniten- 
tiary at Joliet. 

Records of Joliet prison show her to have been the 
most unruly prisoner ever confined in that institution. 
Her conduet was such that Prison Physician Fletcher 
declared that she was insane and she was sent to the 
asylum at Kankakee. 

Twice she escaped from Kankakee, once, as she says, 
with the aid of an emplové of the institution. whom she 
refuses to name. This first escape was made within 
four months of her arrival at the institution: the sec- 
ond after a year. On her return to that inetitution for 
criminals her actions were such that the hospital au- 
thorities decided that she was not insane, and sent her 
back to Joliet prison. 

On this second imprisonment “Fainting Bertha”

Her plan was to sleep in daylight and make the whole 
night hideous with her screams and cries and unspeak- 
able language.

Penitentiary Glad to Be Rid of Her. 

As a last resort the tortured prison officials at Joliet, 
taking the diagnosis of Physician Fletcher, sent her to 
the care of Supt. Podstata at the Elgin asylum. There 
after consultation of the asylum physicians it was found 
that she should have been confined tn an asylum for 
the feeble’ minded When she was younger; that, lacking 
this treatment, she had grown and developed such de- 
structive tendencies that a hospital for the ingane was 
the only haven for her. : 

But Bertha escaped from the asylum, which h&s for 
its safeguards the lock and the steel bar. Locks and 
bars are nothing to “Fainting Bertha!” She was 
recaptured and returned, only that she mfght escape 
again on Christmas night, finding her way to Peoria, 
where her escapades in going through the town .were 
marvels to the Peoria police. The conductor on the 
Peoria train from whom she took $30 has not claimed 
his money. But half a dozen stores in which she oper- 
ated and the salesman from whose samples in the Fey 
hotel she took hundreds of dollars in silks, jewelry, cloth- 


_ ing, and perfumes got back some of the plunder which de- 


tectives found piled high around her in a chair car in 


-an Omaha train. The Peoria police locked her up and 


while the charges rested Dr. Zeller of the asylum for 
the ihecurable insane at South Bartonville asked of Dr. 
Podstata and the penitentiary authorities tHe custody 
of “Fainting Bertha.” Warden Murphy at Joliet was 
delighted at the idea. Supt. Podstata at Higin was as 
greatly pleased. Dr. Zeller at South Bartonville Asylum 
for the Incurable Insane, receiving the young woman, 
was conscious of having a unique addition to the 1,929 
other inmates of his bariess cottages Of detention. In 
the history of the South Bartonville asylum, only one 
female inmate has escaped, and she was found dead soon 
afterward in 9 ravine into which she had fallen.

“If Bertha escapes here it will be the test of vigi- 
lance as opposed to locks and steel bars,"’ is the sum- 
ming up of the situation Dr. Zeller. Bertha is not 
wholly satisfied where she is. The food is not all she 
desires. She refers to her ward and its environment 
as “the dump.” Yet her particular dump. is decorated 
in pale blue—part of the color scheme of the asylum 
management—the color scheme of her wari being 
adapted to her particular temperamental degree of in- 
sanity. But while Bertha has been gnawing diamonds 
from tie pins, one of her fraternity in ward classifica- 
tion has a record of gnawing the woodwork from at 
least a dozen other insane wards in as many institutions 
for the insane. 

How subtly conscious of her position “ Fainting 
Bertha” may be on occasion was demonstrated the 
other day when it was arranged with Dr. Zeller by a 
SUNDAY TRIBUNE representative that she should go with 
two nurses and the staff member into Peoria in order 
that her picture might be taken in a local gallery.

Her spirits rose high at the idea and when her nurses 
had brought her over to the administration building 
she dropped into the office chair occupied by Dr. Zeller 
and in mock seriousness turned to the little group, ask- 
ing what she could do for them. 

On the Pekin and Peoria electric road she was 
banked in next the window by her escorts and was the 
pink of propriety into Peoria save as occasionally she 
turned backward toward the conductor and smiled. And 
invariably the conductor smiled in return! 

“Honey’”’ is her designation of Nurse Quick. “I'm 
a perfect lady, ain't I, honey?” she repeated a score of 
times on the trip. In the photographer’s gallery the snap 
of the camera shutter brought a start from the object 
of the lens, the first picture in six years save as the 
police authority of the state had insisted that she pose 
for it. 

But after the ordeal at the photographer's Bertha 
wanted most of all a “square meal.”” Miss Quick knew 
of a restaurant where quiet prevailed and where there 
would be little incentive to Bertha to faint, and there 
the little party adjourned for the “square meal.” Pie— 
apple or mince—was the dessert.

SPEAKERS AT HAMILTON CLUB 
DIFFER ON CRIME CURE. 


Agitation for Repeal of Indeterminate 
Act Fails to Meet Unanimous Ap- 
_ proval—Statée Precedure in Orimi- 
mal Cases Attacked by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barbour—Judges 
Speak for Determindé Term for 
Prisoners—Investigation to Start. 


The agitation for the repeal of the inde- 
terminate sentence act was commended by 
some speakers and decried by others at a 
meeting at the Hamilton club yesterday. 
At adjournment the members of the club 
passed a resolution for the appointment of 
@ committee to investigate the subject and 
report its findings at a meeting to be called 
later. 

The didcussion brought forth a criticism | 
of the state laws, of the administration of 
fusticé by some judges of Chicago, of. the 
methods resorted to by politicians to obtain 
the pardon of criminals, of the pardon board | 
for its‘actions in freeing certain men of in- 
fluence, and of the indeterminate act itself. 
A number of the speakers defended the act 
and declared that its repeal would mean a 
step backward. There was little unanimity 
of opinion among the speakers except that 
some sort of reform in the laws dealing with 
criminals is expedient and necessary. 


Barbour Blames General Laws. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barbour laid 
the blame for much of injustice to prisoners 
not upon the indeterminate sentence law but 
upon the laws in general. .

In some casee the judges 
are to blame. I know one judge who appar- 
ently has the respect of the community, who 
has no spine whatever. He falis flat when it 
comes to giving the proper sentence. The 
judges and the state’s attorneys are the 
friends of the downtrodden and they are not 
after blood. All they want is justice. The 
indeterminate sentence act is all right under 
the best working of the administration of 

ce.” 
Judges Favor a Repeal. 

Judge A. C. Barnes and Judge W. M. Me- 
Bwen of the Superior court favored the re- 
peal of the act. 

“The indeterminate feature is w Oe 
Judge McEwen asserted. ‘“ It brings public 
infamy upon us, It is a daily obstacle to 
justice in the Criminal court. The board of 
pardons works under a wrong system. The 
board is incompetent to pass on cases it 
never heard. I don’t like the arrangement 
that puts so much power in one man on the 
board and I don’t like the systetn where a 
man of wealth gets out and the man of pov- 
erty stays in. Give the prisoner a definite 
pentence. If he doesn’t know how long he is 
to stay in he loses hope. Then you lose all 
chance of reforming him. Let us do some- 
thing to stop this injustice.

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LOWER COAL RATES ASKED 


IOWA OPERATORS WANT CHARGES 
IN THE STATE REDUCED. 


Declare Present Tarif Pats Them at 
Disadvantage in Competing with 
Shippers from Illinois and Indiana 
—President of Orient Line Seeks 
Through Trafic Arrangement from 
Ch © to Mexico City—Land for 
Northwestern Depot. 


The coal operators of Iowa have appealed 
to the traffic officials of Chicago railroads 
running from Illinois and Indiana to lowa 
points for a reduction in the rates on coal in 
Iowa. 

The operators call attention to the fact that 
considerable reductions have been made 
within recent years in the interstate rates on 
coal going from Illinois and Indiana into 
Iowa, but no corresponding reductions have 
been made in the rates on coal mined in Iowa 
to points within that state. In consequence, 
Iowa operators say they have been placed at 
a disadvantage in competing with Illinois 
and Indiana producers of coal for their home 
markets, and, unless reductions are made as 
requested, they will be driven out of busi- 
ness. 

If the desired readjustments are not made 
the Iowa state railroad commission will be 
appealed to. 


Railways Oppose Reduction. 

The railroads are giving the matter consid- 
eration, but it is doubtful if they will make 
the changes demanded without a struggle. 
Their officials say the real cause of the Iowa 
coal operators’ trouble is that their coal is of 
inferior quality and rates in Iowa sre on a 
mileage basis, enabling the Iowa coal men to 
ship considerably cheaper for short dis- 
tances than can those of Illinois. On-.long 
distance traffic, however—that is, traffic 
moving more than 100 miles—they are at a 
distinct disadvantage in competition with 
the latter.

because, if they do so, under the law they 
would have to reduce them correspondingly 
on short distance traffic also, and this would 
make the business of handling coal in Iowa 
unprofitable. ‘ 


Shorter Route to Mexico City. 


Arthur E. Stilwell, president of the Kansas 
City, Mexico and Orient railway, has come 
to Chicago to make through traffic arrange- 
ments from Chicago to Mexico City via some 
of the Chicago roads and his railway. He 
said his road’s branch line from San Angelo 
to Eagle Pass, Tex., via Spofford, will be 
completed in a short time. It will connect 
at Eagle Pass with the Mexico National. 
The making of this connection will give Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, and other American com- 
mercial centers a much shorter route to the 
Mexican capital than any now in existence, 


To Absorb Switching Charge. 

The Wisconsin Central has announcedthat 
after Feb. 15 it will absorb the switching 
charge on every car of goods leaving or enter- 
ing Chicago over its lines on which it earns 
$15 or more. As its earnings exceed this 
amount on all cars except those destined for 
a few points tn Illinois, this practically means

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EPISCOPATE AFFIRMS POPE'S RE- 
_ FUSAL TO ACCEPT SEPARATION. 


Recourse te Private Worship Logical 
Consequence of Policy Adopted by 
Prelates — Parish Priests Directed 
to Go to Prison in Piace of Paying 
‘Fines—Government Permits Modi- 
fication of Law in Order to Check 
Passive Resistance Pian of Church. 


PARIS, Jan. 19.—The result of the meeting 
of the French episcopate, which ended today, 
was a complete victory for the ultramon- 
tanes, as it constitutes reaffirmation of the 
refusal of the pope to accept the termsof the 
church and state separation law. 

The ultfmate recourse to private worship, 
although kept in the background, isa logica) 
consequence of the policy adopted by the 
prelates, and the bishops will direct the pat~ 
ish priests, if they are prosecuted for cele 
brating masses illegally, not to pay their 
fines, but go to prison instead. In other 
words, passive resistance is the policy of the 
church. 

The government, however. already has de- 
clined the invitation to engage in persecution 
by accepting the modification of the law of 
1881, introduced in the chaniber of deputies 
Jan. 16 by Etienna Flandin, republican, re- 
pealing the sections of that law requiring a 
declaration in order to hold public meetings, 


Modifications Favor Church. 


The government's action in agreeing to the 
modification enables the parish priests to con- 
tinue celebrating masses in the churches and 
at the same time giving those who do comply 
with the law the “ juridical status,”’ which 
the pope demanded. 

Among the minor decisions of the episcopate 
was one to prohibit clergymen from paying 
rent for any property formerly belonging to 
the church wardens, as that might be con- 
strued into a recognition of the confiscation 
of the property, but to permit the priests to 
pay rent for presbyteries belonging to the 
communes, and to encourage the heirs of per- 
sons who bequeathed funds to the church 
to provide for the celebration of masses for 
the repose of the soul of the dead to enter re- 
covery sults, with the understanding that 
if they were succéssful the money is to be 
turned over to the church. : 

The pope has approved of the decision to 
the episcopate to legally reorganize the semi- 
naries into superior theologica! schools, thus 
insuring the recruiting of the clergy. 


Press Differs on Subject. 


The divergent views of the prese on the 
address of the episcopate to the pope, pub- 
lished yesterday, may be summarized in the 
following extracts from statements on the 
subject: ¥ 

The Soleil says: “ The address is worthy 
of the episcopate. It recalis the noblest 
traditions of the church of France. The 
unity among the bishops will result in unity 
among the faithful.” 

On the other hand the Siécle says: “ The 
relations between the pope and prelates are 
ambiguous. No skill ip drafting the address 
can conceal the disadvantages of the situg- 
tion, except. from those who are neither 
initiated nor forewarned.’’ 

The meeting of the episcopate ended this 
afternoon with a benediction service. 


‘ Catholic Seminary Raided. 


BRIEUC, France, Jan, 19.—The teachers 
and 160 students of the Cathofe seminary 
here were expelled by the local authorities 
at daylight today. Much excitement pre- 
vailed and several arrests were made. The 
students and priests Who were not taken into 
custody formed @ procession, with the holy 
sacrament borne at its head, and marched to 
the cathedral. ' 

The manifestants who were arrested were 
immediately tried and sentenced to pay heavy 
fines. One of the leaders of the disturbance, 
in addition to a fine, was condemned to a 
month's imprisonment. The doors of the 
seminary in the neighboring Village of Tre- 
guier were battered down before the semi- 
nariste would yield.

The Best Means— 

Of inducing deep breathing is rapid waiking 
or running. Special gymnastics also are use- 
Any form of exer- 
cise which quickens respiration will encour- 
age deep breathing. 

In normal breathing the principai move- 
ment is at the waist. It is not only the chest 
which should increase in size but the whole 
trunk as well. the diaphragm contracts 
it moves downward, occupying a part of the 
space formerly occupied by the stomach, 
liver, and other organs. These are pushed 
down. The farther the diaphragm ascends 
the greater the amount of air which can be 
érawn into the lungs. When the lungs are 
filled to the utmost capacity, as in full res 
piration, the chest first expands at the waist 
and then in its upper part. 

In filling the lungs the diaphragm is forced 
downwerd in opposition to the abdominal 
muscles. The chest empties largely by the 
elasticity or contraction of the abdominal 
muscles which resist the diaphragm, thus 
diminishing the size of the chest. At each 
contraction of the diaphragm the liver, 
stomach, and other abdominal organs are 
impressed between the diaphragm and the 
abdominal muscles. The blood which they 
contain ie thus forced into the chest cavity 
and quickly finds its way tu the heart, to be 
again distributed throughout the body. 

Deep breathing is of the highest importance 
in maintaining the health of the stomach, 
the liver, and other abdominal organs. When 
deep, forceful respiration does not occur the 
blood stagnates and disease results. Deep 
breathing means strength and health.

The reservoir had better have no other ; 


opening than that which admits the wick. 
Those with special cap for pouring in oil are 
convenient, and in careful hands safe. But 
the mass of folk are in danger of being 
tempted by them to fill up @ lamp already 
lighted, or else to leaVe wick and burner for 
so long undisturbed both become clogged and 
gummy. 

Do not let a lamp stand with a little oil in 
the bottom. Do not even light one that has 
stood partly empty for a week. The best oil 
vaporizes under some conditions, and the 


vapor is explosive. Every burner ought to |, 


be supplied with an extinguisher, but where 
the extinguisher is lacking do not blow down 
a chimney to put out e flame, especially not 
if the lamp has. been burned for several hours. 
Ninety-nine times in the hundred the lamp 
may be blown out safely, yet at the htn- 
dredth the flame may come in contact with 
gas, and do much damage. 

Turn down a lamp flame one-half before 
moving it from one room to atiother. But do 
not leave it low enough to smoke or smell, 
It will do both if left with fame showing dim. 
If the light must be moderate, either take 
the lamp outside or shade the flame, half 
shrouding it, rather than turning it too low. 

The viial thing about a student lamp is to 
set and keep it level. If the oil tank is for 
even, a minute a little higher than the burner, 
the burner will be overflowed, with disastrous 
results. In filling such a lamp be sure not to 
leave air bubbles upon the top of the oil. 
Such bubbles choke up the narrow supply 
pipe and make the light dim and yellow.

The Care— 


Of the linen closet !s most valuable to the 
housekeeper. We must confess that to us it 
is the most fascinating of the different de- 
partments of the house, and we fancy that we 
are not alone in feeling always divided be- 
tween .a desire for an accumulation of these 
stores of bed and table coverings and a wish 
for sufficient room on the shelves to show 
them properly. There are a few houses where 
both desires Can be gratified. One of the 
prettiest sights we remember was a linen 
closet whose wide shelves had been stained a 
deep, rich red, varnished, and polished. On 
them lay the piles of linen, each dozen by 
itself, separated from its neighbor, and each 
reflected in the smooth, glasslike surface. 
Such space we may not have, but the other 
wemay. When the wash comes up the arti- 
cles should be sorted into dozens and replaced 
on the shelf at the bottom of the pile to which 
they belong. To equalize the wear of linen 
in this way makes its life much longer. Inani- 
mate things need a rest as much as animate. 
They get tired if in constant use and wear out 
sooner. The’ homemaker: would do well to 
keep a list In-the linen closet of its contents, 
going over it-spring and fall, crossing out the 
articles worn out or discarded and entering 
the new purchases. . Such a list is a necegsity 
when the linen closet is in a country or city 
home, closed half the year. Few memories 
are so accurate that they-can carry the details 
of such matters, from season to season. A 
copy of the list carried to the city is also an 
aid to the purchase of what is required for 
the succeeding summer. We do not uphold 
the accumulation of. articles past their use, 
but in the linen-closet there should be a place 
for old sheets, pillow cases, and towels, These 
have, in fact, fin @ but one period of their 
career. There still is a -wide field of useful- 


{ness open to them. .We have spoken else- 


where of the desirability of mending an ar- 
ticle before it is washed.

To estimate the amount of suffering to 
which young children ere condemned by the 
fads of their parents. The poor little things 
cannot care for themselves, nor can they pro- 
test against the well meant cruelty of those 
in whose care they are, 

Fortunately for the succeeding generations 
of mankind, these hygienic faddists are not 
in the majority, and most parents let their 
children gréw up under a common sense 
method of training, or perhaps under no 
method whatever, which is the next best 
thing. 

Mistaken parents may be roughly estimat- 
ed under two grand divisions—the coddlere 
and the tougheners—and it is hard to say 
which do the more harm. The theory of the 
coddlers ig that a breath of cold air ie death 
dealing to the tender child, and that the 
chief end of man is the avoidance of drafts;

Tt is from this condition springe the oft 
quoted and oft ridiculed, but none the less 
beautiful statement, ‘‘ Ah, you should have 
seen him twenty years ago!” 

The actor is a fixture there and is loved 
accordingly. But here in America no such 
cohditions exist and it is extremely doubt- 
ful if they ever can be brought to exist. The 
player must be at his best and he must do his 
best at all times. We take him for what he 
is, not for what he has been. We are finical, 
we are unstable, we are capricious, and we 
want the best. And it is on this condition 
that the New theater and all similar high 
priced undertakings on small scale are des- 
tined to go to pieces, both here in Chicago, 
as well as elsewhere in the country.

Lives Only 


Two Days. 


By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
There is nothing of any dramatie conse- 
quence in the week’s new plays in New 
York, yet I have amused myself uncom- 
monly in fooling around with their unim- 
portant saliences, and maybe I can write 
readably about them. Two yawp and kick 
shows are “ The Mimic and the Mald" and 
“The Girl from Broadway.” They are 
funny by intention and otherwise. Alien 
Lowe’s scheme for “The Mimic and the 
Maid" was to give a show within a show. 
A professional company quits work when a 
new piece is about to be produced, and the 
director employ’s a village’s amateurs in- 
stead. The action shows a rehearsal of 
these novices. Now, it mischances, really, 
that the actual company has been brought 
into Broadway to stop a gap, and with in- 
sufficient preparation. Thus we have pro- 
fessional actors making believe that they 
are amateur actors, and at the same time 
they are as raw in fact as they mean merely 
to pretend to be. There is, therefore, one 
play within’ another play, and that other 
play is within still another play. 

Lillian Russell's daughter Dorothy's début 
will serve as an illustration of the unreadi- 
ness. Dorothy had sung in vaudeville on 
trial and at a charity matinée with mam- 
ma, and all of the theatrical knowers were 
curious to see how she would look and be- 
have as anh actress. Dorothy has none of 
Lillian’s beauty and not much of her voice; 
yet she is a comely girl, and—I give itasa 
guess—shée will develop more than Lillian’s 
dramatic talent. However, she made a bad 
beginning. In her vaudeville essay she had 
been charmingly apologetic in manner; in 
her legitimate effort she seemed saucy to the 
point of impudence. “ Dorothy is too self- 
confident,” said one. ‘“ dhe is scared out 
of her wits,” said another.’. The girl was 
striving to delineate a brash amateur, and, 
being an amateur in fact, her nervous en- 
ergy made her overdo the assumption. 

sf oe 

No dramatist ever yet has made effectual 
use of our first president on the stage; but 
lots of stuff derived from the present presi- 
dent, in one way or another, is of more or 
less theatrical value. Dorothy Russell's 
best five minutes in ‘“‘ The Mimic and the 
Maid” were those in which she led a chorus 
of girls with “ Teddy béars.”” No musical 
farce nowadays tries to do without two sets 
of young women—tall ones in the gowns and 
drawing: room deportment of “ Gibson 
girls," and short ones in the frocks and 
frisks of nursery children. ‘“ Roasts” and 
“ broilers”’ are these “ birds,’ in the par- 
lance of the stage. Dorothy and the “ broil- 
ers ’’ come out with “ Teddy bears ” in their 
arms, coddle, caress, and coo to them like 
doll babies, and finally, setting them on 
their hind legs—the stuffed cubs’ hind legs— 
dance to them. Then occurs the dramatic 
surprise, the sensational wonder, the mar- 
vel of realism. The “ Teddy bears,” each 
showing its teeth in a “ de-lighted” grin, 
danee with the clockwork that has been 
wound up within them. And the music of 
the ambitious A. Baldwin Sloane, under the 
baton of a highly impressive director, times 
itself to the hopping of a dozen mechanical 
** Teddy bears.” 

While Dorothy Russell led the “ broilers,’’ 
Janet Melville led the “‘ roasts ’’—that is, the 
tall contingent of Gibson girls. Could this 
Janet be the Melville of Melville and Stet- 
son, the vaudeville team? Yes. There was 
the fat Evie Stetson, asa wardrobe woman, 
butting funnily into the rehearsal, and it 
really was her long time variety show part- 
ner who, as a society woman, displayed with 
seemingly effortless ease the quite correct 
aspect of a smart set belle. 

This account of the birth of “ The Mimic 
and the Maid” is also its obituary record, 
for it is dead, after two performances. Ex- 
tinguished are the lights that lettered its 
title among Broadway's flery promises of 
pleasure. Pasted into scrap books are the 
advertising agents’ tales of Dorothy Rus- 
sell’s personal doings, including one of her 
taking Mamma Lillian Russell's toy terrier 
out for a walk, encountering a bulidog, and 
having an éar Ditten off the little dog by 
the big dog, in spite of the girl's fearless 
attempt at a rescue. Why, yes—there are 
newspaper jays right here in tly New York 
to print such rot; sometimes with joke marks, 
yet sometimes with no indication that the 
editor isn’t a chump. 

To a half price theater off Broadway comes 
“The Girl from Broadway.” She might as 
well hail from the Strand of London, the 
Champs Elysées of Paris, or Unter den Lin- 
den of Berlin, as she has no characteristics 
local to anywhere on earth outside of stage- 
land. The actress is a pretty Grace Esmond, 
who may. have brought her niceties of charm 
from Fifth avenue, so inbred do they look. 
The character is a runaway rider from a 
cireus. Her author, Herbert Hall Winslow, 
says she is a lost heiress, with a birthmark 
on her elbow; and it might be discovered 
earlier in the play, as her gown is sleeve- 
less, but for the fact that her knees are 
more actively in sight. She is but one of 
three soubrettes in the company, which has 
also five comic comedians with an aggregate 
of talent sufficient, if concentrated in one, 
to make an actor worth the five salaries. 
This its a far better show than the one that 
died in the borning and is going to live vigor- 
ously enough to make a round of the lower 
price circuits, although there ig nothing un- 
common in it. 

> 

David B. Hill, former governor and aspir- 
ant to the presidency, is proud to own and 
live in Wolfert’'s Roost, once the costly home 
at Albany of Joseph K. Emmet, the actor: 
Emmet was a sweet singing and neat dancing 
negro minstrel when Charles Foster, a pro- 
lific writer of plays, hearing him speak and 
yodel with a German accent, conceived the 
idea of “‘ Fritz, Our German Cousin.” Out 
of Joe Emmet’s resulting fortune came Wol- 

*fert’s Roost. There were many imitators 
of Emmet, but no one duplicated his charm 
of singing to the hearts of audiences. Chaun- 
cey Olcott and Andrew Mack warbled their 
Irish way into the vogue and brogue of 
William J. Scanlan, but all the search for 
a successor to Emmet has been In vain, and 
the prize hasn't been found in Joe Hortiz, 
who is presented in “Our Friend Fritz.’’ 
Yet Hortiz’s high tenor voice fs the acme of 
melody and he yodels—well, to me all yodel- 
ing is dreadful, and the better it is. the worse 
it makes me feel; but Hortiz yodels just Iike 
Emmet used to. He lacks only the Emmet 
and Scanlan genius to make every woman 
in the theater fancy, for the foolish time 
being, that he is singing his love to her, and 
to no one else. 

The new Fritz play, by Langdon McCor- 
mick, is an endeavor to get clear of the moss 
and barnacles of Foster’s old one. The 
young German doesn't warble tonurslings at 
play, nor lullaby one of them to sleep, and 
isn't that a bold departure from the stand- 
ards? Of course, he has to have listeners 
in the scene. The first of these is a nearly 
grown girl, a maltreated truant from a 
poorhouse. She isn’t too big to be taken up 
in his arms, but. he doesn't do that to lull 
her to sleep. He carries her out to wash her, 
and when she comes back her face, hands, 
and feet are clean to the neck, wrists, and 
ankles, but at those points dark contrasts of 
soiled skin mark the Umits of Fitz's mod- 
esty in scrubbing her. 

Further along:-in the play, when f& has 
become melodramatic on a stormy night in 
a haunted old mill, with an heiress kid- 
naped by a gang of criminals, Fritz appears 
in the disguise of a bibulous woman tramp 
and shifts the drugged whisky which has 
been prepared for the girl's ruination, so 
that the several scoundrels dope themselves 
with it. Thereupon Fritz sings a ballad 
with the refrain, “I’m so sieepy—eleeny 
now.” The tune and the voice sound like 
hush-a-by-baby, but the lulled ones ere the 
drowsed sots, and the words tell both the 
heiress and the foundling how to escape.

Strolling Broadway in quest of novelty, I 
find the names of Rose Coghlan, Marie 
Dressler, Ethel Levey, and. the Russell 
brothers lit up on the fronts of vaudeville 

Jimmie Russell's health is so bad 

that he can't act throughout a long play any 
more, and it is a pity that John isn’t the one 

to give out Not that Joho may not be a 


better fellow than Jimmie, but it is Jimmie 
who makes folks laugh with his screaming 
Irish servant girl. That caricature was 
transferred several years ago from a sketch 
into a drama, with Jimmie's screams so 
much louder and longer that they brought 
on bronchitis. After a rest he and John 
have returned to vaudeville, and on going 
in to see what they are doing I find that it 
is “ The Irish Servant Giris "’ in its old time 
version. And every scream that hurts Jim- 
mie tickles the unknowing audience the same 
asever. Stage fun is serious business some- 
times. 

Ethel Levy ts another proof that comedians 
don’t always smile because they can’t help 
it. George Cohan and his wife, Bthel, sang 
and danced jollily together in his extrava- 
ganzas, and he wrote songs within the small 
compass of her voice, giving her things to de 
that reached the utmost of her ability without 
going beyond it. Yet suddenly she quits his 
company, sues for divorce, and becomes @ 
vaudeville top liner, with fifteem minutes of 
singing and dancing taken from therdles she 
has acted in his plays. That seems to open 
up &@ cross account of royalty and alimony, 
doesn’t it? 

Marte Dressier’s vaudeville outbreak its 
with burlesques of Mrs. Carter and Blanche 
Bates tn characters which David Belasco 
prepared for them. Marie no more than itmf- 
tates Miss Bates as the darling of the gods 
and the girl of the golden west, but her fun 
with Mrs. Carter’s Du Barry its a travesty 
of the bedroom scene, with the affluent Marie 
in a stingy little bed, operating a wooden 
image of her wounded lover asa ventril 
does a. dummy, and finally hiding him from 
his émemies by simply sitting on him. Marte 
is the coarsest actress that ever was so funny 
that you can't blame her. 

The other woman emblazoned on the vaude- 
ville signboards, Rose Coghian, compels me 
to remember that she played in “* Forget Me 
Not” so long ago that Lester Wallack wae 
alive, and she was the feminine leader of his 
company. Her present piece, “ The Ace of 
Trumps,” is a condensation of the drama that 
stirred New York and London thirty years 
ago. The details are so altered as to be whol- 
ly 4ifferent; yet their trend is the same. 


' The notorious adventurese has become gen- 


uinely repentant and desirous of leading a 
virtuous life Her adversary in the verbal 
duel is not a former lover, fighting for his 
sweetheart’s sister, but the son of the wom- 
an’s dead lover, combating her demand to 
meet his flancée in reputable society, The 
twenty-minute limit prevents the sub plot of 
the fierce foreigner, lurking in shadows, 
thirsting for Rose’s gore, but it permits the 
effective climax of the beaten sinner’s ca- 
pitulation, with its showy manifestations of 
horror. The crouching, trembling-exit of the 
vanquished adventuress wae the talk of the 
theatrical town in Wallackian days, and, re-/ 
produced by this still splendid actress, &% 


* thrills vaudeville audiences.

One of New York's handsome theaters was 
built by the millionaire Goelets right along- 
side their own fashionable part of the town, 
almost within sniffing distance of Astor and 
Vanderbilt residences, and meant to be & 
temple of dramatic art. Sevéral managers 
bankrupted themselves in trying to realize 
the Goelet design. The house now is given 
over to burlesque of the lowest concert hall 
grade. Earlier this winter I told how our 
fad hunting smart set took an unexplain- 
able notion to patronize one of these touring 
parties of female minstrels, so that inetead 
of* moving on at the end of the week they 
remain indefinitely. Its managers, as soon 
as they saw that good luck had struck them, 
toned down—or up—the quality of their en- 
tertainment. The slummers seem now to 
have been put wise to the fact that they were 
not getting the on impure and genuinely 
vicious thing at that Joint, and that bur- 
lesque in am uncensored and unmitigated 
condition of indeceney may be found at the 
Goelet theater. That is why the regular pa- 
trons, when they saw for the first time @ 
line of carriages there, surmised that Rose 
Sydel, for years and years leader of the Lon- 
don Belles, had die@ suddenly, and that the 
unaccustomed vehicles were her funeral pro- 
cession. 

No such blow has been struck at “female — 
minstrelsy.”” Rose is on full view, larger 
than -ever before in all her long and broad 
career on the staga, The éntire show that 
she gives is calculated to make the slummers 
feel tuat the other one, although named 
‘*Wine, Woman, and Song,’’ instead should 
have been called *‘ Tea, Women, and Hy- 
men.”

That is the way it went the night I was there. 

The slummiest satisfaction given to the 
visitors, however, is with a revival of those 
“living pictures” which, it was thought, 
had passed into permanent disuse. They are 
shown here with twelve women, not in mar- 
ble white, but in a startlingly natural ficsh 
tint, and they are posed in groups without 
the smallest scrap of drapery. That isn't 
the climax of the audacity, either; for in the 
ensuing scene of the extravaganza the same 
dozen women reappear as-the chorus for @ 
song entitled “‘ Cupid’s Cavaliers,” march- 
ing to and fro across the stage, and up and 
down it, in military evolutions. Their arms 
are bows and arrows. Their uniforms con- 
sist of caps. Haven't they put anything els 
on since posing as statues?

Saving Royalty 
Makes Them Rich. 


Some of those plays which cost nothing to 
play have established fortunes greatly in ex- 
cess of those which have been rgised by some 
of the actors who have invested a consider- 
able sum in new pieces. Henry Irving and 
those few producers who have paid heavy 
prices have made heavy profits, but Jefferson 
made more by not paying royalties on “ Rip 
Van Winkle.” 

E. H. Sothern performed the other day an 
action which a few years ago would have 
called for all sorts of commem because of its 
unusual nature. He sent Hauptmann, the 
author of “ The Sunken Bell,” more than 
$1,000 In royalties, to which the author did 
not_know that he was entitied: Sothern and 
Marlowe are paying more to living dramatists 
than any other two players, but they and 
all other actors of any prominence have at 
one time or another appeared in plays for 
the use of which there was nothing to pay. 

Shakspeare, Ibsen, and Lytton are a for~ 
midable trio to array against those drama- 
tists who require money for their works, but 
the list is far from complete.

Note the ingenuity of this composer: Had he 
written his new piece for one choir and one 
orchestra it would not have been likely to be 
talked about nearly as much as it will be in 
the shape he has chosen. Next time he will 
probably write for four choirs and three or- 
chestras—the more the merrier, if you want 
to hide your lack of melodies and create ‘a 
new art.’ Now, there is only one way of 
dealing with such a fellow. Reger, 
Weingartner, and all the other German com- 
posers of the day must run him a race. Reger 
could easily write a piece for seven choirs 
and thirteen orchestras; that would leave 
Strauss quite in the lurch and at a loss what 
to do next. It might, in fact,.completely 
checkmate and discourage lim; and what a 
blessing that would be!l’’ —
